Uurdwan Itaj K.hu MehaU. for the estates noted in tho margin only. All of 

chitaffonK and 8«<raii. jjjg Settlement Officers’ reports wore not received 

till tho 8th February 1892, when tho Dubalhnti report reached my offici?. 
Mr. Reily has not sent an annual report for Orissa, but only a half-yearly 
report for the six months ending 30th September. fie explains that us 
he only joined his appoiutment in February last, his half-yearly report, dated 
28th November 1891, contains a history of the whole year’s work. The tabular 
statements annexed to it do not, however, show the area surveyed and cost u|i 
to, and daring, the survey-settlement year, but only the total area surveyed 
and expbuRliture incurred up to4he end of March, andf during tho half-year from 
the end of 'lilarch to the end of September 1891. Some other officers also 
failed to submit the annual reports called for, and have merely furnished brief 
accounts of the progress made up to, and during, the half-year ending 30th Sep- 
tember 1891. The Deputy Suyvoyor-Generars reports for Jalpaiguri, tho 
Burdwan Raj khas mohals, Chittagong and Scrail were received on the llth, 
l-3th, and 30th January, resuectively, and his report for Orissa has not been 
received up to date. But Colonel Sandeman, recently, during my tour in Orissa, 
l^vo me a brief statement of the work done. 

2. In this report Government estates and temporarily-settled tracts under 
settlement of land rovenuo are first dealt with, then wardV estates, and 
afterwards permanently-settled estates. As regards Government estates and 
temporarily-settled tracts, tho larger settlements fif Orissa, Chittagong, and 
Jalpaiguri are put in the forefront of tho report; other Government estates and 
Bukerminfte. | D»c«u temiKjrarily-settlcd tracts follow in tho order given 

Tipper*. Midupore. in the margin; ^wards’ and private estates are 

MoaUwii. 1 N*di«. grouped in the Oommissionertt’ Divisions to which 

they belong, and in tho order followed in the Government's and*tho Board’s 
Annual Administration Reports. As this is the first repoft of ]ts kihd called 
for, much difficulty has been experienced in getting tho facts and figures from- 
lf>^ officers. The report bos nad to be very hurriedly written, and errors and 
mistakes^ will probably be detected in the figures furnished ; but it is hoped that 
in futuro years, timely notice having been given of what is requjrea, these 
difficulties will disappear, and that the report will be submitted on the due 
date. Patty settlements carried on under the Regulations, and surveys and 
settlements of some small estates ordered by Commissioners and Collectors under 
section 108 of the Tenancy Act, are not included in this report.

3. Mr. Reily in hin letter of the 28th November 1891 submitted a report 
of the progress made in survey and settlement for the half-year ending 30th 
September 1891. As he joined his appointment on the 16th of February, hehas, 
he explains, dealt in his half-yearly report with the entire work from the date 
he took over charge, and has not, therefore, submitted a separate annual report. 
The survey report for Orissa has not been received from the Survey Depart- 
ment. The total area surveyed cadastrally up to the 30th of September 1891 
was 1,048 square miles. Of this 361 8(|uaro miles were surveyed before the SOth 
September 1890 and 687 square miles during the survey and settlement year 
under report. The tottd expenditure on survey to the end of the year was, 
according to the settleniont officer, Ks. 2,19,031. 

4. SeUUmmt. — Mr. Ucily Joined his apnointment as Settlement Officer 
on the 16th February 1891, and remained in cliarge during the year.

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8. DetnareaUon . — The Settlement Officer has ^t reported the ares demar- 
cated during the year. He says that he was able to get 852 square miles 
demarcated and ready by the date of his report, and expected to hare a 
further area of 858 square miles ready by the Slat of December 1891. The 
Survey Department will in future undertake any demarcation that is required. 

9. Atteitationt Fixation of RenU^ The number of tenants whose status 
had been determined up to the close of the year is 29,190, the number of plots 
attested being 138,042, and the area attested in acres 83,752. . The average 
number of plots attested daily in Rahang is reported to be 139 : in Lembai 
and Kotrang 480 ; in Karmala 530 ; in Tangi 317 ; and in Jagat^gpur 463 ; 
but it is not possible to ascertain from the Settlement Officei^s report the average 
daily number attested by each Assistant Settlement Officer. ' The work of 
attestation was, it is said, delayed by errors and inaccuracies of the kbasras 
prepared by the Survey Department. Under the survey rules parehao or 
jainabandi slips should have been given to the raiyats at the time of survey, 
as they were given in Muzaffarpur, Srinagar, and elsewhere, but the rule on this 
point seems to have been overlooked by fir. Patterson in Orissa. 

10. Jamabandi slips are now being distributed among the tenants. The 
work of attestation will, it is hoped, thereby be expedited. The average stan- 
dard number of plots expected to bo attested daily by each Assistant Settlement 
Officer in Chittagang is 600. The complication of tenures and the difficulties 
in attestation are far greater in Chittagong than they are in Orissa ; and if the 
khasras are prepared with care, there is no reason why a much larger number 
should not be attested By each officer in Orissa than has hitherto been reached. 

11. Fixation of Rent. — No rents were settled during the year. The 
Settlement Officer reports that the existing rents have been recorded for 
29,190 tenants holding an area of 83,752 acres. The rental given fur these 
tenants according to “ previous jamabandi ” is Rs. 59,284, or on an average 
between 1 1 and 12 annas an acre. These figures are manifestly incorrect, the 
average rate of the existing rent in Orissa being known to to two to three 
rupees an acre or more. 

12. Asmsment of iMnd Revenue. — No assessment of land revenue has yet 
been made. 

13. Patwdm , — There are, the Settlement Officer rept»rt.s, 404 patwdris 
in Orissa, distributed as follows:—

14. Mr. Rcily reports that even though the services of patwdris are got 
free, the cost of the area surveyed by thorn is almost double that surveyed by 
the fully paid agency of auifiis. This is due to the fact that the same number 
of chainmen is required in either case, whether the services of a patwari or those 
of a professional amfn are utilised, and while the patwdri surveys from 3 to 4 
acres a day, ' a professional anifn will survey from 10 to 16 acres; hence the 
cost of the chainmen is more than doubled when patwdris' services are 
utilised in the survey. The Settlement Officer proposes, therefore, to dispense 
with the patwdris’ services in survey, and to utilise more competent local men 
who have been trained to smyey, and can turn out a larger area. W(|ien the 
survey and .settlement is completed, he would dismiss the present staff of pat- 
wdris, and substitute for them selected Ooriya amfus, who may have done well 
daring the course of the survey operations. The objection to\he adaption of 
this course would be, that the new men so appointed would be sbrangers in their 
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several circles, and proba||[y would not be acceptable to the raiyats and 
zamindara. 

15. JTdaaa^Ms.oThere are 35 kdnnngoes in Cattaok, 13 in Puri, and 
12 in Balasore. The kdnungoes^ in Puri were mode over to the Settlement 
Officer in May last, and have since been employed in survey and settlement 
work. In Cuttack the kdnungoes had not been mode over to the Settlement 
Officer at the date of his report, but have since then been placed under him. 
In halasore as there was no survey work in progress during the year, the 
services of the kinungoes were not required by the Settlement Officer. 

1 6. Bvwndurg (/iii^«/tf«.~l'he total num her of boundary disputes which arose 

CattMk ... ... ist in Cuttack and. Puri was 1,039. Of these, 729 

Pun ... ... were settled during the year, and 310 remained 

i.uss end of the year. In aadition to the 1,039 boun* 
— dary disputes filed at the time of cadastral survey, 
717 disputes wore reported by the Demarcation lnspooti>r. 

17. 1 visited Orissa twice during the year under report, and spent 13 
days there on each occasion. On the first occasion, in oommunication with 
Mr. Reily, 1 drew up a detailed programme of work and estimates, and arranged 
for the employment of patwdris and kdnungoea, and the utilization of the 
services of cnaukidars as onainnieii. The work of attestation and settlement had 
not then begun. At the time of my second visit during the rains, attestation 
work and tno preparation of soil-class maps were not in progress. I was 
therefore unable at that time to pronounce an opinion as to the merits of the 
work being done, but 1 have again recently visited Orissa and recorded my 
opinion on the character and progress of the work in notes which have lately 
been submitted to the Board. 

lb. Cost . — The total expenditure on settlement during the year was 
Rs. 45,598. The expenditure on survey daring the survey and sottlomont year, 
Ist October 1890 to 30th September 1691, has not been reported. 

Angul. 

1 0. 'I ho Tahsildar of Angul, Babu Narayan Chandra Naik, has not submitted 
an annual report showing what remained to bo done at the end of September 
1890, and wnut was done during the year. His final report was rcceivod since 
the close of the year, dnd has been submitted to the Board. The assess* 
ment of the entire estate was made bef(»ro the beginning of the year under report, 
and jamabandis were published; but (iovernment having ordered in August 
1890 that lat'ds brought into ctiltivation within the period of last settlement 
should bo assessed at half the full rates for the first five years, at threo-t^uarter 
rates for the next five years, and then at the full rates for a further period of 
fiv(f years, the khatians had to be revised and explained again to the raiyats. 
This work was done daring the *yoar under report. Khatians wero corrected 
in accordance with the orders pf Government, and raiyats’ signatures were taken 
upon them. Sub-Deputy-Ckilloctor Babu Chuku Lai Sircar and the Tahsildar, 
Babu Narayan Chandra Naik, were each in iudependont charge of five parga- 
nas. Babu Chaku Lai Sircar completed his circle in January 1891, when ho was 
transferred to Cuttack. The tahsildar also completed the revisieu of jamabandis 
and the explanation of them to the raiyats of his circle during the year, and took 
their signatures to the khatians. Fair copies of the khatians were prepared and 
distributed amongst the niyats, and another copy is being made for record 
in the tahsildar’s office. T^e new jamabandis will'tako effect from the begin- 
ning of the year 1892. Kabuliyars cannot be taken from the sarbardhkdrs until 
the questions of the percentage to bo allowed 4o them and the form of kabuliyat 
are settled by Government. The expenditure on settlement from the beginning 
of the operations to the end of the year is its. 54,140. The Settleffiont Officer 
estimates that a further expenditure of Rs. 7,304 will have to «be incurred io 
making fair copies of the records for his offico and taking kabuliyats from the 
sarbarikdrs.

20. The survey and settlement of this estate has been completed, as stated 
in paragrlipfas 12 and 13 of my Annual Remit for the year ending March 1891. 
The" Settlement Officer, Babu Balaram Das, baa submitted a very incomplete 
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repo/i, of the work done during the year. He that several objections 
remained undisposed of at the end of the previous year, and that further otnec- 
tions were made after publication of the draft records, so that the nnal 
preparation of the records was not completed before the end of the year 1891. 
The objections, however, have now been disposed of, and the records are being 
corrected and copied. The final re^rt was promised in February 1899, but 
has not been received up to date. The following statement shows the number 
of objections disposed of during the period under report: —

21. The Sottlomont Officer, who is also tahsildar of Banki, ceased to draw 
settlement allowance from the end of March 1891. The delay in the submis* 
sion of his final report is, ho says, due to tlio necossity of making enouirios 
on objections raised to tlio records as published. The total oxpendituro (luring 
the year on settlement work was Ks. 1,G78. 

22. The total number of tenants whoso rents were recorded, and for whom 
fair rents wore settled during the year, is 2,047. 

28. 1 visited Banki on two occasions while the survey and settlement 
proceedings wore in progress, and oxaminod the khasros and khatians on the 
ground. They appeared to mo to have been carefully prepared. 

24. An ostimato for a non>profossional survey and for tho settlement 
of Banki, amounting to Ks. 1,64,411, was submitted by the local authoritios 
before I took charge of tho work. This estimate was revised by mo and 
reduced to Us. 40,000. Tho actual cost for a professional survey has been 
Its. 25,097, and for settlement Its. 12,598; total Its. 87,695, tho increase of 
revenue obtained being Ks. 7,974. 

25. A scheme for tho reor^nisation of thp sarbariihkurs’ establishment 

with draft rules foe their guidance was ‘submitted 
after the close of the year, and was sanctioned 

by tho Board. There wore previously 143 circles with 195 sarhaitihkars. The 
number of circles has been reduced to 75 and tho number of sarbaruhkdrs to 100. 
The ro(!ords will bo kept corrected by them under rules which have been 
approved by tho Board. ‘ •

CllITTAOONO Division. 

Chittagong Sadar Subdivision, 

26. Mr. Slack wa» in charge of tho Chitt^ong settlement office until 
11th of July, when, on being deputed to act as District and Sessions Judge of 
Chittagong, he was relieved by Mr. C. Q. H. Allen, who remained in charge till 
tho end of the year. Mr. Slack was out in camp for 141 days, and Mr. Allen 
for 4 days of tho period daring which ho was in charge of the settlement 
office. 

27. The Suttlomont Officer’s time was employed in looking after the staff 

of khanapuri amins, in inspecting the offices of the assistants, and supervising 
the work of the khasra office, where the khatian and' various other forms 
wore written up. • 

28. Mr. U. G. H. Allen, Goveuantod Deputy Collector, joined as an 
Assistant Settlement Officer on the 2nd March 1891. Up to tho 23rd of April 
he was engaged in learning survey work, and from that date till the 11th of 
July was employed on settlement duty. Between the two latter dates 
Mr. Allen spent 2 montlis and 17 days in camp, and was in chitfge of ttie Soutli 
Banskholi and Anwara*Parki circles. These circles comprise an area of 81*8 
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square miles, of which the adestation of 15 Tillaffes, eomprisiuff on area of 31 
square miles, was done during the year by Mr. Allen, who also disposed of 245 
cases, and occasionally helped the Settlement Officer in inspecting khanapuri 
amine woridng near his camp. 

29. From the 1 1th ox July to the close of the year Mr. Allen acted as 
Settlement Officer, and besides supervising the work of the khasra office, also 
aided in the general administration of the district by disposing of such criminal 
cases as wore made over to him. 

30. Mr. Atul Krishna Rai joined as an Assistant Settlement Officer on the 
31st of January last; but, having done a month’s attestation work in the Relgaon 
Circle, he fell ill and left. His place was filled on the 1st of April by 
Babu Durga Charan Ghoso, who was deputed to act as an Assistant Settlement 
Officer, liis circle covers an area of 70 8(]^uare miles. Babu ’Durga Charan 
Ghose, besides disposing of 1,308 cases, did the attestation of 22 '3 square 
miles in 26 villages. Up to the 12th of July, when the Babu returned 
to head'Ottarters, 3 months and 12 days woro spent by him in camp. On the 
12th of July, Babu Durga Charan Ghose reverted to general duty, but conti* 
nued, in addition to his other work, to supervise bis settlement establishment 
who woro engaged in correcting the records, in accordance with the orders 
passed at attestation time, and in collecting the various figures needed for the 
preparation of fair-rent decisions. 

31. Babu Romesh Ch under Das arrived at Chittagong on the 24th of 
January 1891 ; since that time he has been in charge as Assistant Bottlenient 
Officer of the Btitkania Circle, a tract covering an area of 271 square miles. 
During the year ho was in camp 165 days, and attested in that period 54,487 
plots, besides disposing of a largo numlior of cases. On the IGth of July this 
officer returned to head-quarters, and from that date till the end of the year, 
he acted os the Settlement Officer’s (Mr. Allen's) Personal Assistant. 

32. Since receipt of his annual report, the Settlement Officer has re- 
arranged the circles thus : —

33. Progresi of’-' 

(a) Demarcation.— “The demarcation of the Sodar subdivision, with the 
exception of the hilly portions, which could not be conveniently assi^ed to the 
neighl^uring villages until the topographical survey of them had been done, 
was finished during the year under report; The work actually done during the 
year comprised the demarcation of 465 villages in th5.naH Hathazari, Fatikcnari, 
n^jan, Town, Kumira, and Mirkasarai. 

(5) Snrveg,— •In tho Sadar subdivision there is an area of 1,626 s<^uaro miles, 
of which 1,262 was estimated to require cadastral and 364 topograpmoal survey. 
Up to the b<^;inning of the year, 380 square miles had boon 5Maff|ralIy iurveyed, 
and during the year under • report a further area of 348 square miles, as 
well as 112 square miles of topographical work; but tbc latter will require 
some revision. The survey of tne village sites, owing partly to tho amfn’s 
misconduct and partly to intribacy of the plots, was in several instances full 
of errors, and khannpuri was on this account to some extent delayed. 

In fhe preMiit fi<^jason the Survey Department has, according to the Settle- 
ment Officer, to complete Rie cadsMtral aorvey of 534 square miles, the 
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topographical aurtrey of 252 square miles, the reviaioa of 112 square miles of. 
topographical work, and the traverse of<-> 

(i) the main circuit along the coast down to the town of Chittagong and 

the south bank of the Fenny river ; 

(ii) some 15 miles of the Fatikchari tb&na boundary; 

(iii) few villages near the town of Chittagong ; and 

(iv) a portion of the boundary of the proposed forest reserve. 

Originally it was expected that the survey of the Sadar subdivision would be 

completed by the end of this official year; but owing to increase in the area 
for cadastral survey, more time will be required. 'I’ho cadastral work was 
practically finished in thdnas Banskhali, Satkania, and Patya, save in two 
villages, while portions of thdnas Raojan and Hathazari were done. 

The Settlement Officer arranged with the officer in charge of the Survey 
party that this season’s cadastnd work be begun simultaneously in each of 
the remaining thdnas, and that each sheet as it is done bo sent to him and 
not kept till the whole village is finished. In this way he hopes to have work 
ready for his aHsistants when the circles south of the Eamafuli are finished, 
and also to get large villages ready more promptly than has hitherto been 
the case. 

(e) Receipt of recorde, — Up to the 1st of January the work of preparing the 
records required for attestation in the Sadar subdivision was done by the 
Survey Department, but after that date it was made over to the Settlement 
Officer, and the Survey Department has now merely — 

(i) to supply maps for the khanapuri amlns to use when preparing the 

khasra; 

(ii) to famish the areas of all plots; 

(iii) to ink maps the khanapuri of which has been done ; 

(iv) to supply traces of such maps. 

before the beginning of the year the Survey Department had prejmred and 
handed over the records of 3G villages, comprising an area of 15 '9 square* 
miles. During the year the records of 212 villages, with an area of 205’8 square 
miles, wore prepared and handed over for settlement work. 

(d) A7K»}ap«ri.<->Duriiig the year tho khanapuri of 477,682 plots was 
completed ami the entries (previously done by the Survey Draartment) 
regarding 306,463 plots were revised. The staff employed by the Settlement 
Officer on this work consisted on an average 120 amlns under 11 Inspectors. 
Taken as a body, the average daily outturn of each amfu came ..only to 31 
plots. 

(tf) Fixation of rent, determination of extstinp rent, deeieion of fair rent. — The 
existing reuts wore recorded and tho status determined of 33,679 tenants during 
the year in tho Sadar subdivision. No fair-rent decisions wefe passed. 

(/) Aseeement of Land Revenue, — No assessment of land revenuo was made 
in tho Sadar subdivision during the year. 

34. Training and utilization of pattedrie, kdnungeet and other local offieere. — 
There are no local village officials in Chittagong who can be utilised in 
keeping up tho records, but a scheme has lately b^n sanctioned by Govern- 
raont under which tho khos tohsil establishment will be strengthened and 
utilised for this purpose. 

Old Thdna Ramoo tn Chittagong, 

33. Sarveg. — The survey of Old Thdna Ramoo was completed before the 
beginning of the year. 

36. Settlement. — The settlement work was in charge of Babu DurgaCharan 
Ghose up to- the 4th of November, when he was relieved by Babu Jogendra 
Kumar Bose, who remained in charge up to the end of the year. The number 
of days spent iii camp during the year by the officer in charge of this tract 
was 332. 

37. The work performed by Babu Jogendra Kumar Bose consisted in 

completing, the attestation (whion was finished in May last), in decidiug 
disputes, and preparing the necessary figures for fair-rent decisions. Within 
the period under report the following work was done :— * • 

(i) The entries regarding the lands held by 15,3S9 tenants were attested. 


( 9 ) 

(ii) Five hundred aftd fifty>eight original suits and 1,062 objections 

were disposed of. 

(iii) Eight fair-rent decisions were passed. 

38. Altogether fair>reat decisions have been passed in 43 of the 50 villages 
in Bamoo. According to these decisions the revenue and rental of tenants pay* 
ing direct to Government, inclusive of talukdars, would have increased from 
Rs. 33,657 to Rs. 90,126. Soil-class maps are now, in accordance with the orders 
of Hia Honoui^ the Lieutenant-Governor, being prepared, average rates for blocks 
of homogenous quality are being struck, and statements are being made out 
showing what the revenue would be according to these average soil-class rates. 
1 visited Gbitts^gong twice during the year, spending 13 days on the first and 
10 on the second occasion, and examined the work of khanapuri being done 
by the Settlement Officer, and the work of attestation on tho ground. Both 
appeared to me to bo done with thoroughness and care. Some of the fair-rent 
decisions passed by Babu Durga Churn Ghoso were also read by mo, and 
appeared to me to be sound. 

39. The standard of work expected in Chittagong is— 

(a) 30 plots daily of khanapuri by each amin ; 

{b) 600 plots attestation by each Assistant Settlement Officer ; 

(c) preparation of soil-class maps, two sejuttre miles a day, by an Assistant 
Settlement Officer. 

40. Cost. — The total expenditure in the Sadar subdivision during tho 
year was —

41. In Ramoo there was no expenditure on survey. Tho settlement 
expenditure was Rs. 13,389.

42. The survey of the Duars commenced in November 1888, and the settle- 
ment work commenced at tho end of November 1890. Up to the end of tho 
yoor under report an area of 480,010 acres was cudastrally surveyed, and tho 
records of 3,430 jotes were mado over to tho Sottleineiit Dlfioer by tho survey 
party. An area of 162,063 acrol cojuprised in 3,307 jotes in tho Mynaguri 
tahsil was assessed during the year, and resulted in an increase of Rs. 36,210 
in tho revenue. Tho total expenditure on survey from tho beginning of tho 
operations to tho end of the year was Rs. 3,26,109 and on sottlemout Rs. 62,683, 
out of which sums Rs. 1,10,784 and Rs. 30,430 respectively were expended 
during the year ending 30th Soptembei* 1891. Tiic following table shows the

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4‘>i. The Hetticmcnt work was under the charge of Mr. Sunder throughout 
the year. Bahu Cliandra Kant Ganguli, who was his first Assistant, haring 
taken furlough, tho post which ho held was abolished and two other assistants 
wore appointed in his place. One of those, Babu Haris Chandra Rai, was 
designated 2nd Settlement Officer, and the other, Babu Rash Mohan Chandra, 
Assistant Settlonieiit Officer. Babu Haris Chandra Rai reported himself to 
Mr. Sunder on 6th November 1890, and was employed up to 7th December in 
tho Settlement Office# On the 8th December ho was deputed to demarcate the 
boundary between Bhutan and Jal])aiguri; ho was engaged on this work up to 
Ist March 1801, when his health failed, and he proceeded on sick leave. He 
was succeeded by Babu Ram Cluindra Sen, who completed the demarcation 
work, and thereafter was employed on attestation, and on classification of 
soils of jotes in two taluks of pargana North Mynaguri of Mynaguri tahsil. 
Not being acquainted with English, he vms of little use, as he was not able to 
write notes on tho jotes which ho had inspected. On Juno 1st, 1891, ho was 
relieved by Babu Haris Chandra Kui, who was sent to pargana North 
Mynaguri, and was employed there in chocking classification of soils of jotes 
and in attestation work; but he frequently complained of being ill from fever 
and unfit for duty, and had to be transferred to Orissa on 24th August 1891. 
Tho other officer, Babu Rash Mohan Chandra, shortly after his appointment 
Hufiered from illness which prevented his being employed in tho mufassal. On 
17th April 1891 ho was sent out to attend to attestation work and checking of 
khanapuri in taluk Haihaipathar, of pargana North Mynaguri ; but failed, 
owing to illness, to do anything, and returned to Jalpaiguri on 12th May 
1891. ITo was sent out again on 21st May 1891, but again became ill of 
fever and returned to the Settlement Officer’s camp at Kyranti on 5th 
Juno 1891, and was emjdoyod from Gth to 14th Juno 1891 in helping 
to complete tho attestation work in parganas Chengmari and North 
Mynaguri. On 15th .Juno 1891 ho roturuod to Jalpaiguri, and was employed 
on general work in tho office up to 20th August 1891, when ho was sent to 
taluk Baradigi, of .pargana North Mynaguri, to chock classification of soils 
and comjdcto attestation work of some jotes. Ho returned to head-quarters on 
5tU H<q)tombor 1891 and did no work after tliat, as ho ctimplainod of being ill 
from fever. Ho availed himself of leave without pay on 22nd September 
1891, and has now been sent to Dinajpur as Sub- Deputy Collector in the 
regular lino. 

44. Since tho transfer of tho above-named officers, throe now men have 
boon appointed to fill thoir places, viz., BoJju Upendra Chandra Mukorjea, who 
W'us Income-tax Assossor of Dinajpur; Babu Jadub Chandra Mozumdar, who 
was a kdnungo at Rampur Boalia; and Babu Harilul Gupta, who was a clerk in 
tho offico of tho Commissioner of tho Rajshahi Division. None of these 
officers, tho Settlement Officer reports, know anything of settlement work or of 
tho Western Duars, but fhey aro learning, and are now om ployed in pargana 
Moragluit in collecting uiformation to onablo tho Sottlemont Officer to furnish 
a report as to tho rates which should be adopted for jotes in Falakata tahsil. 
Thu attestation of jotodars’ and chukanidars’ holaings, and tho work of 
recording tlioir rights, in tho throo pai'ganas of the Mynaguri tahsil, was 
completed by 28th Juno 1891, when the Settlement Officer returned to 
Jaljiaiguri. 

45. No work was done in the mufassal between Ist and 15th April 1891. 
Cholora then broke out in tho Duars and compelled the staff to return to 
head-quarters. Out of a camp of about fifty men, twelve men died of cholora 
and fever in tho first fortnight of April, and from then up to tho time of their 
return to h(>ad-(iuavtors, work was carried on under very trying circumstances, 
and with much difficulty. The rains commenced early in May 1891, and 
ropeuted. attacks of fever so seriously affected tho health of most of tho 
muhaiTirs in camp, that it was found im{K)S8ible to keep them out after 20th 
Juno 1891. 

46. Tow's . — The Settlement Officer was on tour for 217 days during the 

year; Babu Haris Chandra Rai was out for 141 days ; Babu Ram Chandra Sen 
was out for 87, days; Babu Rash Mohan Chandra was out for 90 days; Babu 
Upoudru Chandra Mukerjea was out for 10 days, aud JJabu Jadub Chandra 
Mozumdor for 7 days. * 
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47. entries in the records relating to hoIdiu|nof 11,800 
jotedars and 5,0S9 chukanidars were explained to the jotedars, and they were 
also informed what land is in possession of 11,392 adhiars who are under them. 
Three thousand five hundred and seven jotes, covering 102,063*39 acres of land 
in 71 taluks of parganas North Mynaguri, Cliengmari, and South Mynaguri, 
wero inspected, and attestation of tho holdings of theabove*mentioned jotedars 
and chukanidars was completed in camp. It was not |)08siblo to oompleto 
in camp tho Oalculation of tho Government revenue payable on account of 
fdl the jotes, or to announco to every jotedor and ohukanidar tho amount of 
the increased revenue and rent. A portion of this work had to bo dono at 
hoad>quartera during the recess, and printed* noticos, with extracts from tho 
khatians, ore now being issued to jotedars, showing (1) how much land thoy 
had at last settlement, (2) the rovenuo paid for it, (3) how much land they 
havo by the present settlement, (4) what amount of revenue they will have to 
pay, and (5) steps by which the revenue payable by present settlement, when 
it IS progressive, will rise. 

48. Demarcation . — The total number of jotes demarcated during the year 
was 2,863. The work of domarcation was dono by a native surveyor, who 
was asssted by a staff of 16 aiotns. All tho demarcation papers required by the 
Survey Department were furnished to that Department, taluk by taluk, as 
soon as finished. In some cases jotes which had been doninrcuted during tho 
previous year had to bo rcdemarcatod during tho year under report, as tho 
earthen mounds which tho amins had erected had been washed away or covered 
by jungle and grass, and could not be found by tho Survey Dopnrtincnt. In 
consc(|uenco of cholera and much sickness among tho amfns of tho Survey 
Dopartinont, many jotes which were demarcated could not be measured. 

49. Survey . — The total area surveyed during tho j'car, according to 
Mr. Uunby’s report, is as follows •

50. Tho area that remained for cadastral survey at tho close of tho year is 
reported by tho Survey Officer to he 6 miles, but th<f Scltlcincnt t )fticcr suys tJuit 
the traverse survey of two blocks of land, covering 58,679 uen's, or about 9 1 Kijuare 
miles, in Falakata tahsil, also remained* to bo done. Those blocks of land contain 
several jotes which will liavo to be cadastrally surveyed, 'rravisrso sni vey of 
about 600 acres of land in taluks Sesuabari and Morichbari of purganu .South 
Mynqguri will have to be made, and cultivation therein wi41 liuvi? to he 
cadastrally surveyed. Several jotes in parmiiuis North MynagJiri and Cheng- 
mari were omitted from survey, and will nave to l)c done. All that remains 
unfinished will, it is believed, bo completed by tbo Survey Department during 
the present cold season. 

61, Receipt of recorde from the Survey Departmmt.-^'V\\vt records of 3,439 
jotes were received from tho Survey Deparimont during ilnr year under report. 
These wore records of the Falakata as well as of the Mynaguri tahsils. In 
some cases the records wore, tlio Settlement Officer reports, carelessly nreyared, 
and had to be returned to tho Surrey Department for revisiou. Great delay and 
trouble was thus caused in tho Settlement office in dealing with some of the 
records supplied by the Survey Department. In several cases figures given in 
cbittas against tlie name of a person were found to disagree with those entered 
in tho khatians in the name of tbo same person, and the totals contained in the 
abstracts wcTe*found to bo wrong. 

52. Boundary duputetr^Yive hundred and nineteen boundary disputes were 
pending at the commencement of tbo year, and 835 fresh cases were received 
from we Surrey Department during the year. Of these, 848 cases were 

B 2 
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dinposed of, leaving 506 cases in Falakata, Alipur, and Bhalka pending at the 
close of the year. The m^ority of the cases disposed of related to streams and 
roads, which the Surrey l)cpartment were directed by Mr. Walsh to show as 
Government khas. Objections were made by the jotedars ; but when enquiry 
was made at the time of attestation, the plots to which they referred were 
recorded in Government khas possession, or as in possession, of the jotedar 
according to the circumstances of the case. Where a stream is a running one 
and supplies water fo several jotes, it was recorded as Government khas, and 
whero it gives water to only a single jote, it was entered as part of that 
jote. 

53. Khanapuri.—Thetfi are two kinds of crop-yielding land in the Western 
Duars, viz., “rupit,” from which the cold-weather or dman paddy is obtained, 
and “ faringati, ” which yields the bhadoi, or early paddy, as well as tobacco, 
jute, and other rabi crops. The jotedars know these lands as '*haimanti” and 
“bhadoi,” or “dola” and “danga.” The surveyors were at first instructed 
by the Commissioner to classify the land as 1st, 2nd, and 3rd class rupit, and 
Ist, 2nd, and 3rd class faringati. The survey amfns found it impossible 
to classify rupit and faringati into 1st, 2nd, and 3rd class, and the jotedars 
asked to have their land classified into high land or faringati, and low land 
or rupit. This classifioation was approved by His Ilonour ihe laeutenant- 
Governor, and accordingly the classincation was made in the whole of the three 
parganas of North Mynaguri, Chengtnari, and South Mynaguri of the Myna- 
guri talisil, thus — 

(a) Basti (includes homestead, garden, and bamboos). 
fb) Rupit. 
e) Faringati. 
v/) Doha (fish-ponds). 

(tf) Waste. 

• All low land has boon classified as rupit, and also all land on which two 
crops (viz., bhadoi paddy and dman paddy) are generally grown in one year, 
ana only high lands on which tobacco and rabi crops are grown have been 
classified as faringati. This system of classification is understood by the jote- 
dars and their under-tenants, and has been accepted by them. 

54. Fimtion of rents , — As regards fixation of rent of chukanidars and 
other under-tenants of the jotedars, tho instructions at first given to the Settle- 
ment Officer wore, to simply record the amount which tho chnkanidar is pay- 

' ing at present and to leave it to the jotedar, if dissatisfied, to apply for settle- 
mont of the fair rent to bo paid by the chukanidar. These (ffdors were given 
by Government, on a representation mado by Mr. Lowis, the Commissioner, 
tKat chukanis were permanent tenures held under the jotedars, at fixed rents. 
But it having been subsequently ascertqinod that this was not an altogether 
correct statement of tho facts, tho Settlement Officer was instructed to settle 
tho rents of the chukanidars of his own motion. 

55. Assessment o revenue . — In assessing the revenue payable to Government 
by jutodnrs, tho following points have been considered, namely, (1) situation of 
tho jote, (2)it8 noaruoss to roads, markets, and tea gardens, and (3) tho circum- 
stances of tho jotedar and his ability to pay the revenue. A considerable 
number of the jotedars of Mynaguri tahsil are, the Settlement Officer says, 
NcpHulcsc and others who reside in Kurseong, Tindoria, and other parts of 
Diirjocling district; pleaders, traders, and money-lenders of tho Jalpaiguri, 
Tlooghly, Kuch Bihar, and Rangpur districts, and Muhammadans of the 
neighbouring estate of Byknntpur. Tho jotedars of Mynaguri have been 
spocipHy \)enefitod by roads and markets which have opened out every part of 
the tahsil ; their jofes are well under cultivation and yield good crops, and 
their condition, the Settlement Officer reports, is prosperous in every respect. 
The tahsil is well advanced, and is at present the best cultivated part of the 
Buara. Tho increase of revenue iu the three parganas of Mynaguri tahsil 
by thjs settlement will not, the Settlement Officer says, be below Rs. 60,000, 
and will be due chiefly to extension of cultivation on nearly*every jote in 

S argnims North Mynaguri and Chengmari, and also in somo taluks of South 
fynngtjri ; to the recovery by the present settlement of* the arqount- which was 
remitted nearly seven years ago under the reduction scheme which Colonel 
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Morton had ncommended ; and to the application of the rates which hare been 
sanctioned for this settlement. The number of jotes actually assessed during 
the year is 3,507. Of theso, asst^sment was given out for 1,192 jotes. The 
area contained in these 1,192 jotes is not stated. The existing rental or 
revmme of them has been increased from Be. 34,416 to Bs. 70,627. In 
cases in which the increase of revenue has been very great, chiefly in the taluks 
of parganas North Mynaguri and Chengmari, the increase has been spread 
over five years.' When Lord Uliok Browne submitted Colonel Morton’s reduo* 
tion scheme for consideration of Government, he observed that Colonel Morton 
had expressed an opinion that '*the mistakes of the last settlement, or, in 
other words, the causes of the over*as8es8ment were three, vis., (1) insufficient 
classification of land, (2) no allowance being made for injury to cro]|)8 by 
wild animals, (3) too sudden an increase in the total rent payable for a jote.’’ 
The Settlement Officer reports that bo has taken care to avoid similar mistakes 
in the present assessment of the Government revenue. Ho has been asked to 
report how much of the increase in revenue is duo to extension of cultivation 
and how much to his having raised to a higher class, lands which were classified 
under a lower class at the last settlement, and how much to the other causes 
mentioned. He has not yet reported on these points. 

56. The work of settlement has been considerably delayed in the Mynaguri 
tahsil by the number of cases of mutation of names which had to be disposed 
of. Great difficulty was experienced in making people pay the foes for 
mutation of names, in cases in which they had got the survey amfns to enter 
their names in the new records, as owners of the jotes, without previously apply* 
iiig to the Deputy Commissioner of Jalpaiguri to have their names entered in 
his registers. They had hoped to escape paying the mutation fees, and they 
paid up only when threatened with resumption of the jotes. Five hundred 
and forty -one cases of mutation of names were disposed of. Kvidence as to 
possession was recorded in every case, and Ks. 2,456 were realised by the 
Settlement Officer on account of mutation fees. 

57. Paiwdrit and Kdnungoes . — No patw^ris or kanungoes exist in the 
Duars. The Government revenue is collected by tahsildars, who supply all tho 
information that is required from timo to time regarding jotes and their tenants. 
These officers, and the men who are employed under them, will have to keep 
the records of the present settlement corrected. 

58. His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor visited Jalpaiguri daring the 
year, and was satisfied that good .work was being done there. I regret that 
I was unable within the year to inspect Mr. founder’s work myself, but 1 shall 
go in camp in the area now under settlement immediately that this report is 
submitted. 

69. Co»L — The cost of survey during the year is reported by the 
Deputy Superintendent of Survey to* bo Bs. 1,03,658. The Settlement bfficor 
re[mrts the cost of survey to w Rs. ‘ 1,10,784. No explanation is furnished 
of the discrepancy. Tho Settlement Officer may have himself incurred some 
• expenditure on demarcation and revision survey, which he has added to tho 
experkditure incurred by tho Survey Department, but he has not said so. 

60. The expenditure on settlement during the year was its. 30,450. 

BiCKFJimTNGE Division. 

Backergut^e Government Eetatee* 

61 . The annual settlement reports of Backergunge were received on the 14th 

October and 3rd November. These reportiv were manifestly incorrect and had 
to be returned. A revised report was received from the Collector on the 2nd 
January 1892, and this again was revised by a further communication rpccivod 
on the 27th idem. , * , 

62. At tho commencement of tho year under report there were 48, Govern* 
ment estates under settlement in various parts of tho district of Backergunge. 
Of these, 21 were being settled under the Kc^lations and 27 under the Tenancy 
Act. Only those being settled under the Tenancy Act, which are under my 
supervision, aVo dealt with in this report, and are shown in tho appendices 
annexed. But the progress made in the settlement of tho estates under the 
Regulations is plso sliown in the Collector’s report No. 8T, dated the 31st 
Deemnbex 1891, and No. 63'!', dated 24th January 1892, which are annexed. 
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Gd. Tlie Collector, who immediately supervises the Settlement Officers, 
gives the following account of the work done during the year : —

64. The discrepancies noticed in the Resolution on my annual report for 
the Financial year ending March 1891, between the num^r of Government 
estates in Backer^nge and the number supplied to His Honour tbe Lieutenant- 
Governor on tour, are explained in the note annexed to the Collector’s report. 

65. I inspected the work of Babu Pyari Mohan Bose and Mr. Dwija Das 
Dutt from the 17th to the 23rd April 1891, and again since tbe close of the year. 
The work of khanapuri and attestation done by these ofiBcers appeared to me to 
have been done well and carefully. I examined several of their decisions, and 
thought them fairly convincing though somewhat discursive. The increase of 
revenue obtained and expected in the Government estates in Backergunge now 
under assessment under the Tenancy Act, is Rs. 25,114. This increase is 
mainly due to extension of cultivation and to the assessment at prevailing rates 
of lands held hitherto at abnormally low rents. There is no doubt that recog- 
nized prevailing rates do exist in these island chars in Backergunge. The chars 
being of recent formation, there is little difference between the rates paid by 
one raiyat and another on the same char, the lands of which are as a rule exactly 
of the same quality. Babu Pyari Mohan Bose was on tour 192 days — his head- 

a uartors is at Dowlatkhan— and Mr. Dwija Das Dutt was on tour 167 days 
uring the year ending dOth September 1891.

60. The Deputy Collector in charge Babu fiajani Kumar Datta has sub* 
mitted a confusoa report in which Government and private estates are mixed 
up, and from which it is difficult to ascertain what was actually done daring the 
year under report. 

67. Smgergafm.'^'VhQ survey and preparation of the record of rights* weiw 
completed at the close of 1889*90. There were 112 objections filed under < 
section 105 of the Tenancy Act regarding the classification of lands and 
entries in the khatians and 30 obirations under section 106, which were disposed 
of in the first half of the year. The final records were published in March 1891. 
An increase of Rs. 2,346 uas been obtained on the previous rental of Rs. 4,830, 
and is duo to the assessment of jungle lands previously left unassessed and to 
enhancement of rates owing to rise in prices since they wore last fixed. 
The total cost was Rs. 3,259, or 15 apnas an acre, on an area of 8,465 acres. 
This high rate is duo to delay caused in the decision of numerous disputes. 

68. Pargana MainurdL — The survey was completed during the last cold 
seasoir, and the draft records were published on 25th June 1891. There were 41 
objections under sections 105 and 106 of the Tenancy Act, which were locally 
enquired into and disposed of. The records were publidied on the 30th Sep- 
tember 1891. An expenditure of Rs. 180 was incurred on an area of 527 
acres, or nearly 5^ annas per acm, and an increase of Rs. 391 obtained on the 
previous rental of Rs. 874, which fa due partly to enhancement of rates smd 
partly to the assessment of excess lands.

70. CS^tr Peer Thia estate was notified iof survey and settlement 
under tixe Tenancy Act in July 1890. The survey waa completed daring the 
year, and the recoil were finally published on the 6tb Aprfi 1891. The estate 
copmrises an area of 6,176 acres with 136 raiyats, and a rental of Rs. 3,146, 
or fia. 561 in.exceas of the previous jama. The survey coat Ra. 478 and settle- 
ment Rs. 116. 

71. Chtur Oasi md Char ihibiiw.— The settlement of these two estates 
was b^^n under the Reflations in December 1890. Subsequently in July 
1801, Government ordered that the record of rights and settlement of rents 
should be made under the Tenancy Act. The estates comprise an area of 
7,255 and 2,748 acres, respectively, Ihe former being a Government estate and 
the latter a resumed estate, the property of private individuals. The survey 
was completed during theyear under report and cost Rs. 1,311. The settlement 
work had not commenced at the close of the year. A summary settlement 
of the latter estate (Char Faktra) for the current year has been made witli 
the proprietors at the previous jama. 

72. The work in these three estates was carried out by a Deputy Collec- 
tor of the district staff, Babu Jamini Mohan Das, who was out on tour on 
settlement work only 8 days during the six months ending 30th September 1801 . 
He was also em^oyod on other work during the year, and therefore was, it is 
said, unable to give proper attention to settlemiont duty, The rooasuroments 
were tested by a Sub- Deputy Collector of the district staff. There has been 
much unnecessary delay in bringing these petty settloments in this district to 
a conclusion. 

Dacca Divisioit. 

Oovemmut Etiate in Doeen, 

73. Jbwsf Jaymanya/.— The survey and settlement of this estate was com- 
pleted before the commencement of the year under report, but the proceedings 
were not finally closed, pending decision of certain disputes which wore disposed 
of at the end of April 1891. Ine survey cost Rs 221 and the settlement Us. 161 ; 
total Rs. 382^ or annas 4^ per ac^. on an^ area of 1,199 acres. It was not 
necessary for the Settlement Officer, it is said, to go into camp during the year. 
Babu Mobendro Nath Mojumdar, Deputy Collector of the district staff, was in 
charge of the proceedings from Ist October 1890 to 3rd December 1890, and 
Babu Srinath Bhadra for the remainder of the year under report. There has 
been great and unnecessary delay in completing the proceedings and sub- 
mitting the final report.

• Oovernment JBtiaiei in Jlfi<hapor«, 

74. The only Government estate in Midnapore unde/ aettlomont, under 
the Tenancy Act, auring the year, wasBhetia. Survey and settlement proceed- 
ings were completed by the Settlement Officer by end of the year 1800, but an 
appeal was maae against his decision by certain tenure holaers locally called 
aymadars. This appeal has not yet been decided by the Special Judge, and the 
final report has not therefore been yet submitted. No expenditure was incurred 
during the year. Babu Rajendra Nath Roy is the Settlememt Ofiicer. He is 
also in charge of the survey wd settlement of a number of private estates, of 
wluch a record of rights is being made under the Tenancy Act.

77. The total cost of survey to the end of September 1800 U reported by 
the Settlement Officer to be Rs. 1,03,425. At a conference held in Burdwan on 
the 20th June 1891, it was proposed to make a traverse survey of tauzis Nos. 1, 2 
and 3 of the Bankura district, but it was decided before doing so, that a special 
report be submitted by the Manager showing what results had been obtained from 
the traverse survey of tauzi No. 4 of that district, and whether the Raj had been 
put in a position to recover possession of lands of which it had been dispossess- 
ed in tauzi No. 4, of which a traverse survey had already been made. To en- 
able the Manager to como to a oonclusion on this point, Mr. Shaw with a small 
detachment was engaged during the year under report in (a) relaying thak- 
bust bouudarios of 21 niauzas which bad been leased in patni in tauzi No. 4, 
so that a comparison might be made of the areas now in actual possession of the 
patnidars with the lands they should be in possession of, according to the thak* 
bust maps ; (6) and also in the cadastral survey of some lands in the Burdwan and 
Birbhum districts, which are admittedly khas, but were omitted from survey in the 
previous seasons (c) in distinguishing by comparison between the tiiakbust 
and present survey maps, the lands that appertain to the several lots which 
make up the Sujamutha estate. The boundaries of 21 mauzas above referred to 
wero relayed daring the year. An area of 2,769 acres was cadastrally survey- 
ed in Burdwan and Birbhum. The boundaries of villages which had already 
been surveyed in Sujamutha were rectified. The lands appertaining to the 13 dif- 
ferent tauzis of which the Sujamutha property is composed were distinguished. 
'Hie work that remained to be done at the end 6f the year is as follows :*-<• 

^«) Cadastral survey of about 40,006 acres which, though most of it was 
notified for survey and is admittedly a part of the khas mehnls, 
yet was never pointed out to the survey officers by the managing 
authorities as part of their estates, and therefore was. omitted 
by the survey party from survey altogether. 

(ii) The traverse survey of tauzis Nos. 1, 2 and 8 of Bankura with an area 
of about 650 sejuaro miles. Mr. Shaw is now enga^d onthia work. 

78. The total expenditure on survey during the year was Rs. 18,982. 

79. Spjamuiha , — ^fbe survey of Sajamutba was completed before the 
beginning of the year under review. ,The settlement was at first entrusted to 
Mr. Reily, who it was hoped would bo able to make an amicable settlement 
rent with the raiyats. Alter Mr. Reily had made numerous attempts to affect 
an amicable adiustment of rents without success, the Settlement Officer, Mr. 
Dwijendra Lall Koy, was instructed to settle fair rents in accordance with the 
law. That officer reduced the existing rent in village Modhukali on the ground 
of deterioration of the soil, due to the obstructiem of the drainage. Special 
Judge reversed the Settlement Offioerk decision on appeal. Some time after this 
I visited Sujamutha and in accordafioe with the orders of His Honour the Lieute- 
naut-Qovernor, scggested terms of a compromise wUch, with some mpdificatioas,

Thia 4 )(NKipiromiw bM now bewi worked out. Delay baa bew canaed in gi?ing 
a^feei ^ it by tbo diatnbution of holdings of tbo 13 aNMrate estatea of wbiob the 
property ia oompoaedi among tbo different lota to wbiob they beltmg. These 
separate estates were sonreyed and treated as one estote. According to the 
Setdement Officer’s report, whidh ia eurt and mtaleading, the rents of 3,334 
tenants have been settled before, and 8.618 tenanU during the rear under 
report He mves the rent according to settlement at Ba. 80,917, the previous 
rental being Ba. 86,105, but in fact the new rentil will eqi^ or exceed the. old, 
Mr. Dwijesdra LaU Boy waa in camp for 65 days, exrinaive of halts within 5 
miles of Kajlagar, his bead*quartera. Ihe ^ombw of days spent on tour, 
considering the orders repeatedly given to him to. go into every village and 
^pose of objections on the spot, was, I consider, utterly inadequate. The 
delay and extra expense attendant on the settlement prooeedin^ in Sujamutha 
is greatly due to the want of co-operation on the part of the officials, and to 
their failure to furnidi the Settlement Officer with information which waa in 
their posaession. 

Ijie expenditure incurred on settlement was Ba. 14,810, of which Rs. 8,060 
was expended during tiie year. 

80. Halamtfpar.— This estate, together with two other mohals, Panohberia 
and Chandnihat, in Birbhum, Itolonging to the Burdwan Rnj were, under 
settlement daring the year under report. They contain 00 villages with an 
m^egate area of 16, 220*62 acres, of which area 15,586*69 acres belonging to 
Hukumapur and 415 60 acres in two villages belonging to Panchberia and 
Chandnihat, were surveyed before the end of September 1800. The remaining 100 
acres of Hukumapur and 1 18*33 sores of Panohberia were surveyed during the 
half-year ending September 1801, and the records of all the 90 villages wore 
made over by the professional survey party, to the SetUement Officer, by the end 
of September 1800. The records of Hukumapur were finally published on the 
30th June 1891, and all the khatians fair copied. The settlement of the other 
two villages was amicably made, by tbo Settloniont Officer, on tho spot, under 
instructions, which were approved by the Board, and occupied only four days. 
There are 2,211 raiyats in Hukumapur, 103 in Pauchberia, and 16 in Chandiii- 
hat— total 2,420, with a rental of Ks. 15, 009* 13-8, against the previous jama of 
Rs. 12,818-13-8, thus yielding an increase of Rs. 2,191. Tho survey cost 
Ks. 10,500, and settlement Hs. 17,574 ; fair rents had been settled for 120 tenants 
up to l^ptember 1890, and for the remaining 2,002 during the year. Tho diffi- 
culties that arose in the settlement of rents and tho terras of oompromiso fin»dly 
accepted, by the parties are described in the Settlement Officer’s report, which is 
annexed. 

81. The Settlement Officer, Babu Sukumar Haidar, was in camp 84 day*. 
I consider the number of days sffent by this officer in camp very inadequate. I 
inspected his office, and the work of khanapuri, attestation, and settlfiuent of 
rents on the ground in March'1891, and suggested certain terms of comproiniso 
between tbo managing authorities and tbo raiyats which were ultimately 

> accepted, and according to which the settlement has since been concluded.

82* Mr. Collin was in charge of the Settlement office from Ist October 
1800 to 8th May 1801, but in addition to his duties as Soitloment Officer he 
also held charge of the office of Collector of Pumea from 1st October to 7th 
November 1800. Babn Bepin Behari Dd* Assistant Settlement Officer, was in 
riiaige of settlement work in tbe Malda district from 1st October 1890 to 
20tb January 1801, when he was relieved by Babu Barhomdeo Naraio.^ Tho 
latter officer was in sole ohar^ from the 9th May 1891 to.the end of the* ypar. 
The head-quarters of Mr. Collin was, daring the year under report, al> Purnea, 
Babu Bepin Behari D4*s head-quarters was at Malda. Babu Barhamdeo 
Narain bald no bead quarters until be relieved Babu Bepin Behari D5 at Malda. 
Mr. ColKn was absent from his head-quarters 33 days witlun tbe period from tbe 
lot xA October 1800 to the 7th May 1891, Babu Bepin Behsri V6 33 days 
between the Xst October 18M and the 20th January 1801, and Babu Barham- 
deo Kaittb was on tout 170 days out of the entire year. The greater part of 
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th6 Rettlement of these estates had been oompleted before beginning ef the year 
under review What remained to be done during the year was the final 
publication of the reomds, retrial of eases which had been remanded by fiie 
Appellate Court, compilation of ^tistioal statemcmta, and writing the final 
report. Besides this tiiere remained in the district of Ifalda the measure* 
ment of fire villages in pargana Kotwali, of one village of paigana 
Akbarabad, and the settlement of 44* villages of parganas Kotwati and 
Akbarabad. The five* villages in parganas Kotwali wd Akbarabad were at 
first omitted from survey at the request of the managing authorities, as th^ 
were of a scattered character, and it was thou^t they were not worth the 
expense of a survey. Later on the landlords applied for a measurement, which 
was accordingly carried out. The village omitted in pargmia Akbarabad 
is one which had diluviated in the year of survey and was 8ubse(|ttently 
rO'formed. As regards the 44 villages which remained for settlement in par* 
ganas Kotwali and Akbarabad, a dispute arose as to the standard of measure* 
luent, the proprietors claiming five cubits to the luggee, and the raiyats six 
cubits of 22 inches. The dispute was judicially decided in Hay 1890 in favour 
of the landlord; the raiyats appealed against this decision, and pending disposal 
of the appeal, both parties applied to have the settlement of these villages 
deferred. The appeal was decided by the Special Judge in favour of the 
landlord, but yet the raiyats refused to attend and attest the areas of their hold- 
ings and the amounts of their rents, though summonses were issued against them 
individually. Mr. Collin was chiofiy engaged during the part of the year in 
which he held charge of the Settlement office, in publication of the final 
records, in the preparation of statistical statements, and in compilation of the final 
report. He also visited Malda twice and oompleted the settlement of eleven 
villages with 1,609 tenants. From November^ 1890 to the middle of January 
1891, Babu Barhamdeo Narain was in camp in the Farkiah pargana of the 
Monghyr district. He settled two villages containing 316 tenants, and decided 
16 boundary disputes which have been remanded for fresh trial by the 
Goinmissioner ana the Board. From that time to end of the year he was 
principally engaged in recording rights and settling rents in pargana 
Akbarabad in the Malda district. Babu Bepin Behari De was engaged from 
the Ist October 1890 to the 20th January 1891 in the Malda district. He 
decided four boundary dispute cases, disposed of 170 objections under section 
106, of 12 disputes under section 106, and settled the rent of 66 raiyats. 
The progress made in the settlement of 44 villages in pargana Kotwali and 
Akbarabad is described by the Assistant Settlement Officer thus

SattienMut of pwgAoa KotwaiL Then wos no dispute regarding rates, and both parties 

agreed that excess area ^ould be asseseed without any 
allowanoo. The aettloment was made on these terms. Babu Bepin Behari D4 aleo eettlM« 
the rent of 13 raiyats of mausa dadpor. These men olaim^ to be fixed rent raiy%ts, and 
objected to pay additional rent for the exoess area; but additional rent was deoreed after an 
allowonoe oi two oottahs in the bigha, and four tenants were held to be fixed rate raiyate. 
There was no appeid made. The settlement of two other villages, ^ vis., Lakhighat and 
Jalalpur, was made by Mr. E. W. Collin. In the former, apphoation for eetilement of 
fair rent woe made regaining nine raiyate only in whoee ease there was an inorease of area, 
and it was osaoseed at the rate of 81 annea per bigha without allowanoe with the consent of the 
raiyats. In Jalalpnr only the existing rent,was recorded without dispute, and fair rsntwss 
fixed regarding four raiyats only. He (Mr. Collin) also settled the rent of seven tenants in 
SultonpuT, of which the attestation had l^n mads by me. There wee no epplioation for settle* 
ment of tent of other tenaute. The settlement of two villagea, Pirojpnr and Boojroog Saltan* 
pur^waa made by me. There woe no diepute rega^ng tiie rates, and the exeeea area was 
TUTinmff after an allowanoe of two oottahi in the bigha. This was the rate of allowanoe made 
in other villegoe of this district in the previous year. In three other villages of this paigana, 
namely, Jote*Beeroo, Jote*Binode, and Hiyibpar, the existing rent only was rsoorded in 
the absenos of applioation for settlomeut of bar rent. In the remaining four villagee of tine 
pargana, the exwng rent only of ail the raiyate was asoertsined and recorded. The 
uudlords did not generally apply for settiement of fair rent in this* pargana, 1^, 
beoaneo there was little ituvease of area ; and, in order to avud diipates regarding 
existing rent and rates. *

10 oooiiM of enquiry io theie OMea it oune to light thot Qony niyoto of thin teloko held 
very much tnora or lean land*Chaii what vraa eotered in the Au$(a6n<f, aud the rent payable 
WM unreaaoiMbly diaproportionate to the area held by them. The aetUoment of taluka 
Mu^ffapur had to be made by me. The raiyata of thia taluka were aa reouaaut aa tboae 
of (vopeonathpur, and there waa the aame disparity betweeu the aroa found and the rent 
enters in the huttahud. I aoooi^ugly followed the prooadure adopted regarding Lukhipur, 
end fixed the rental of each holding according to the sjrm found by the survey at the vilfsgo 
rate of 10 annas 9 pies including whioh waa admitted by both parties. The raiyats 

of talnka Srtmbaahpur attended tho aettlement prooaeding, and their existing rent was 
oorreotly reoorded. The same waa held to be fair rent, as there was no proof of previous 
meMuroment and previous area. The majority of the raiyata of this taluka liad been held 
to M fixed rent raiyats. ^ Tho existing rent was only rooorded in the village Uahammadpur, 
as there was no appho^ion for settlement of fair rent by either party ; and although a portion 
of the village was diluviatod, the rairata, in order to preaorve tnair righta, dia not desire 
a reduction of rent. The whole of Huaeeniigar had sabmerged in the Cwigea, and emerged 
wer two yean, when one Babu Bhagabutti Uharan Roy, the owner of an indigo factory, who 
had several villages on the border of Mudeenngar, foroibly sowed indigo in the newly.termed 
land. This dispute vm to be tried between him and the Baaaili Baj under tho Survey Act, 
bnt it ww oompromi^ by Bhagabutti Charan acknowledging the proprietary right of thu 
Banmh Itoj, md tho latter agreeing to give him a lease of the village at the rate of 8 annas 
per ^ha. The old raiyata of Hudoonugar contended that their right in the land had 
not been oxtinguisl^, while the landlords urged that they had lost tho right by non- 
payment of rent. This oase also was oompromised by lands being settled with the raiyats 
at 1 1 annas per bigha.

83. ifornfMONca of the rceor<fs.—Ia order to train tho patwdris of those 
in the work of survey, classes wure opened at the tahsil office of tho 
Daphar pargana and at Nohatta in Bhdgalpor, at Moughyr, and at Pumea. 
Out of 161 jMtwdris of the Srinagar estate, 48 received certificates of proficiency, 
and the majority of the others were partially trained.. The Super! nteodent 
w the survey party reported that, tiiongh only a amall proportion of the 
patw^ of the estate received training snmeient to permit of their bting provid* 
ed with certifieates, yet most of them took an intelligent interest in the work 
while in progr^ and the gmter nnmber are, in his opinion, quite capable of 
maldng oomfiitions and additions to the maps, althongh unable to make ramplete 
original snnm of whole villages. Sinee the settlement has been in pcomiess, 
tile number of jmiwirts on the Court of Wards’ pmrtion of tiio estate W been 
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reduced by 47. There are now 104 patwdria, of whom 48 hare reoMfed eertifi* 
oaten and the rest have been pnrtially trained. This makee a j^nnoin of one 
patwdri to every 6| square milea, in which the estate owns a' half share. In 
addition to the patwdns, the Hanager has appointed a staff of 15 offioers« trho 
have boon selected from employes of the Survey D^iartment, and whose duty 
it is to supervise the patwdns and to chedt the rooor» and maps. Each of ^ 
proprietors has been supplied with copies of the vill^ maps, and with compete 
copies of the records, vi?., khasra, khatians, and terijes. A set of'rules has been 
drawn up by me, and issued by the Board of Revenue for the maintenance of the 
records, and there should be no difficulty in carrying out the work of correct* 
irig them from time to time, if the rules are observed. The Srinagar-Banaili 
estates having now passed out of the hands of the Court of Wards, it will be for 
the proprietors to keep up the records or not as they may wish. ^ 

84, Coit . — The total expenditure shown in Appendix A as having ^ been 
incurred to end of September 1891, is taken from we report of the Assistant 
Settlement Officer, Babu Barhamdeo Narain, who is now in charge of the Settle* 
niont office. The total area surveyed was 698| square miles, or 447,189 acres. 
Tlie total cost of survey and settlement from the beginning of the operations to 
the end of year was Rs. 3,01,.384, and the total increasO of rent Rs. 2*2,770. 

I inspected the work twice during the year, once at Pumea and once at 
Mulda.

Dakhin Shabdtpur Pargma in Baektrgmg«. 

85. The circumstancos under which this estate was brought under 
survey wero described in previous reports. The Dakliin Shabdznur pargana 
is divided into two mahals or estates, Nos. 1763 and 1764 of the ilackorKunge 
Collector’s tauxi. Estate No. 1763 is entirely managed by the Court of Wards, 
and estate No. 1764 is hold ioiutly by the Court of Wards and others. The 
co-sharers of No. 1704, wno at first refused to join the Court of Wards in an 
application for survey and record of rights, submitted during the year an 
application for the preparation of a record of rights of their shares also. . This 
application has boon granted. Tho work done during the year is described by 
the Collector us follows - 

(o) Sumy . — Tlie operatiuns for th« survey and roooni of rights of this estate, No. 17C3, 
ooromenoed in Dooember and from tho oaminouoemeut down to 30th September 1690 
tho work which had been done is showu below : — . 

A professional survey party under the onlors of Oolonel Stool arrived on .the estate 
in December 1869 and remained there up to the following June. They were engaged 
on the survey of tho Dakhin ShabAspnr ward’s estate and nine Qoverumeut estates 
in Baokergnnge at the same tim The work done in the Dakhin Sbabsspur estate was the 
following 

(A) Travorso survey of tho whole estate, the area of wbioh was found to be ISO'Oo 

square miles oomprised in 38 villages. 

(B) Cadastral survey of 36 of these villages, comprising on area of 124’66 squoie 

miles. 

(0) Ehaiiapuri (i.r., filling up the first four columns of the khasra) with respeot to 14 
of the smallost villagos in the estate, comprising an area of only 17*58 
square milsa. 

(ft) In Juno 1890 the poitywent into recess at Borrookpore. They wore engaged in 
<«lculating areas, filling up remaining columns of the khasra, preparing khatians and 
terijes with respect to the 14 villages of which the kbonopuri hod been done on the field, 
inking up the lua^is, and preparing tracings jof the miqw for tho Settlement office. 

(r) The survey party forwarded to the" Settlement Officer, in Ootob« IMO, khasra, 
khstian, terij, milan khasra, area and crop statoments, and traeinge of maps with respeot to 
four villages, and similar papers with reaped to one vilUgein November, five in Jannoty, and 
four in May. The reoorda of these last tour and of one of the five of whidt records were sent 
in January .were found to be incomplete, at tlie names of intermediate tenuie*hoIdets had been 
omitted and some of tho papers wero missing, so that a revision of the whole of khanapuri 
work coimeotod with those five villages became neoessriy. The nine villages of which the 
papers wm reooived in a complete form from the professional party cover on area of 5*38 
square miles only. ' 

(d) The total oost of the work done in this estate by the surrey party, os reported \n 
Colonel Strahon in his letter No. dated fith November 1891, is fit. 86;046*7. No 

particulars whatevor have been supplied to show how thm sum was arrived si, or how much 
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•hotdd be regaided m ooet of IneerM earTej, aedutnl nmy, khnumoii, w iMord writiiig. 
Tbit bee fonied the mbiect of eomipondeaoe the leeuli of wbio^ {irobel^ be tbet the 
•moimt obineed bj the SiirTey Deputment to the Dakhin Shibaipar eetate will have to be 
reduced. The OoUeotor eatimatea that the amount properly dwitaUe to thaae eatataa ia 
Be. 26,278. 

But ihia total ia Ba. 2,639>l-6 lew than thetotal given by 0<donol Strehan (Ba. 49,886*7) 
for the work on both the Government eatatea and thia eatato. 

80. SitffmmU . — The Settlement Officer, Baba Uohaii Boae, joined 
hie appointment on the Slat December 1889. From that time till September 1890 
he was engaged jpartly in^ the settlement of Qovenunent eatatea, pedrtlyin 
settling disputes, in smoothing the way for the survey party in Dakhin Shabdx* 
pur, in reconciling differences which arose b^ween the survey amfns and 
the tenants, and supervising and testing the khanapuri work of those amins. 
The work that remained to be done on the 1st of Octobmr .1890, the work 
done during the year under report, and the work that remained to b« done at 
the end of the year, is describe by the Collector thus:*— 

(a) On the 1st Ootober 1890 the work whioh remstned to be done was— 

(A) Cadastral survey of *24 square miles. (iVefo.— There was an area of 6 86 square 

miles "ohar” land of which oadaatml survey was not needed ; heuoe difference 
between area by traverse and area cadastral survey.) 

(B) Khanapuri and reoord writing inolueive of inking in and completing the maps, 

estimating area, and preparation of tracings of 24 villagm covering area of 
107*22 sqnare miles. 

(C) The settlement work of the whole estate. 

(D) The preparation of copies of records for the tenants and the Collector. 

(t) Within the year, let Ootober 1890 to dOth September 1891, the work actually done 
by the Settlement Officer was— 

(A) Cadastral survey of *24 square miles. 

(B) Khanapuri, inking in and completion of maps, estimating of area oomnleted for 

the 24 villages noted above, record writing oompleted for 13 villages out 
of the 24 (area of the 13 being 33*08 square miles). 

For the other villages khatians and torges were partly written, but the Settle* 
ment Officer cannot give the exact amount remaining to be done on 1st 
Ootober 1891. Tracings prepared of maps of 23 villages out of the 24. 

(0) The settlement work done in the year was as follows 

(<») Attestation and reoord of rents oompleted in 11 villages oovoring an ana of 
14*49 square miles. 

(A) First publication of reoprds made with respect to six villages covering area of 
2*09 sauaremUes. , 

(«) Final publioation made with respect to three villages covering area of *30 
square miles. 

(d) NumW of tenants wl)pso rights have been recorded and status dstennined is 
8,067 ; this is the number of tenants in the 11 villaMs (a). 

* (e) One hunched and twenty>one suits (99 for settlement oi fair rents with respeot 
to 690 tenants, «nd 22 suits on other questions) disposed of. Korty^two 
boundary disputes and 114 miscellaneous petitions of objection were also 
disposed of. Besides, the Settlement Officer ako dairos that he disposed 
summarily of a large number of verbal objections of whioh the only reoord 
* is the oorreotions x^e in the records when such wero ^ound to be needed. 

(D) Collectors’ copies of records of tbe three villages (C) were prepared. 

87. The small outturn of settlement work is explained as follows :*— 

(a ) Becords of 14 villages were received from the surviy party. Of these 14 villsgos 
one bad been wa^ed away completely by tbe river after the survey, and no settlement work 
was called for with reflect to it. The records of flte villages covering ares of 12*20 square 
miles were received in sndi an inoomplete atato that it wsi found necessary to depute amine to 
revise (hem. The remaining eight villages of which the records were received from tbe survey 
p^y are indnded in (Oe). Tbe six in (C6) and three in (Ce) form |iart of these *pigbt. 
The temeining three in (Ca) are three vUlagee of which tbe khanapuri and record writisg 
were done donng the year under review under supervirion of the Bettlement Officer. Tbe 
reoevds of other villages of whirii tbe khanapuri was made by him oould not be got ready 
lor attMtotion doling tbe year.

89. The expenditure inourrod by the Survey Department is far in excess 
of the estimates. The existing rents of the raiyats are accepted as fair, but it 
does not follow that the rental payable to the proprietors of the estate by 
howladars and other teanre^holders, the amount of whose rent will be settled 
on tlio basis of the rentals payable by'tho under-raiyats to them, will not be 
increased. 

90. I visited Dakhin Shabdzpur onoo during the year, and again since 
the close of the yoar, and inspected the work of khanapuri and attestation. 
The khanapuri, which is very complicated in Backerguoge, and the work of 
attestation appoarod to me to have been carefully done. The standard of 
attestation which the Assistant Settlement Officer has endeavoured to work up 
to is 1,600 plots a day. 


CniTTAGONa Division. 

S^ail Pargana TFartfs Estate in Tipper a. 

91. The survey of this estate was undertaken by a detachment of No. 2 
Party, Survey of India, in November 1889. The total area under survey, was 
180,664 acres, contained in 209 villages. To the end of September 1890 
the survey {larty had dnisbod the traverso survey, as also the kistwar survey, of 
166,882 acres, and the record- writing of 126,696 acres; the remainder 
was completed during the year under report, but it was nut till Sep- 
tember 1890 that the Survey Department sent in their first batch of records 
for 26 villages only. The settlement operations commenced in November 
1890. The rcconfs of 280 villages with an area of 128,722 acres were 
made over to the Sottlomont Officer up to the end of the year under report. 
Of thoBodl, with an area of 3,.‘i78 aoros, were received in the previous year. 
During the year, fair rents w’ere settled and the rights were recorded of 
15,773 tenants holding an area of 37,089 acres ; to this must be added au 
area of 9,913 acres, which was cither khos patit or belonged to landlords other 
than the Court of Wards, so that the total area of thovilla^ settled was 47,002 
acres. Of the tenants rocorded as under the Court of Words, 714, with an 
area of 0,642 aoros, wore cultivatii^ tenure- holders, and 15,059, with an area 
of 30,447 aerte, settled raiyats. There were also 1,221 under-raiyats, with 
739 acres. An inoreaao of Us. 16,870 was obtained in the rental, partly l^the 
assessment of eixeess lands found in the possession of tmiants, and partly by 
assCIssment at proyailing rates, of lands neld at less than those rates ; but thu 
amounjt is liable to alteration after publioation of the draft jamabandi and the 
disposal of objections. 

92. The total coat of survey to end of tho year was Rs. 99,158, or annas 8f 
au acre, for an area of 180,664 acres, out of which Rs. 27,876 were expmided 
during tho yoar. Tho settlement cost Rs. 13,533, or 4 annas 7 pies an acre, 
on an area of 47,002 acres. The settlement work is reported to have 
proceeded without any difficulties. Deputy Collector fiabu Kali Shankar Sen 
lias throughout been in charge of the prooeedings and was on V>ar 125 days. 
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98. I iiMpeetod the work <moe daring the -fear, in April leat. It seemed 
to me tiiat the work of attestatioa and settlement was being w^ done, but the 
numbor of days spent by the Settlement Officer on tour is quite ineuffioient. 

Oaissi DiYiaioK. 

94. The survey of this estate, which appertains to Ute Burdwan Raj and 
contains an drea of 146,804 acres, was oomj^eted previous to the year under 
report. During the year under review tiie rent of 28,841 tenants and 3,000 
under*ruyats had been recorded, leaving a balance of 7,014 to be derit with 
at the end of the year. Of ten boundary disputes instituted, nine were 
decided. Besides these, 2,738 objootions relating to mutation of names, 
classification of soil and rent*f ree tenures and holdings were disposed of. The 
Settlement Officer, Babu Chandra Nath Ghosh, was on tour 181 days. The 
settlement has, it is reported, been oomploted, and the final report is promised 
shortly. The settlement was made amicably, the rents being aajustod by calcu* 
lating the village ^tes on, the land ascertained by measurement, by the 20 
dusti podika. Dui^g the half>year ending September 1891, the Settlement 
Officer was principally occupied in settling rent-free tenures and in record- 
ing the rent of the uuder-raiyats, most of whom, it is said, cultivate lands of 
the Idkhirajdars on the half-produce system. An increase of Rs. 7,192 has 
been obtained on the previous rental ox Rs. 1,08,056. The cost of survey to 
end of the year under report was Rs. 50,648 and of settlement Rs. 21,272, out 
of which Rs. 13 and Rs. 5,496, respectively, were expended during the year, 
the details of which will be found in Appendix A. Whore the application of the 
village rates to the area by the 20 dutii podika resulted in a reduction of rents, 
the Settlement Officer was instructed, in smcordance with the recent orders of 
the Board and of Govommont, to adhere to the existing rent, and therefore 
had to revise the rentals of some individual raiyats, whoso rentals would l)o 
reduced by strict application of village rates to survey aroas. 1 have recently 
inspected the work at Mossagai. The khanapuri and attestation appeared to me 
to nave been carefully dono. A separate report has boon submitted to the 
Board, on the question of the assessment of rent and resumption of iowfir rent- 
free lands. 


Kanika. 

95. Daring the year Mr. Srinath Dutt was in charge of tho settlement of 
the Kanika estate from 1st OctoW. 1890 to 14tb May 1891, when he was 
transferred to Burdwan. Mr. Sokhawat lIcMisein was placed in charge on 3rd 
.July 1891. Mr. Srinath Dutt was 73 days on tour, and Mr. Sakhawat Uossein 
85 days. Tho estimated area of tho estate is 282,240 acres, including 104,320 
acres of jungle, which latter was surveyed on tbe 4*^ scale. 

96. Up to 30th September 1890 an area of 163,630 acres was oadastrally 
surveyed, the balance 14,290 acres having been surveyed during tho year under 
jreport. Of tho 632 villages comprised in the estate, the records of 440 were 
made oyer to the SetUemei^ Officer up to September 1890, and 137 during the 
year under report. Mr. Srinath Dutt recorded tbe existing roifts and tho status 

> of 7,848 tenants. He submitted rate reports for 129 villages, which, however, 
^ Board were not prepared to accept, because it was thought that the enhance- 
ment of rent which would result from tbe proposed rates was too largo. 
Mr. Sakhawat Hossein was directed to submit a revised rate report, which ho has 
done since the dose of the year for 511 villages, but tbe Board, as now consti- 
tuted« has been unable to accept Mr. Sakhawat Hossein’s proposed rates because 
the proposed settlement wodd^ appear to be too lenient, to tbe raiyats. 
Mr. Sakhawat Hossein was principally engaged during tho portion of tlie ytiof 
when he was in charge, in prepwing his rate report. His proposals, if accepted, 
wonld result in an increase of Rs. 10,704 on a present rental of Rs. 89,344. The 
Settlement Officer will now, in accordance witii the Board’s order, have again 
to justify his proposed rates, and possibly to revise tbe rentals of some oC the 
raiyats. ^ , 

97. I virited Kanika once during the year, and examined the work 
of attestation done by M(. Srinath Dutt. I found that the aroas of holdings 
reanlting from sorvey, and the new rentals enters against their names 

n 2 
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which were supposed to hare been explained bj Hr. Cbtioath Dutt, had 
not been understood by some of the raiyats whom I examined, and I instrocted 
Mr. Sakhawat Hossein in such oases to hare the attestation done over again. 
He checked and completed the attestation of 31 villages containing 15,087 
khasra entries, disposed of 1,103 objections and of some important boundary 
disputes during the year. The settlement is an amicable one. It is not 
conducted under any law. The Court of Wards as landlord demands whatever 
rent it thinks equitable. If the raiyats accept the proposed rents, the 
settlement is concluded ; if the raiyats decline to pay enhanced rents, the 
enhancements must bo sued for in the Rent Courts. The total cost of survey 
to end of the year was Bs. 66,399, and of settlement Rs. 8,963'12*2. 

PBIYATB ESTATES. 

Bubdwan Division, 

Private Eeiatee in Midnapore, 

98. ' During tho year under report there wore 11 settlements under Chap- 
ter X of the Tenancy Act on the file otthe Settlement Officer, Babu Rajendra 
Nath Roy, whoso head-quarters were at Midnapore. They were— 

(1 Kesiari, (7) Nemuck Mehal, 

(2 Gur Moyna, (8) Belabaria, 

(3 Dakhin Moyna, (9) Srikanta Kalaganda,

tho details of which will be found in appendices A and B of this report. Two 
estates, Chowrachak No. 365 and Uttampore, were struck off on the application 
of the proprietors. 

(1) Kesiari. — This is a long ponding settlement. Orders were issued for 
revision of the settlement records prepared by the late Settlement Officer, Babu 
Bissessur Banerjoo, on the ground of irregularities in his proceedings, which, 
however, wore uphold by the Special Judge on appeal in the case of four out 
of tho 41 villages comprised in tho estate. The parties in the remaining 
villages have come to an amicable settlement. The final report is pending 
compilation of the statistics which are now being collected. 

(2) Gur Mbyna^ (3) Dakhin Moyna^ (4) Sudampore, (5) Our tSh/it/.— The final 
reports of these estates were submitted during the year under report. There 
wore appeals to tho Special Judge against Aho decisions of the Settlement Officer 
in respect of estates Dakhin Moyna and Gur Safat ; the orders passed on these 
appeals by tho Special Judge have been carried out, whilst the appeals in the 
oases of estate Sudampore were partly dismissed and partly withdrawn. 

(6) Changrachak or ChowAehak No. 363, (7) Nemuck Mehal, (9) Srikanta 
Kalaganda, (10) Benagalsia. — The measurements of these estates were finished 
in May last and wore tested by the Settlement Officer. In August following 
cases for dotorminin^ tho length of tho local measuring poles and the dimen- 
sions of tho local bighos wore locally decided, and the work of refM>rding 
rights and rents was taken up in September and is now in proves. 

(8) Belabaria. — Tho work was commenced hero in Decern oer 1890 and was 
completed during tho year under report. An appeal is now pending before the 
Special Judge regarding a boundary dispute, the hearing of which is fixed 
for the 4th November 1891. 

(11) J/ayurt.— Tho complotioh of the proceedings in this estate is pending 
result of an appeal to the Special Judge in respect of throe out of the five 
villages comprised in the estate, in connection with the length of the local 
measuring poms, and the dimensions of the local bighas. 

99. During the year the Settlement Officer was in camp 106 days, which, 
oonsidering that he has allowed the settlement of these estates to be unneces- 
sarily prolonged, is altogether insufficient. He was, however, also employed 
on road cess, and other work daring part of the year. 

Molhirpore Estate tn Birhhum. 

100. This is a permanently-settled estate, owned, by Mohant Gopal Dasa 
as patnidar under the Maharajah of Burdwan, and is situated in the district of 
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Birbhiim. The nirTey end reooid of were enthoiised under (JoTemment 
notification dated 5th November 1889| beoause of disputes likely to end in 
a breach of the peace. The estate oontains an area of 23,630 acres comprised 
in forty-five village The survey by plan^table oommenced in January 1890 
under the supervision of Munshi Nundji, who also had charge of the com* 
pletiott of the settlement of the Dubalhati estates, and of* the measurement 
of some villages belonging to the Hardia Indigo Factory in Champaran. 
Up to 30th ^ptember 1890 an area of 21,711 acres was surveyed, and the 
remainder 1,819 acres was surveyed during the year under report. The 
survey and khanapuri having been finished in October 1890, the work of 
computation of field areas, checking areas by,summation of fields, by com- 
parison with 'statement of village areas, and attestation was done during the 
year under report. Five boundary disputes were disposed of before, and 26 
during, the year. 

101. . Fixation and aettkmmtof rsafs. — I inspected, in February 1891, the 
work of khanapuri and attestation, which appowed to me to have been earefully 
done, and having enquired into the questions in disputo between the mohant 
and his tenants, suggested certain terms of compromise, which the Settlement 
Officer reports the Collector disapproved of, on the ground that they were likely 
to load to enhancements, which he thought the mohant was not entitled to. As 
the landlord and tenants themselves hesitated and uked for numerous adjourn- 
ments, thereby prolonging the proceedings and increasing the expense, the 
Settlement Officer was finally instructed to proceed to settle fair rents judicially 
in accordance with the law. He settled the rents of 13 1 raiyats during the year, 
with the result that the existing rental of these raiyats, Rs. 1,726, was increased 
to Rs. 2,003. The Settlement Officer expected that settlement of rents of the 
remaining 3,866 raiyats would have been completed by the end of January 
1892, but has not yet submitted the final report.

103. The Settlement Officer’s hoad-quartm was at Mollarpore. Ho was 
on tour 146 days during the year under report in the Mollarpore estate, 43 days 
in Dubalhati, and 7 in Champaran.

104. The final report of the survey and settlement of these estates 
was submitted to the Board with this office No. 200TA, dated the 2nd 
February 1892. 

105. A survey and the preparation of a record of rights was sanctioned 
under section 101, sub-section 2(<i), owing to the existence of serious disputes 
between the R^ah of Dubalhati and his tenants regarding ihe rent and area 
of holdings. The necessaiy notification was published in the Calcutta Oazettc 
of the 20th December 1887, but 17 villages were subsequently added to the list 
under separate notifications, dated, respectively, the 25tb July, 26th September, 
and 16tb October 1889. 

106. The survey by plane-table was commenced in March 1888 and ended 
in March 1890. Tne settlement was begun in November 1889 and was 
finiriied in August 1891. 
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107. Tbe lunr^ opemtions extended oyer a tract ccmtaining a total area 
oi 41,794 acres, of vhioh 4,1S6 were subsequently excluded from the suryey. 
The area that came mider settlement was 37,758 acres, classified thus :~-

108. The total number of objections filed under secticm 106 was *2,073, of 
which 102 were disposed of during, and the balance before, the ooinmencement 
of, ^e year. The total number of applications for setUement of rent under 
section 104, dauso (2), was 162, of which 73 were disposed of during the* 
year under report.

109. The settlement has resulted in an increase of rental amounting to 
Rs. 18,167, the new rental being Rs. 86,295 and the old Rs. 68,128, while the 
Government reyenue is only Rs. 31,602.

113. J<mar Alakdia Durgapwr^ — This is a small estate belonging to the 
Maharaiah of Hill Tippera. Rates were determined in November 1890 after 
disposal of the objections presented bj^ the raiyats, and draft khatians were 
published in May 1891, the records being finally published in September 1891. 
The estate has an area of 1,264 acres in eight villages. The survey, which 
was finished before September 1890, cost Rs. 857*7*d and settlement Rs. 330«8-2. 
An increase of Rs. 1,099 has been obtained in the rental, and is duo to the 
assessment of excess land. Deputy Collector Babu Rajani Kumar Datta, who 
is in charge of settlement work in the district, had his head*quarters at Gomilla 
and was out on tour on settlement work on this and other estates for 125 days.

113. The survey and settlement of 18 private permanently'Settlcd estates 
in this district, comprisingl,430 villages, with an area of 441,510 acres, of which 
203,018 are cultivated and 238,493 uncultivated, was in progress during 
the year. 

(a) Survey. — The work that remained to bo done at the close of the field 
season 1 889*90 was the survey and measurement of 420 villages. On the Ist 
November 1890 the Settlement Officer, Mr. Craven, took the field with two 
assistants, Babus Ras Hohaty Dutt and Jogendra Chandra Bhanja. There were 
three field parties, one being under the immediate charge of the Settlemont 
Officer and the two others under the two assistants. In the middle of Decombor 
a third Assistant Settlement Officer, Babu Baloram Dos Onpta, was unpointed 
to relieve the Settlement Officer of the personal charge of his party, which was 
then working in the Jamtara subdivision. The supervising staff was further 
strengthened in February last by the appointment of a kilnuiigo to each 
party. The party working under Babu Ras Behary Dutt, in the Godda sub- 
division, surveyed the boundaricn and measured in detail the fields of 176 
villages, .covering an area of 31,709 acres of cultivated land and 12,753 acres 
of micultivatod land comprised in 103,900 plots. Tbe -Dumka party under 
Babu Jogendra Chandra Bhanja surveyed the boundaries and measured in 
detail 66 mauzos, consisting of 13,606 acres of cultivated land and 20,560 
'acres of uncultivated land, the whole area being comprised in 07,400 plots. 
The party in Jamtara under Babu Baloram Das Gupta surveyoj;! the lioundarios 
*. of, and measured in detail, 178 villages, with an area of 29,160 acres of culti- 
vated land and 49,376 acres of uncultivated, consisting of 210,000 plots. 7'hc 
boundaries were surveyed with plane>table. The writing up of the khasros 
and the plotting of the nelds was none on the field as the work proceeded. The

{b) Faation of renta . — Rules for fixing rents wore drafted and putdished 
within the second half of the year under report, and were approved by His 
Honour the Lieutenant-Governor, who also issued instructions for the guidance 
of the Settlempni Officer. The rents of 55,000 holdings bad to be revised 
and recalculated in accordance with those rules ; this work was done by the 
end of August 1891. Besides attending to office work, tho Settlement Officer 
was'engaged in drawing up proceedings, fixing the assessments, and in making

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enquiries as to the fitness of certain headmen. The rents fixed bare been 
accepted without objection* To the end of the ;^ear under report draft khatians 
have lx>en published for 574 out of the 1,430 villages. The work is expected 
to be prolonged beyond October 1891, by which time it was anticipated 
that it would have been finished. The delay is attributed to the want of 
forms indented fur in February, and not supplira by the Stationery Office up 
to date of the Settlement Officer’s report. Tne total expenditure to the end of 
the year was Bs. 1,23,078. An increase of rent of Rs. 55,491>12>0 was obtained 
on a previous rental of Rs. 1,59,326*6.

116. From the abstract annexed it will be seen (1) that the total area of 
Government estates and tomporarily*8ettlod tracts under survey and settlement, 
during the year, was 9,090 square miles, of which 2,381 miles had boon survey* 
ed prior to, and 1,397 miles wore surveyed during the year under report; the 
total expenditure on survey and settlement from the beginning of the operations 
to the end of the year being Rs. 13,04,875, and the increase of revenue actually 
obtained being Rs. 1,10,078, or 8‘44 per cent, on the outlay. This amount 
does not represent anything like the increase that will be obtained when the 
sottlomont operations are completed in Chittagong, Orissa, and Jalpaiguri, 
which ore expected to yield an increase of revenue amounting to about eight 
lacs of rupees in addition to what has been actually obtained; (2) the total 
area of wards’ estates under settlement is 1,995 square miles ; the increase 
of rental actually obtained amounted to 6*96 per cent, on the outlay ; an^ f 3) 
the total area of private, permanontly*settlod estates, under survey and settle* 
mont was 816 square miles (inclusive of the Sontbal Parganos estates), the 
increase of rental obtained being 42*49 per cent, on the outlay. 

117. From a revenue point of view, it is hoped that these results may 
bo considered to be satisfactory. There has nowhere been any serious opposi- 
tion to tho proceedings, nor has any serioii^ dissatisfaction with the results 
boon expressed, on the part of either the landlords or tenants concerned.

With reference to the Qovemment Gironlar No. 15TA, dated the 17th Ootohet 1891 
calling for a rq>ort on t^ progress made in survey and settlement of Orissa for the half* 
year ending 8Uth September 1891, 1 have the honour to submit the following- report. 

2. T^e has been some delay in submitting this report, due to the not that while on 
leave at Darjeeling His Honor the Liontenant-Qovomor drew mj attention to certain eriofs 
and disoropancies which were found to exist in 'the figures oontamed in the progress re]^ 
submitted for previous months, and I was anxious on my return (on the 2nd Novembe^ to 
reconcile those errors before submitting the present report. 

8. The area of the three districts is given differently by different authorities, and 
I have met with very great diffioulties in my endeavours to get at anything like aoonrate 
figures for the three districts. It was only on the 17th November that I got the oorreoted 
figures for Cuttack. 1 have in the present return adhered, and intend in future to adhere, 
to tho areas given in tho revenue survey records. These figures are more likely to be 
accurate than those taken from other sources. 

4. 1 give in the margin tho area of each of the three districts of Cattaok, Puri, and 

Balasoro. I think it advisable, however, to treat each district 
in detail, os the matter is somewhat complicated by the foot 
that in some cases the area of Angul and Banki has been 
included within tho area of tho Cuttack district, while in other 
coses tho area of these two estates has been excluded. Then, 
again, the entire area of Konika has been token as lying 

within tho ambit of the Cuttack district. This is not so. A large portion (177 square miles) 
of this estate falls within tho ambit of the distriot of Balasore. 

5. In I'uri, also, a small portion of the permanently-settled area has been surveyed 
without tho proviuus knowledge or consent of tho District Officers, and this area has b^ 
included in tlio returns and statements prepared and submitted by the Survey Deportment, 
but which do uot find a plaoo in the rotunis and statements submitted by my offiee, and these 
disoropancies have hitherto oaused confusion in our returns.

It will be Ruen that every oonsidorablo progreM has been made in demaroation work 
since the 30th Juno 181)1. The Government in their letter No. 4‘21T — K, dated 23M 8ep* 
tomW 1801, intimated that they expected 1,400 square miles to bo cadastrally surveyed in 
the current year, and a further area of 1 ,400 square ^ilss to bo traversed ahead ready for 
cadastral surviy in the coming season. I was therefore called upon to get 2,800 square miles 
demareatod. I at first thought this would bo impossible, more so, that during *tbe rains, 

owing to the country being more or less under water, little 
or no work could bo undertaken. I have, however, been able 
to got 8!)'2 square miles* demarcated and ready for the 
traverse camp to tako the field whenever they may begin 
work. In addition to the 852 square miles, of whfoh the 
demarcation has boon completed, demarcation work is in , 
progress in 28 porgonos in Cuttack and three parganas in Balasoro, and I expect to 

have a farther area of 858 square miles ready for the 
traverse camp by the 31st December 1891. We will there* 
fore have l.TlOt square miles ready for traverse comp by 
the Slstt December. To enable mo to complete the area 
expected of me I will have to demarcate another 1,090 square 
miles, and 1 have very little doubt this can be done by the

This rear the area to be surveyM, both oa^tral and travorse, 
amounts to 2,800 square miles, and the number of boundary dispuios will bo quite 1,800 
to 2,000. These oases will havo to be taken up on the spot and dispo^ of, and 1 bcq>o the 
Hovemment will see their way to sending mo at least two officers ^ to dispose of those oases 
and also to supervise the amins at work in tlio field. 1 don't think that highly«paid officers 
am neoessBiy for work of this kind. But they must bo offioers who have had some know* 
ledge of nvenue work. It u excellent training for au offioer who is to bo put to sottloment 
work the following year.

This will enable us to ascert^ how many records are still due from the Survey 
Department. 

It will be seen that 2,243 villages have been surveyed foolnmn 6). Of ‘this number we 
have received (column 19) the records of 1,160 villages. The number of records therefore 
which aro still with the Survey Department amounts to 1,083. These records, 1 am informed, 
will be in my hands by the 15th December 1891. 

I have also added three new columns, Nos. 12, 13 and 14, in which are given the number 
of plots in the area, the number attested up to Slst March, and the number attested during 
the half-year under report.

The rate of progress in atteetation is much impeded owing to the numerous errors 
that aro found to exist in the khosras supjdiod by the Survey Department up to 30th 
September 1891. It will bo soon that 138,04‘2> plots were attested (oulumu 3 of the state- 
ment given above). Out of this number, the A.B^taut Settlement Oilloors report that over 
34 per cent, wore found to be incorrectly recorded. 

The tenants, on being called u[K)n to hear the entries read out to them, state that they 
were not present when the survey was made; that the amfus would give them no infor- 
mation, and that they knew nothing about the entries made against their names. I have been 
on the spot and seen much of the attestation done before me. In a largo portion of the oases 
the attestation-writer has to go out into the fleld^and get almost every plot identified. 
All tills extra work, duo ontirely to the fact that the records in their initial stage are, to say 
the least of it, carelessly done, takes up the time of the Assistant Settlement Olficer uselessly. 
The idea that attestation is done by sim^ily reading out to the assembled tenants the number 
and boundaries of the plots entered against the name of each individual tenant is a fallaojr as 
for as Orissa is ooiiueruod, and it was on this that the estimate of work to bo done was based. * 

This season I hope to havo a jumabandi slip in use which each raiyat will have in his 
possession, and iu which each plot and its boundary will be entered, and the tenant will be 
thus given an onpoitunity to get himself familiar with the plots put down to his name, and 
attestation will oe mode more easy. But iu the absence of these jamabandi slips, and when 
the khasras have been made up without in any way consulting the tenant, the attestation 
officer has tnuch ^uble in getting an ignorant and pig-headed raiyat to consent to the entries 
entei^ against his name. This extra wo^k has thrown the attestation work bock very mnoh, 
and is the cause of tlie poor outturn in many of the circles. 

Then, again the preparation of soil maps, and the necessary statements connected with it, 
take up n lot of the time of the Assistant tiettloment Officer and bis staflf. I trust, therefore, 
that ^e Assistant Sottloment Officers will not he expected to turn out the same standard of 
wprk as that found passible in Chittagong and elsewhere. As the offioers beoome better 
acquatnted with their work, a largo outturn of work may be expected, and I have no donht 
during the coming season the outtom of work will be mnoh higher. 

Khant^uri, 

Tlie enclosed statement marked O and D will show the progress made, in khanapnri in 
the area surveyed in the districts of Cuttack and Puri up to SOth September 1891. In my 
opinion it Would fooilttato work and enable us to do our atteetation much foster if the 
khanapuri were made over to the Settlement Department Thiii! I believe, has been done in 
Chittagong, and has answered admirably. I trust the Qovernment will let ns do our

The patvAris that refused to attend the training. sohools hare been told that they hare 
forfeited tlieir appointments, and I would propose to dismiss all these men. tTnleas Qovem* 
ment is prepared to do this and act firmly in tnis matter, all hope of getting any work out of 
these patwaris had better be abandoned. 

In my letter No. 1421, dated the 26th September 1801, T have shown' that the local 
patwdri is such a Issy, incompetent man, that even though wo got his serricos free, the cost of 
the area sorreyed by him is almost double that of a paid agencv. This is due to the fact 
that we have to keep up the same number of choinmen in cither case, whether we utilise 
the services of the patwiri or a nrofossionol amfn, and the lasy, incompetent patwAri only 
surveys three to four aores a oav, while the paid ogenoy survey from 10 to lu aores, hence 
the cost of the ohainmen is more than doubled when potwdris’ services are utilised. 

KdnuHffoa. 

There are 25 kinungos in Cuttaok, 12 in Puri, and 12 in Balasore. The kfinungos 
in Puri were made over to me by the Oolleotor so for book as May last, and they have been 
employed in survey and settlement work. They have also carried out their own duties under 
an arrangement oome to with the Collector. 

In Cuttaok the k&nungos have not been made over to me as yet. I believe the Oolleetor 
of Cuttaok is now prepare to do so; and four men raported themselves to mo on the 2nd 
November 1891. l%e remaining 21 men have not reports themselves yet. 

In Balasore I have not yet taken over either the kknungos or pstwkris, as no survey 
work has yet been undertaken in that distriot. 

I believe all the kinungos are eompetent men, and will be able to supervise the work 
*of amins. I intend to use eight out of tne 20 kdnungos of Cuttaok to BU[M)rviso the khana« 
puri of the 363 square miles where a revision survey is in progress.

In addition to tho boundary disputes filed at the tame of the cadastral survey, there 

are quite 717 disputee reported by the Domaroation In* 
spectors. Tliese disputee refer to the 15t parganas under 
demarcation (Cuttook 046 and 141 in Balasore).^ I have at 
present no officer specially deputed to sup^ise demareation 
work. The Director of Land Beoords'in his note on the 
survey and settlement of Orissa put down two Assistant 
Settlement Officers for this work. His Honor the Idcu- 
tonaut'Uovcmor doterminod to place at my disposal two 
Sub*Deputy Collectors for this work (His Honor’s Note dated 
the 19th October 1891). Those two ofiicors havp not yet joined. Fending their arrival these 
disputes will have to bo disposed of by Mr. Sen and Mr. Walsh, and this will impede the work 
of attestation in their rospootive eiroles.

1 give below my reasons why some of the permanently*8ettled estates should be surveyed 
and a record of rights made. 1 have treated each of the three districts separately. 

Cuttack. 

There are 13 permanontly*8ottled estates in Cuttack. Of these two, vbs. Xujung and 

KaniU, have already been surveyed, and need 
not bo t^en into account. These would leave HU 
estates that have to be dealt with. His Honor 
tlie LioutenaDt>Gh>vomor gave me to understand 
at Darjeeling that if the pormanent*Bettled area 
was mixed in with the tomporary*iiettled area, 
the survey must take them in its stride. And 
oven if they lie outside, but irrigated by canal 
water, they must be surveyed. Dearing these 
direotions in view, I'have Very little doubt that 
nine of the eleven estates will have to be surveyed. I propose to take each pargann 
separately. 

A jiortion of those two estates have already been under survey, as they both come 

within tho irrigated tract, i take it the renmining {lortioii 
of these two estates Will be oadostrally surveyed and a record 
of rights mode. ' 

A portion of this estate has already been surveyed as it mmos 
within the irrigated traot. The Collector bos asked for a 
survey and settlement' to be mode of this estate on tho part 
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A reference to the map will show tiiat all the five 
margiually>noted estates are intermixed with the temporary- 
settled area, and may be said to come “ within our stride,”^ 
and would therefore come under survey and record of rights. ‘ 
Both those estates iu my opinion are outside our operationB, smd may be well omitted 

from survey and settlement. The area of these two estates 
is chiefly taken up by hills covered by jungle, and the area 
under cultivation is said to bo very small. Moreover, I am 
given to understand t^t onia under ouUivation varies every year, few, if any, of the 
fields being under cultivation more than three years. It is hardly worth while in a case of 
this kind to make a oadastral survey and a record of rights which will not be usefhl for more 
than three years. 

Fntia, No. 31 in the map, oomes within our stride, and survey and settlement should be 
made of this estate.

Thia form ahowa for Bamoo the 
reenlt in thoae villagea where the aaaeaament haa been flniahed and the aatimated reault for the 
whole area. 

4. In/ormatiim at to Hut work dear 6y iko SftikmttU OJIcer and Ait auiitaatt, tkomaff tk$ 
dktr^ution'iffmrk to each offietr, kia hoad-guarttn, and iht Humbtr of dogt h$ wat abtoat on tour. 

(a) During the period under review, 1 waa Settlement Offloer till the reoeaa began, via., 
till the 11th of July, when 1 waa reliav^ by ICr. Allen on my being appointed to omoiate aa 
Dia^ot and Seaaiona Judge of thia diatiiot The Settlement Offloer anent hia time from ^o lat 
of April till the reoeaa mainly in looking after the khanapuri, wnioh waa under his direct 
anperviaion, and on whioh about 120 amlna a month were engaged. In addition to thia the 
Settlement Officer visited and inapeotod in the same time his aaaistento Mr. Allen and 
Babu Durga Charan Ohose, and also supervised the work of the Khaara offioe, whore the 
reoorda, via., the khatian and various other authoriaed forma, are written up. Thia oiBoo ia at 
head*quarters and employs a large number of amla, at present on the average about 187. 
The head*quartOTS of tho Settlement Officer and his aaaistants are at Chittagong, and during 
the half*year the Settlement Offloer was out on tour 65 dm. 

(5) Babu Jogendra Kumar Bose waa the Aasistent Settlement Offloer in charge of Old 
Thdna Ramoo throughout the year under report, and was engaged in completing the atteata. 
tion, deciding disputes, and preparing the neoeaaary figures for fair«rent deoiaious. Be ajient 
183 days out in oamp. During the half.year he atteated 14,776 plots, thereby completing 
the work, disposed of 348 original oivil auits, and 285 miaoollanoous oasoa. Agaiuat his 
deoreos 29 appals wore preferred, and so far as is at present known thrw wore remanded, 
six wore diamiaaed, and one waa dooreed. Besides this, ho submitted two fair-rent proposition 
stetementa. 

(r) Mr. C. Q. H. Allen, Covenanted Deputy Oolleotor, was the ALasistent Settlement Offloer 
in oha^ of the Jaldi or South Banskhali and the Anwara and Parko oirclos in the Sadar 
aubdivinon (mujmillis showing the various villages in each Assistant Settlement Offloer's oirole 
of the Sadar subdivision, and other partioulara will be sent hereafter, but the Survey Offioe is 
unable to supply me with them in time for this report). These two oiroles oomprise an area 
of 81*8 square miles, of whioh the attestation for 31 square miles oomprised in 15 villages was 
done during the period under report. In addition to this Mr. Allen disposed of 245 eases, of 
whi^ throe wore appealed against to tiu Speoial J udge, whose orders have not yet reoohed mo. 
Mr. Allen, after finishing his survey o(mrse, spent on actual settlement duty two months and 
17 dan ioioamp, viz., from the 23rd of April to the 9th of July. I also oooasionally utilized 
Mr. AUen in inspooting tho khanapuri work of oortaia amins who were employed inghis 
oirole. 

(eO Babu Durga Charan Chose was in charge throughout the half-year of the Bolgoon 
Arole in the Sadar subdivision, which oomprisea part of the Banskhali th&na. and in area 
amounts 4o 70 square miles. Daring the half-jrear this offloer was out on tour 3 months and 

• 12 days (from April lat to July the i2th), and besides disposing of 1,308 poses did tho attes- 

* tation of 50,103 plots, Mvering an area of 22*3 square milee in 26 villages. The attestation 
in this circle, whioh remains to M done after the close of the half-year, amounts to 02,687 plots. 
This offloer on hie return to head'qnarters in July was transferred to tho Coueral Department 
temporarily, Imt managed, while oarryiog on hie ordinaiy magisterial duties, to waioh over his 
settumeat eatablisbment. who were engaged in brioguig the records up to date in aooordanoe 
with the ohangM noted at atteetation tune and in ooileoting the various figures needed for the 
fair-rent propoeition statements. 

(e) Babu fiomesh Chunder Dass was throughout the half-year in charge of the 
Satkania oirole, which nomprises an area of 271*7 square miles included in 318,010 plots or 
khaara numhen, of whi^ 57,626, inoludiog 40,482 done daring the half-year under report, 
have been atteeted. This oirde is too lai]^ for one officer, aod^ os soon os the additional 
aasistaate who have been applied for arrive, it will ^ divided into two. Babu Komesb 
Chandra Daae was praotioauly wholly employed during the half-year on doing attesta- 
tion. Ho also submitted fur^ront propositioa stetemouts for 18 villages, and dispo^ of 
4^ easss during fjiis time, of wbidk sevoi were appealed to the Spemal Ju^ with the result 
that one was remanded, one deoreed, two oonfiraed, and three have not yet been disposed 
of. This offloer wee out in oemp three months end 12 days between the 1st of April and 10th 
ol Ji^ 1891, after igbioh he came into head-quatters and acted during the reoess oe Personal 

d 





Auistant to the Settlement OfBoer (Vr. Allen, who vu then engaged on oriminal work in 
addition to hU own duties), besides looking after his own establishment, who were engaged 
on work tiimilar to that noM above with regard to Baba JDorga Ghana Ghose. 

5. Progress of-^ 

{n) Demarcation. — The demaroation of all the oaltivated tracts both in the ^ar sab* 
division and Old Th&na Bamoo was completed before the 1st of April last The jangle and 
hill portion in Old Thdna Bamoo bad been mwtitioned before the oommenoemwt of the 
present year among the various mauzas, so that now no land exists th^ which is not 
included in some mauza. In the Sadar snbdiviaion the apportionment of the bill and 
jungle iraots among the various villages bordering soohtraots cannot be completed till the 
topoeraphioid maps of such tracts are ready. Owing to certain errors in survey, this work 
ooula not bo done during the past reoess for thdnas l^ia, Banakhali, and Satkania, but I trust 
to be able to finish it before tne year closes. 

{b) The survey of Old Thdna Bamoo was oompleted before the beginning of this 

year. 

In the Sodor subdivision there is an area of 1,626 square miles, of whioh 1,262 is 
estimated to ro(iuire cadastral and 364 topographical survey. Of this the department had 
surveyed oadastrally 689 square miles up to the diet of Maroh lost, since when up to the 
30tb S^tomber 139 square miles cadastral and 112 rauare miles topographical have been 
done. The topographical work, as already pointed out, will require revision. Some delay was 
caused in the khonapuri work by the errors found to exist in the survey of many of the basti 
sites in villages. The Survey Department has, therefore, in the coming season, to complete the 
cadastral survey of 634 square miles, the topomphioal work of 252 square miles, the revision 
of 112 square miles of topographical, and in sddition the traverse of (i) the nuun circuit along 
tho south bank of the benny river and the sea coast do^ to the town of Chittagong, (ii) 
some 16 miles of the Fatiokcherry thdna boundary, (iu) a few villages near the town 
Ohittagong, and (iv) a portion of tho boundary of the proposed Sitakhund forest reserve. 
Those various items of work will, I am told, bo oompleted by the commencement of the rains 
of 1892. The work originally was expected to be finished by the end of the current official 
year, but owing to the unexpect^ increase in the cadastral area, longer time will be required. 
Turning to tlianos it may bo pointed out that the cadastral work has practically been finished 
in thAnos Bonskhali and Satkania, in thdna Patio, save with regard to two villages, while 

I ortions of thdna Boojan and Ilatliazari have been oompleted. I have arranged with the 
loputy Suporintondent in charge to begin cadastral work in each and all of the uncompleted 
th&os directly tho season eommunoes, so that as tho various (nroles to the south ore completed 
by the assistants, work may be found ready for thorn in the northern circles. 

(r) q/‘m.‘or</r.— 'The records of Old Thdna Bamoo had all been received before 

the year began. U|>tothe 1 at of January the work of preparing the records required fur 
attestation in the Sadar subdivision was entrusted to the Survey Department, but after that 
date it was made over to me, the Survey Department merely having to— • 

(ft) supply maps for the khonapuri amina to fill in and write up the khaeras ; 

\h) furnish the areas of all plots ; 

(c) ink up maps the khonapuri of whioh bod been oompleted, and 
\d) supply truces of such maps. 

Up to the 31st of March last the records of 79 villages (of whioh 60 had been dune by the 
Survey Office) containing an area of 61’3 square miles nearly had been done, and since theu 
up to the close of tho half*yoar the records uf 169 m6re villages, comprising on area of 170'4 
square miles nearly, have been got ready for attestation work. 

f. (d) Khumipiiri . — This work, as regards Old Tbina Bamoo, had been flitished Iwfoiv the 
year began. As regards the Sadar subdivision it bad, up to tho Ist of January lost, been 
done by thu Survey Department, but from that date it was made over to me. Owing to 
various reasons, the khanapuri which had been done by the Survey Department had all to bt 
revised, and in addition to that fresh villages were taken up during the period under .report, so 
that by tho close of the halbyear 798,121* plots had been done, of whioh 260,279 were com- . 
pletod since the 1st of March last. Tho stw employed was on the averam 129 amins per' 
mensem, which enabled me just not to ezeecd my supply of maps i^m the Survey Office. 
Taking tho amfns as a body, each man did only 3l plots a day. This rate of progress is not 
rapid, but looking at the material available and the oomplexity of the tenures, 1 am unable to 
hold out hopes of its being much exceeded. To enable me to o^ain an increase iu the staff, 

I used to hold periodical examinations of candidates for aminriups, and iu that way have 
managed to create a supply, whioh will, I think, enable me this season to increase my 
numpw to close on 200. 

. (e) f^xatioH of rmi, whether determiMtion of existing rente or deeieion of /air rent. — As 
regards the viUage.s in the Sadar subdiviBon, no fair-imat dedeions have yet been passed. 
For 18 'Villages in thAna Satkania fair*rent proposition statements have been prepared. The 
method of procedure hitherto observed was as follows:— The existing rents were recorded, 
great care being taken to eee that what was recorded was corr^ When this had been ^ne, 
then for each taluk a table was made showing the lands divided into cultivated and sraste 
whioh each tenant hold, and the rent he paid. So far as tba meagre data at my disposal go, it

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would amett that owing to tha rise in prioaa Oovenunant it enUtlad to a xiae of 63 per dent, 
eo that (omitting frartiona) in the oaee of a talnk wfaoee pieaent Ootemment rent u Be- 16, 
€k»venunent ehmid now ^ Be. 26, and tha groee aeeets, upon which the talukdar ie to be 
allowed 30 pwr cent., should be Be. In the ease of teluka whoee lands had all been sublet, 
if the existing rentals yielded a sum which, after deducting the 80 per cent., gave a net rental 
for the taluk which came appreciably near the 63 per cent, increase, then too existing rents 
w«e left nntouohed save in titose cases where it was dear that a tenant was bolding his lands 
at an unfikir rent. In this way advantage Mold be token of the eflbrts which the talukdars 
had made to inerease their rentals, and an increase, so far as I have seen, a large one, to the 
Government revenue was secured without in any wajr creating qiposHion horn the bulk of 
the cultivators. With regard to a taluk whose existing rentou were not oonsidered fair, or 
whose lands, were all, or mostly all cultivated the toluKdar himself, the rents wore sssessed 
at rates the propci^y of vdiiob was disooseed in the toir^rent decision, snd which wore hosed 
on recorded evidenoe. 

Under instruotions lately given me by His Honour the Lieutonant-Oovemor of Bep^, 
tlie method above aketebed out will not be followed out in ail ita details, but a report will be 
submitted dealine with oertain arooM and submitting proposals for their assessment by soil 
rates. In Old In&na Ramoo, where for most of the villages the iair«Teat domsione have 
been passed, a report on similar linea will be submitted as soon as possibls, so that it may be 
(wnsidered whether the etope whiofa have been token abould be modified or confirmed. 

(/) AiMsment of land rortnue. — Noabad taluks being tenures, the sum pavable to 
Ooverument by a noabad tolnkdar is fixed by the Settlement Officer acting under the Tenancy 
Act. There is only one tomporaiily-settkd estate in the district, viz., uoubad Taraf Joy 
Narayau Ghofud, but the assessment of this estate cannot be taken up until all the tbdnaa have 
been attested, since the lands comprising the estate are soattered over verv many villages in 
ivush thina. The gross assets upon vraioh the assessment will eventually be mode will, 
however, bo determined in the same way os in the case of a noabad taluk. 

6. Training and vtiliMtion of paitedria, kdmngot, and eihor tocnt offiviab.'^lhan are no 
local officials here, but the care which is being token now in training up amlns from among 
the residents of this district will suffice to provide a supply from which to choose men to fill 
the {losts of the patw6ru, who, 1 understand, will eventually be appointed.

With lefetedbe to yonr memorandum No. of the 6th instant, I have the honour 
td submit herewith mj yearljr report for the year ending the 30th of September 1891^ and bw 
to state tiiat it was not sent in earlier beoauee I was uod'<r the impression that only a half« 
yearly report wns required from Settlement Offloers by the Oovemment letter No. 463TK of 
the 24th of Sqitember last. 

2. Statements in Form A and B, showing the work done during the year under report 
in the Government, private, and temporarily-settled estates in the Sadar sulxlivision and 
old Tbina Ramoo of this district, are appended. Be|>arate statements being given for oaoh 
of the two tracts, since they have always neen treated airart from one another. 

3. 1 have not given a statement showing the results of assesHment of land revenue, 

because this has not yet been settled for the noabad talukdars either in the Sadar sub- 
division or old Th&na Ramoo. In old Thdna Ramoo the fair nmta payable by the tenants 
under the talukdars have been fixed with regard to 43 villages, but the g^>ss assets ap<>n 
udiioh depends the assessment of land revenue of each taluk will have to bo revised in 
aooordanoe with the orders lately issued regarding the preparation of soil mapa In the 
Sadar subdivision no fair rent deoisions have as yet been passed. • * 

4. Ji\fonnatuM e» to tho trork done by (Me SeUknumtt Officer and bin Hittncing th» 

dialribuliou of wovk to each officer, hi» head-qaarterc, and the number of dayt he wa» abmit on tour. 

(a) Setltement Officer.-^'thes bead-quarters of the Settlement Officer and his assistants ore 
at Chittagong. I was in charge of the offioe until the 11th of July, when on being doputod to 
act as District and Sessions Judge of this district, I was rclievod hy Mr. C. G. U. Allen, who 
remained in charge till the end of the year. I was out in oamp during the year for 141 days, 
and Mr. Allen os Settlement Officer for 4 days. 

My time was employed in looking after the staff of khanapuri amfns, in ins|>eoliag the 
offloee of the assistants, and supervising the work of tlio khosra offioe, where the khutiau 
and various other authorized forms are written up. 

(/;) In old Thdna llamoo, a tract oontainiug nearly 24o w|uaro miles, the work wns in 
charge of Bobu Durga Choraa Qhose up to the -tlh or November, when ho was relieved 
by Babu Jogeudra Kumiir Kobo, who remained in charge up to the end of the yeiu-. 
The number of days spent in name during the year by the officer in ohurge of this iriiot 
was 3.‘W. • 

The work performed by this officer oousisted in ooiupleting the attestation (whioii 
was flnished in May last), in doidding disputes, and prtqMring tUs iieoossary figures for fair 
rent deoisions. Within the period ouder report the following work was done 

(i) The entries regarding the lauds held by 15,389 tenants were attosteil; 

(fi) Five hundred and fifty- eight origiiuu suits and 1,0GJ misoollaoeous suits wore 
disposed of, and 

(iii) Eight fair rent decisions were passed. 

(r) In the Sadar subdivision Mr. 0. G. H. Allen, Onvenantrsl Deputy C'olloctor, 
joined^ an Asustont Settlement Offioor on tho 2ud of March 18!tl. Up to the 23r(] of April 
Mr. Aden was engaged in learning survey work, and frrim that date till the 1 Ith of July ho 
was employeil on settlement duty. Between the two dates lavt roentuinoil Mr. Alien spent 
2 months and 17 days in oamp, and was in charge of South Banskbali and An warn iWki 
oiroles. These cirefet comprise an srea of 81 '8 square miles, of' which the attestation relating 
to 15 villages, comprising an area of 31 square miles, was done during the year by Mr. Alim, 
who also &posed of 245 oases, and occasionally helped mo in inspi^iiig kbanapari amine 
working near bis oamp. * 

From tho llth of July to the close of the year Mr. Allen acted as Betllement Officer, 
and besides supervising the work of the khssra otnee, also aidofl in tlie general admiuistni- 
tiffli of the district by disposing of such criminal coses as were made over to him. . 

(<f) Mr. Atul Krishna Raye joined os an Assistant Si>tttement Officer on tho 3i«t of 
Jaanaiy last, hut after doing a mouth’s attestation work in the Bel^sou circle, be f>dl ill and 
left Hit plane was filled up on the 1st of April by Baba Durga Charsn Ghose, who was deputwl 
to act as an Settlement Officer. The cirole above named oovers au ania of 70 square 

miles, and Baba Duiga Charan Obose, besides dispesihg of 1,308 oases, did the attestatiou 
ol 22*3 square miles in 26 villages up to the 12th of July, when the Babu retired to 
hsed-qnarten.* l%ree months and 12 aay» were sMnt by him in oamp. Ou the 12th of July, 
Babu Durga (Aarau Ghose reverted to genenu duty, but managed, in addition to hts 
own voric, to sqpervias his setUemmit establishment, who were engaged in oorrecting the 
tebosds iu aooordanee with theoiders passed at attmtation time, and in eolieoting the various 
i(pim n eed ed fcrt^ preparation of tafrmtdeaaioni.

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(«) Babu Bames Chandra Das srriTed at Chittagong on the 24th of Jannarj last, sinee 
. _ , when he has been in charge as Assistant Settlement Offioer 

owi^u, Satkania circle, a tract covering an area of 271* s^^ 

miles. During this period he has been in camp 18d days, 
and has attested in that period 64,487 plots, besides duposing of a large number of oases. 

On the 16th of July this oflicer returned to head>quaiters, and from that date till the 
end of the year ho acted as the Settlement Officer's (Mr. Allen’s) Personal Assistant. 

5. Pragma of— 

(a) Pemareation—Tha domarcation of old Thana Bamoo had been completed before 
the year beoon, while that of the Sadar subdivision, save as regards the bdly ^rtion^ 
which could not conveniently be allotted to the ^ neighbouring villages unnil their 
topographical survey had been done, was finished during the year under report. I hope to 
be able to portion out the hilly tracts in th&nas Patia, Bonskbali, Satkania, b^ore the present 
official year ends. The demarcation work actually done during the year oomprim the 
demarcation of 466 villages in thinas Uathazori, Fatikehori, Baojan, Town, Kumira, and 
Mirkosorai. 

(b) Survey . — The survey of old Th4na Bamoo was completed bofoM the beginning of 
the year. In the Sadar suodivision there is an area of 1,C‘26 square miles, of wmoh 1,262 
is estimated to require cadastral and 364 topographical survey. XJp to the beginning of the 
year 380 square miles hod been oadastrally surveyed, and daring tne year under report a 
further area of 348 square miles was done, as well as 112 square mUes of topographical work; 
but the latter will require some revision. 

The survey of the village sites, owing partly to the amins’ misconduct, and partly to 
intricacy, was in several instances full of errors, and so khanapuri was to some extent 
delayed. 

In the coming season the Survey Department has to oompleto the cadastral survey of 
634 sqtiare miles, the topographical survey of 252 square miles, the revision of 112 square 
miles of topog||&phioal work, and the traverse of (i) the main circuit along the coast down to 
the town of ^ttagong and the south bank of the Feny river, (ii) some 16 miles of the 
Fatiokchari th4na boundary , (iii) a few villages near the town of Cliittagoug, and (iv) 
a portion of the boundary of the proposed forest reserve. 

Those various items of work will, I am told, employ the Department up to the rains of 
1802. Originally it was expected that the work would be done by the end of this official 
year, but owing to the expected increase in the cadastral area, more time will be required. 
With roferonoo to the tMnas, the cadastral work has praoticolly been finished in thonas 
Bonskbali, Satkhania, and I’atya, save in 2 villages, while portions of thonas Baojan and 
Hathazari have been done. 

I have arranged with the officer in charge of the survey party that this season cadastral 
work shall be begun simultaneously in eocn of the remaining th&nos, and that each sheet as 
it is done shall be sent to me, and not kept till the whole village is finished. In this way I 
hope to havo work ready for assistants when the eircles south of the Kamafooli ore finished, 
and olso-to got the big villages ready more pronmtly than has hitherto happened. 

(c) Receipt of recorda . — Up to the let of January the work of preparing the records 
required fur attestation in the Hiiddor subdivision was dune by the Survey Department, but 
after that date it was mode over to roe, and the Sdrvey Department has now merely (i) to 
supply mans fur the khanapuri amfus to use when preparing the khasra ; (ii) to furnish the 
areas of all plots ; (iii) to ink maps the khanapim o^ which has been done ; and (iv) to 
supply traces of such maps. 

Before tlie begining of the year, the Survey Department had prepared and handed over 
the records of 36 villages coroprisiug the area of 16’9 square miles. During the year the 
reoords of 212 villages covering an area of 205*8 square miles were prepared and handed over 
for settlement work Of these 212 villages, the records of 14, covering on area of 36*4 square 
miles, wore prepared by the Survey Department. ’ 

(d) iTAuiiii/fur/.— During the year under report the khanapuri of 477,682 plots whs done, 
the entries (previously done by the Survey Department) regarding 306,463 ploto were revised. 
The etttif employed by mo consisted on the average of 120 amins under about 11 Inspectors. 
This number enabled me just not to exceed my supply of maps from the Survey Office. Taken 
as a body, the average daily outturn of each amin came only to 31 plots. 1 am unable to hdd 
out hopes that this scale will he much increased during coming the season. To enable me to 
secure supplies of trained men, I used to hold periodim examinations of all candidates for 
aminships, and in this way have considerably increased the number of available men. 

(f) Furation a/ rent, whether determination of esiating rent or deeiaion of fair rvitf.— Under 
recent orders the method which will bo follow^ in fixing rents will be to ^ke existing rents 
and check them with the results obtaiiuKl from the soil maps. As regards old Th&na Bamoo, a 
report will be prcpareil showing, with regard to the 43 villages for which fair rent deoisions 
have b<K)D passed, toe results which might have been obtained by using the rotes obtainabla 
from the soil maps. 

(/*) Aaaeaanunt of land rcreHiu’.— There is only one temporarily settled estate in this 
district viz., noobad taiif Joy Norayan Ghosal. With regard to that eatate, the gross assets 
which will form the basis on which to make the aaseSsoieut of land revenue wUl, so far as 
the tenants are concerned, be calculated under the Bengal Tenancy Act. 

6. Training and utiltsation of patwaria, ianungoea, and other loeal ofi e er oj There are 
no local officials here, but the care which is now being taken to train up'ornins from among 
the residents of this district will suffice to provide a supply from which to choose men to fiU 
the posts of the patwaris who 1 understand will eventually be ^ipointed.

Foxwasim a'report irf the Survey operations in Chittagonff and Suail daring the survey 
rear 1890>91, together with the table showing the survey results and cost thereoi during the 
ial^«year endiog SOth September 1891 for the same distiicte. 


JhryoW os the Survejf eperatioM in the Dietrift of CkUtagong for 1890*91. 

At a oonsultatUm held by the Direotor of Land Records dating his visit to Chittagong, 
in December 1890, it was decided to «mske over all tho writing of reoords in the Chittagong 
District to the Settlement Department, owing to the numerous revisions in the reoords of tho 
previous season as submitted by tho survey amtns, which wore due to these men not being 
sufiDoiently aoqnainted with the dialeot of tbo country to be able to understand the excessive 
complications of the differont tenures It was also dedded to make such arrangements as 
would allow of the completion of the survey of the distriot by tho end of the survey year, 
1891-02 ; this area comprised the thdnas rattia, Uaojan, -Rangania, Hathssari, Fatikohurry, 
Mirki Saiai,Kumira and Islamabad, an<i amounted to about 050 square miles of cultivation and 
about 500 square miles of hills and jungle. To meet this demand for increased area, it was 
found nooesBorp to inorease the strength of the ostablishment by more than half as much again 
than bad boon intended. The soalo employ^ for the oultivated tract was ns usual tho 10-inuh ; 
the jangle lands wore surveyed topograpnioally on the same scale, only the main drainage 
lines and boundaries however being ^owu ; tho hills wore sketched on two-inch sheets reduoi*d 
from those IG-inch maps. 

2. Tho demarcation of villago boundaries in tho oultivated portion of tho distriot was 
completed by the Settlemont Department about tho end of Maroh, and was continued into 
the jungle portions for oaoh village by tho Survey Department where boundaries could bo 
pointed out ; but whore they did not exist, tho oountry was out up into oonvouiont blocks for 
survey, the boundaries being made in continuation of those of the adjoining villages whioh 
will DO marked on the maps so os to render it clear to which village each block belongs. The 
demarcation of tho Uill Tracts boundary was oompleto<l late in J uno alter very great difficulty, 
but tho demarcation of tho tb5na boundary between Fa^icktherry and Jialhosari on the east 
and Mirki 8crai and Kumira on the west oould not bo ocwpleted. Tbo work on both these 
boundaries and in tho jungle blocks prosentod exceptional diOiuulties ; notwitlistonding this, 
an area of 80G square miles was completed in traverse during tho season. 

8. The district, owing to the small size of the fields (awut 13 to tho acre), the large and 
intricate village sites with their close tangle of thick-set hedges, and moats surrounding home- 
steads, and the impenetrable nature of tho jungle, olfors immense difficulties to an economical 
survey. It is in foot about as difficult a dirtriot to survey as oould lie found in Bengal or 
elsewhere, and progress has boon unavoidably slow, and cost of survey necessarily high. 

4. The avcrag[o daily progress made by tho attins under these cirouiustauoos was about 
14 acres when working in cultivation, ancr only five acres in villago sites. The total outturn 
for the survey year and the cost thereof will be found in the table at tho end of tho report. 

5. At Brat maps for kbanapnri wore not supplied until each mauza was survoyiHl, but 
as this was found to cause great delay, some of tiio mauzas being very large ond the maps 
thereof being in many sheets, it was decided that each sheet should be submitted to tbe 
Sq^tlement Officer as completed, aud in this manner the maps of 254 villages of new work were 
supplied to Jiim during the season. ^ Area statements were in like manner supplied to the 
^ttlemont Offioor for the preparation of tbe records as fast os they could bo finished ; but 
she rapidity with whioh this oould be done did not at first meet the expeefations of the 
Settlement Officer. Uowevor, some delay in this respect during the field season was 
unavoidable for several reasons, but more espooially on account of tho useless eijieoso of 
keeping up an establishment strong enough to cope with the work when coming in at its 
maximnm rate, which woa only occasionally the case ; oi other times, many of tho men would 
have been sitting idle, and the romoly would have been as bad as the diseaso. In reoess 
when a snfficient quantity of work was ready, the establishment was proiwrtionatoly inoreased. 

6. In office the following majis and areas have boon snppliod to tbe Settlement Officer 

and finished in drawing during the season : — • 
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7. The number of traverse sqnade at work varied from 16 in January to 21 in June ; ttio 

cost of traversing ia Be* 60*6 per square mile. The number of field amine in Oeeember and 
January was 93^ but they were increased during Februa^i Maroh, and April to IdO^ a fty 
which they were greatly reduced, as it was found impracticable to carrj^ on out-of-door work 
owing to the flocNis caused by the early rains. The cost of field survey is Bs. 130*6 ; owing to 
the great difficulty experienced in preparing the records of the previous season^s.work, and^the 
desirability of submitting as many as possible to the Settlement Officer before moving into 
the field, out-of-door operations were not commenced until the 10th December, and the 
office of the Dakhin Shahb&zpur detachment with <mo assistant did not leave recess quartys 
until 1st January 1891. The revision of the khanapuri work of the previous season in 
Chittagong had been oarried on from the early part of November. , 

8. The inhabitants are very law-abiding, and on the whole well-disposed, but they^ toon 
more interest in the khanapuri than the survey work, and appeared to be imbued with at 
certain amount of suspicion as to the reason of both ; however, they seldom offered any 
obstruction to the progim of the survey, aud are eager about their possessions being written 
up. 

9. It does not appear probable that the class of men obtainable in the district would 
ever make good or zealous field surveyors. The work would be too arduous for them, and 
rt'quires more dexterity than they seem to possess. The few oandidates who have offered 
themselves for service have not proved very successful. Local menial labour can be had, but 
is of an uncertain nature, as the men will not work all day, or every day, and when the hot 
seasou is on, they cannot do without umbrellas, while the feast of the Ramzan renders them 
unfit for outdoor work lor a mouth. They work on a daily hire of four anuM in the open 
and six annas in jungle, whereas khul&sis imported from India will take ser^ioe at Rs. 8 a 
month, and work steadily at all times at that rate. 

10. Mr. C. (i. U. Allen, c.s., now Assistant Settlement Officer, was instructed in 
surveying during the early part of the year. 


Report on (he operadoni in dintrict Tipjfera^ pargana Sarail 

1. In pargana Sarail, district Tippers, kistwor and khanapuri work combined were 
carried out. At the end of Inst field season a small arou of 2319 square miles of field survw, 
and 44 villages equal to' 77* 18 sciuare miles of record wriling, wore left incomplete. To 
finish these areas a detachment at first oon**istiug of 20 amins with inspectors, &c., under on 
assistant surveyor was deputed ; after the first fortnight the detachment was reduced bv ten 
aralns, who were transferred to (Chittagong, and after that as each man completed his allotted 

task, he was transferred to Chittagong. . . iv j x 

2. The kistwar was finished early in January 1891, and the khanapuri by the end of 
March, the detachment remaining in. the field till the end of April to supply the Settlement 
( Ifliccr with as many rooonls as possible before going into recess. A severe storm, which 
completely ilestroyed the office huts about the 25tb April, npoessitated a liasty return to rooess 
quarters, but the reoerds of 181 villages were supplied before doing so. The remaining 
records were completed and sent to tlie Settlement Olfioer in small instalments as a certain 
number of villagers were gob ready, and by the end of October the whole of the estate had been 

completed and sent. i ^ i • 

3. The Hell! work was pcrformcil entirely by Hindustani agency, each amln being 
supplied with a imiborrir whose pay varied from Rs. 10 to Rs. 12 to write the khosra in 
Jleng/ili, while they tlierastJvos kept a cliock record in Urdu. The Hinduduni amhis 
able to writt» 80 to 100 numliors daily ; the local patwaris employed last season did 26 to 39 
numbers daily ; none of them came forward to offer their services this season. A large 
number of loi'al men and men from Doex'a were employed in office in preparing the reoonls, 
superinteuded by men who had received a thorough training during the previous soasou, and 
the results were more sat isfadory than last year. The use of fractioniu figures instead oi 
decimals to show parts of a kani in the khatians gave much trouble, and very groat difficulty 
was experienced in defining the limits of the mahm chaks from the old maps. 

4. The raiyats showed the same indifference as last year to the progress of the work, and 
would not ottoncf to point out their fields. They were said to be biding their time to coufMt 
the Settlement Officer’s operations hereafter. The lauds are rich and highly productive, the 
large class of land-owners are comparatively opulent, and the ordinary cultivators very well-to- 

do^ and both us a ruto ore highly iude|>endent and very Ihigious. , , ,, , ,, • 

6. The outturn for the year and the cost thereof will be found m the table at the end 
of the report.

With refeienoe to your dronlar No. 15T.A., dated 17tb Ootobor 1891, 1 have the honour 

• to forward, in original, a letter No. 814, dated 9th November 1891, with enoloaores, from the 
SetUement Offioer, Weetem Duan, lalpaigori, to your addrees. 

2. From the enoloaed atatements it will be obaerved that ICr. Sunder haa not taken 
oiodit for the work that haa been done during the peat year. In fact, the aettlement 
NOord regarding the whole 8,1^7 jotee entered in oolumn 4 of atatomenta A and B ia oomplete, 
but only in ^^e oase of 1,192 jotea have oompletion figurea been returned, beoauao in other 
jota though the papen are oomplete, the ontnoa had U'>t been explained to the tenanta by the 
doae of Septmnber. Since then the work has been pushed on, and but little, 1 am informed, 
remunato M done. I had hoped to have aubmittod a oompletion report regarding Ifynagnii 
ialiail before I retired, but have been unable to do so, aineo there are about 100 jots eoatterod 
about North Hynaguri and Chengmaree that still remain to be aurveyed ; ao that tho Settle- 
ment Officer cannot give me corroot figures regarding the relative amounts of waste or culti- 
vated or the actual increoae of revenue. These jots were omitted by the aurvey party 
through what appears to have been groat oarelossness, and thuir oxisfonoo was only brought 
to light when Mr. Sunder took tho field, and going from jot to jot, as ho had to do, botsunu 
aware of the existence of onltivated lands roganiing which no maps or pap«trs hod been 
furnished by tbo aurvev. These are said* to navo been all arable wuto land jots which 
had not been demarcated by the offioer who was deputed to mark oif tbo jota by means of the 
majHi, pertaining to the mal jots in tho Deputy Commisaionor’s office. All the mal or 
originid jota were demarcated ; but the Domoroatiou Sub*Doputy was not BU{>pliod, it would 
seem, with all papers oouuoctod with tho more roceut or arable waste land jots, and ao it 
happened that, as regards many of tho latter, boundaries wore not marked oil, and they were 
returned by tho survey as Government khos. Tho difficulty and delay whioh has been 
oaus^ need not have arisen if ttu> 8urv«>y authorities hod brought to uoticu tho oxisleneo of 
these undomarcated jda and solicited orders in respect of them. 

8. The actual increase of roveiiuo has not been asoertainod, but it will probably amount 
tolls 60,000 on tbo whole tobail. Tho increase is dun to tho largo extension of cultivation 
in North Mynagnri and Chengmaree, and also to tho assessment at onhauoe<l rates. Tho 
iuoreose in tho case of individual jots has often boon very eonsiderable, aud in onlnr to 
lighten the burden of euliancement, I proposed to spread the increase over a sonns of yean*— 
a proposal wliioh was sanctioned by Government and bos been oiirriod into offeet. As pointorl 
out by Mr. Sundor, the operations, both survey and setticmout, have boon seriously iutorfored 

. with by eiokucss. Malarious fovor ^ must always bo counted on in the Diuu-s, but to 
this was sujieradded this season a virulent outbreak of cholera, which for a time broke up 
Mr. Sunder's camp and completely demoralizud his establishment ; in fact it was with difficulty 
that he could get bis aium and otheu to resume work. Tbo oUmato of the Dnars is a 
deafUy one, aud appears to prostrate th^trength aud energy of all who have to enoountor ii, 
even though they may escape actual attacks of fever ; aud in judging of tho outturn of work 
this very serious impe<lim«nt to nrogress must not bo forgotten. 

4. In paragraph 16 Mr. oundw alludes to the oorresjiondcnoo that has passed ia 
eonnectitm with tho very important question of the fixing of a fair rent payable by the 
okukanidar. The matter was referred to tfovernmont tlirough you by my No. 6I4itot, 
dated 22Qd September 1891, and rents are now lieing fixM in ocoordanoo with tho orders 

• passed. 

• 5. Timber-btaring traeft.— The important question of the manner in which such tracts 

should be dealt with come under disoossiem daring the year, and orders were passed by 
Goveniment ; but os 1 have asked for a rooonindoration of those orders, 1 need not do more 
than allude to tho matter os onotdlimatdly oonneoted with tho settlement of tho Doan, which 
should be settled at an early date. , 

6. I regret that I have had no opportunity of aubmitUng a completion report on the 
leaettlemoat of the Mynaguri tohsil and of recording my views on more than one subject 
oonneoted with the settlement operations, and os I retire from tho aervioo immwliately, tho 
opportunity will not offer itself in the future ; but I cannot oonolude these remarks witfymt 
bearing testimony to the very valuable asmstonce that I havo roooivsd*from the Settlement 
Offioer, Mr. Sunder. He hae worked early and late, and devoted hie beet energy to tip) work 
on vrbioh he hoe been engaged. Uia aequaintanoe with the eolloquial of tm district, hie 
knowle^ of the people and their ways and onstoms, oonvomently fitted him for the post of 
Settlement Officer for vmuA 1 selected him, and those qualifications have been unsparingly 
d 0 V«^ to the Government servioe. In order to secure oentianity of administration, *aad 
for the preoarvition of Government interests, 1 am vmy stronglv of opinion that t manager 
akoald appmnted to have charge of the Ctovemmont emdee of the Duarc under the 
Deputy Comnuaaton^, and 1 know no mas in Bengal better fitted for the poet then 
Mr. Bondar.

1890 to 30ih S^tembor 1891, inolusive. The delay in eubmiaiios of this report t oo ner ie 
due to my having been seriously ill from bronohiiis, which ino^pidtated me mm attending 
to work for some days, as also to the non^reoeipt of information from the Survey Oenartmeiit 
until 28th Ootober 1891. ^ 

2. For want of papers from the Survey Department no settiement work was done prior 
to 28th November 1890; hence, instead of sending you a separate report for the half-year 
endinff 30th September 1891, 1 submit this report embracing tm period from October i890 
to end of S^itomber 1891, inolusive. 

a. When the survey of the Duars was oommenoed in November 18H8, jot boundaries 
were not properly d^aroated, and the surveyors found o(mBidend)le difficulty in proceeding 
with work, as, owing to some mistake, none of the jot records of last settlement wore 
supplied to them. When the new records of Jots in pargana South Mynaguri were 
supplied to this office, they were found to be inoorroot and entirely opposed to^nusts, and all 
the papers had to bo returned to the Survey Department for revision. Thus laige amount 
of work had to bo redone, while many records had to be rewritten. This delayed any settle- 
ment work being coromenood until the end of November 1890.

T). Tho seHlommit work was under my charge throughout the year under report, 
t*. My Hftiifitaiit, ]3abu Ciiatidra Kiinta Oangoli, having taken furlough, the post whloh 
ho hod held wa« abolished and two assistants wore appoiutod instead of hun. One of these 
was Babu Haris Ch 4 u«lra Itai, who was designated &ooD(i Settlement Officer, and the 
was Babu Unih Mohim Chandra, who was gazi-tted as Assistant Settlement Officer.

• 7. Sinoa the iranafer of tha aboTa>namad offloara, three now man bare bam appointed 
to dU thair riaoaa, Tja., Baba Upandra Chandra Mukeijaa, who waa inaome<tax natitaanr of 
Dinajpor, &ba Jadub Chandixa Moimmdar, who waa a hinango at Bampor Bodlia, and 
Baba Harilal Oupta, who waa a oleik in tha offioa of tha Oommiaaioner of the 
Diviaion. None of theae offloara know anything of aattiemant work or ol tha WmAtm 
Dniura; bat tlwy are learning, and are now employed in nargana ICoraghat in ooUaoting 
information to enable me to f umiah a report aa to the ratea whioii ahould be adopted for jota 
in Falakata tahuL It will thaa aeen that I have been very handioapnad from tha 
beginning, and have worked almoat aingle*banded in tha aettlemant of Mynagun tahail, whioh 
eompriaaa more than ona<third of tha work whioh baa to be done in tha Weatem Duara. I 
have had no help from my aaaiataata. I oommenoed attaetation work, reoording of righta and

Cholera broke 
out in the Doors and compelled os to return to head>quartars Out of a camp of about fifty 
men, twelve men died of ohulera and fover in the first fortnight of April, and from then up to 
the time of my rotnrn to bead-quariers, work was carried on under very trying oiroumatanoea 
and with much difficulty. The rains oommenoed early in May 1891, and repeated attacks of 
fever so aeriously afleoted the health of most of my muharrtrs in oamp, and so many deaths 
had ooourred and frightened the men, toat 1 found it impossible to peratiado them to remain 
out a^r 20th June IHfil. 

9. rour.->I was absent on tour for 217 days daring the year; Babu Haris Chandra 
Bai was out for 141 days ; Bobu Bom Chandra 8en was out for 87 days ; Babu Boshmohao 
Chandra was out for 90 days ; Babu Upendra Chandra Mukerjea was out for 10 days, and 
Babu Jadub Chandra Mosuiudar for 7 days. I have stated in paragraph 4 as to how each of 
the above«named offioers was employed during the year. 

10. In the work of attestation, ontnes in the records relatine to holdings of 11,890 
jotdars and 5,089 ohukanidars have been explslnod to thorn, and they bavo also been informed 
os to what land is in possession of 11,392 odhiars who aro under them. Their rights have 
also been ntcorded. Three thousand five hundred and seven jots, covering 1^2,003*39 acres 
of land, in 71 taluks of parganas North liynaguri, Ohengmari, and South Mynaguri, wera 
inspected, and attestation of the holdings of uio above<inentionod jotdars and ohukanidars 
was completed in camp. Owing to the great rioknosa and outbreak of oholera, as mentioned 
in paragraph 8, it was not possible to complete in camp calculation of Government revenue 
payable on account of all the jots, or to aunouuoo to evarff jntdar and ohukanidor what 
inoreased revenue and rent they will have to pay. A poriion of this kind of work had to be 
done at bead-quarters during the recess, and printed mittoos, being extracts from khatians, 
are being issued by me personally jotdars, informing them (1) as to bow much land 
they had at last settlement; (2) wHat revenue they paid for it; (3) how much land 
they have by the present settlement ; (4) what amount of revenue they will have to pay ; and 
(5) steps by which the revenue payable by present MiUlemont will rite. Fur ohukanidars, wo 
are preparing n similar noticu giving them full particulars from the khatians os to how much 
of each class of land is oontainra in their holdings, and what rent is being paid to the jotdar 
'for such land as recorded by os and asoertainod from thorn in oamp. Theae notices to the 
ohukanidars will shortly Lmuc. 

11. /le»wrrea/wn.-»The total number of jots domorcated during tiiojoar was 2,803. The 

worir of demoroation was dune by a native surveyor, who was assistiM by a staff of 16 amfni, 
and all papers neeessary for the Survoy Department were furnishe<l to that Department, 
taluk by taluk, os soon os finished. In somo oases jots which bwl boon demoroated 
during the previous year bad to be rodemaroated daring the year under report, as the earthen 
mfflin ds which the amine had erected were oitber washed away or had been covered up by 
jungle and graes, and could not be found by the Survey Department. In oonsoquenoemf 
ohouni and much sickness among the amine of the Surrey Department, many jote whidi 
wera demaradwd oould not be measured ; but this wurk will bo completed daring the ensuing 
oold seeeon, and it is hoped that it may not be neoossoiy for tho surveyors to return to the 
Doan after next year. * • 

12. iSvrrqr.— hkom the enclosed statement, marked A, it will be seen that 15C,532'80 
acne of land wera surveyed daring the year under ropo^ These figures are taken from 
Oa ptom Hodgson’s mon^y progress reports. In his report for September 1891, it is 
stated that tsmy rix square miles of Umd in the whole of the Doan remain to be eadoiirally 
surveyed; but tiiis, 1 believe, is inoorreot. The traverse 'surTey of two blocks of uad, 
oover^ 58,679 aerssi, or about 91 uuara miles, in Falakata tahril, remains to be done. The 
land oontaiu eevenl jota whioh will have to be oadastrally surv^ed. Traverse eurv^ of 
abqnt 600 acm of limd in taluk Sesuabari and Morioblim of pargana South Mynaguri

will have to be made, and onltivaiion tbanon will bava to ba oadaatrally aarragrad. Saaaral 
joUi,m parganaa Nwth Mjnagori and Ghen^fuari ware omittadr from anrv^ and lidUbata 
to be dma. All that ramaina onfiBiabed tiw, it ia ho|>ed, oomplatad,bjr thb Bart e y 
l3epartmeAt during the enauiog oold Beaaon. 1 am not in a pontion to ati^ axaa^ hoar 
muoh work remaina to be done by the Sniray Department, aa uaptain Hodgaon haa tef aa ad 
to supply information without the permiaaion of the Surveyor^Oen^. 

)3. Recent (^reeordt from the Sufoep JDepartomt.—Tbe reemda of 8,430 jota ware 
received from the Survey Department duiinw the year under report These are reooida of 
Falafcata tahsil as well as Mynafpiri tahaiL In soma eaaea the veoords.were eardeaaly 
prepared and had to ba retomed to the Survey Department for revidbn. Great delay ana 
trouble hod been caused in my office in dealing with records aui^lied by the Survey Deport 
meat. In eovoral coaea figures given in chittaa against (he noma of'a param were fouM to 
disagree with those entered in the khatians in the noma of the same persop, and the totals 
contained in the abstracts were found to be wrong. The correcting of sooh errors and 
reoopying of papers in my office has caused great loaa of time. 

14. ISouHtiart/ diif>utt!a,—}?ive hundred and nineteen coses said to be boundair diapntaa 
were pending at the commencement of the year, and 838 fresh coaea ware received from ^ 
Survey Deportment during the year. The total number of coses waa 1,364. Out of the 
above, b48 coses wore disposed of, leaving 600 eases of Falakota, Altpor, and Bhalko pending 
at the dose of the your. The majority of the coses which were disposed of ralatad to 
streams and roods which the Survey Department were directed by Mr. Walsh to show m 
( iuvemmont khos. Objections of jotdars were recorded by the Survey Department, but 
when inquiry was mode at time of attestation, the plots to which they referred were either 
recorded os in Government kbos possession, or as in possesnon of the jotdora, according to 
the oiroumstHnees of the case. Where a stream is a running one and supplies water to several 
jots, it has been recorded os Government khas, and where it gives water to only a single 
jot, it has been included ns part of that jot. 

16. Khanupuri . — When survey operations commenced in 1 888-89, the Survey Depart- 
mont was instructed to khanapuri according to nature of the land. There ore two kinds of 
orop-yiolding land in the Western Duars, vi/. “ mpit,” from which the oold weatHer or omun 
patldy is obtained, and " faringati,” which gives to the cultivator the bhaidai or early paddy, 
as also tobacco, jnte, and all rani crops. The jotdars know these lands as haimanti ’* and 
** bhndai,” or " ^la’' and *Mauga.'' The surveyors wore instructed to moke khanapuri os 
Ist, 2ud, and 3rd class rupit, and let, 2nd, and 3rd class foringatL The surveyors and North- 
West (unins wore confused, and failed to distinguish Ist class faringati from 2ad class rupit. 
Jotdars never attempt to classify land themselves, and they were in dismay at the work of the 
Survey Department. When the settlement proceedings oommenced, 1 tested the khanapuri 
work of tlio sluvey ami us and found it impossible to classify rupit and faringati into lot, 
2ud, and 3rd class. Jotdars protested and said to mci ** We cannot divide our lands into 
1st, 2nd, and 3rd oIom, so how oan you? We only know high land (faringati) and low 
land (runit) and they asked me to classify os they understand things. ^ Accordingly, 
I have classified laud in the whole of the tliree parganas of North Mynoguri, Chengmari, 
and South Mynaguri of Myuaguri tahsil, as noted below : — 

(a) Bnsii (iuoludes homestead, garden, and bamboos). 

\b) Uupit. 

\fS Fai'ingati. 

(d) Doha (fish ponds). 

{«) Waste. 

I have classified ns rupit all low land and all land on which two otopo, vis., hbodai 
paddy and iiman paddy, nro generally grown in one year ; and I have shewn as faringati 
only actual high land ou which tobacco and rabi crops are grown. This system of dassifi^ 
cation is understood by jotdars and their under-tenants, and has been aooepted by them. 
In some oases the fact of a field being faringati baa been challenged ; out when it was 

I minted out that the laud was dofasal, and that a crop of jute as well as one of inuin paddy 
las been obtained from it in the some year, there was no further objection to the land oeing 
classed os rupit. Khanapuri work of the (Survey Department is regularly tested on ^ 
fields, aud any changes which are necessary in consequence of bed work of the amine s^ 
surveyors, is ourreoted at once oud Imfore attestation ofWdings is proeeeded with. 

. IG. /bnif ion q/* rrn/, —As* regards fixation of rout of chnlj^dui and under-tenants, 
my instructions were to simply record the amount which the chukanidar is paying at |Hreaeat 
and to leave it to the jotdor, if he is dissatisfied, to institute a oase for fixing a fair rent to 
be ^oid by the chukanidar. While proceeding with work in taluks of Noitlt bCyaagori 
and Obengmari, I poirted out to the Commisnoner of the lUjshohi Division, under whmn 
1 am eipployod, that tho settlement cannot jiossibly succeed if the above-mentioned ineirno- 
tiooB be adhered to in the case of jots in parganas Nwrix Mynaguri and Chengsaaii. 
Prior to tlie present survey and settlement opmtions, blocks of jungle land in these 
Dorganas had W>n taken up for cultivaUon by Meohee, Gatos, Nepuese, and Rajbonris, 
from' whom the toh^dars used to reolife Government revenue annually at ]|^ 4 per 
bal of land, that is, for at muoh land os a man could cultivate^ with, a ria||'le 
plough. Bevonue was not recovored at aqy rate per acre on the area of. land vriuch 
the man had hold. Thus one man, or two or thm men jointly, often hod a block of 



80 «r 100 antM of land lor whiidi tiiay paid oaij Ba. 8 or Ra. 12 aa GofanuneBt raraana 
thiDagkdliair aaoadol or haodmoo. Wben tha aurrey bagaa all land of tha abora daaoriptioa 
araa loand under ooltivaAioii aad waa maaanrad aooordi^ to poaaaaaion, tha inondol Mtng 
ahoam in iha raooida aa tha }otdar, and the people who had broken the land haing entered 
na hta ohnkamdara and ^hiara. At time of attaatation tbeaa obukanidaia ware lonnd in 

C aaaioa of land lor whkh they are paying the jotdar the nominal rent of He. 4, while 
manna payable to OoTomment the jotdar for it aoeording to the praaent aetuement 
ooaua to abont Ba. 15, tha land being (pod rupit and antirmy under ooltivation. 1 
amlainad to tha.Oonuniancmer that, under these cir«amttaaoe^^ it ia neoeuary to permit me 
to u a fair rent to paid by theaa ohukanidara. I alao pointed out that, owing to great 
aiteumnn of oaltiTation, the revenue payable by jotdara ia liaiBg, and that it waa unlaur to 
them aot to interfere in the matter of ohnkanidara’ rente. Some ohokanidars had taken up 
waate |nBgto land tm jota at Be. 1*8 and Ka. 2 per aore. Now all the land, being entirely 
^tivated, it ia only right that wo should fix a fair tent for the ohukanidar without eompelling 
jotdara to niooeod to the Conrta to obtain euhanoement of rent. Jotdara of the Duars, aa 
a nda^ mm abort work of obakaaidani who object to pay a fair rent. They are prevented 
from ploughing, tbmr oatUe am repeatedly impounded, false oomplainta ore made agunat 
them, and thay suffer no end of worry and trouble. Ohakaniders know only too wall that, 
if they do not satisfy tha demands of the jotdara, they will be compelled to leave the jot. 
None of the ohukanidara have lease, and jotdars allege that they should either be made to 
pay a lair rent or to nve up thM holdings for men who are willing to toko them up on the 
jotdara* terms.^ I explained this to the Commissioner, whoso instruotiona on the matter aa 
eontained on hia.letter No. 477 Hot. of 15th 8«>ptember 1891, ore given hereunder : — 

“I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 822, dated 4th 
September 1891, and, in reply, to state in the ease of the Moohes who have hitherto 
hem paying dao t^ you are certainly jostiSed in fixing the amount payable by the 
dinkaniaar to the jotdar as well aa the rent duo by the latter. In foot, the persona who 
have been entered as ohukanidara really held no real (diukani title, and you ore bouud to 
fix what omstitutes a fair rent for them to pay to the jotdar, and record such amount 
in the settlement papete, letting both jotdar and ohukanidar know that tha sum so entered 
represents the rent ^yahlo by the one and realisable by the other during tha oumnoy 
of the pending settlement. So .far as the Mech and Nepalese oultivators referred to are 
oonoem^, the above orders dispose of the ease; but your letter appears also to ask for 
instructions on the wider question of the right of the Settlement Offioor to interfere in 
the case of all ohukatddars who may be holding at rates which, if recorded os the future 
limit of tho jotdars’ demand, will not admit of any enhanoement of tha lattor's rent 
at the ra^ lately sonotiooed by Ooverament. ^ ThU wider subject lately eame under 
consideration, when 1 examined the assessment papers in ordsr to dispose of eortoiu appeals 
against the enhancement of ront, and in deciding those appeals ( passed orders whioli deal 
sntb this question. I have doomed it advisable, however, to take the proseat opportunity 
of again reourding my opinion in tho matter. There are two mam objeotions that 
may be nrged against the adoption of your proposal to record in certain omos in tho 
settlement papers, as the sum payable for the future by ebukanidars, not the existing rent, 
but what you may judge to be a fair rent. The objeotions are (1) that, oooording to the 
principle accepted in the Tenancy Act aa underlying the laws for settlement of rent, the 
existing rent must be assumed to be the fair rout until the oontrary be proved ; (2) the 
distinct order that, in the case of chak\iidar8, the existing rent alone shall he entered, and 
the jotdar be held incapable of enhancing except by a regular suit. As to the first objection 
1 admit the existence of the general principle, but deny its applicability in the present 
instanao. Existing rents can only be assumed to be loir rents under cerlaiu oonaitions, 
that is, when the tract of country under settlomont has been long enough in oeeupation for 
the xaie of rent to become settled by oompetition and usage ; the above assumption cannot 
4w made in the ease of a tract of country lately ouonpied, and in the [irocsM of being 
reclaimed from waste. In t^ former ease we will probably find that oompeUtion and usage 
• have seonred a high but uniform level of rent; in the latter wo are owtun to find great 
* want of axuformity in rates of rent ; the nates oven for ooniigaoiu laud being verv divergent, 
the difilerenoo he^ doe to the longer or shmtor {leriod that lias elapsoil smoe the land was 
leolaimed. That toia must be so will be apparent, if we examine the oonditions under wbioh 
laada ara let for ptmKwes of reoloraation. Wo^ lands are settled with the jotdar bjr 
Qovmunsnt at a regulm rate pn acre ; the jotdar, hhwsver, does not snblot aooordmg to any 
fixed rates: bat on intending eoltivator takes a bl^ of wasto agreeing to pay a lump sum, the 
amount of which varies oocwdiiig to the quality of tcil and ditfioulty of roolamstioa. The rent 
ii, .af oonne, always an easy one, hut it is understood that wfien the land has been brought 
vmiiu onltivariou a fair rent will he fixed at some future period : the ^sngtii of time difiing 
whioh the low rent shall be rayablo is net fixed; tho duretioa of the perfod depends on tw 
difficolfy of iwelamatioo, aad putly no doubt on the e s sinesi or good nature of thd iutdsr. 
There ia no writtea lease, hut the undsestauding is, that sooner or later the rent smU bo 
liaMe to snhanBemeut Thsee are no es t a b lished rates of root: the whole arrangement is a 
"tt of private HtaagaoMat between the jotdar and hjeehnlamklsr; there is no fixity 
ngMuag Bm periM that may elapse before enhancement takee pjase, hut the undeB* 
agreement k weB undsrstood, that whsu the land is under ooltivattoa the otigiuri low 
ate snll be exshaBged tor a father one. In sooh a oondition of things it is i^latoly 
* to amnwa that any existing rent is a tour rent. It only leotams to examina the 
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* Tho order rofemMl to wm piuwed by 
CJovemmetit bacame Mr. Uiwie fiakl tbo 
obukiuidfun’ rente were flxorl pormu- 
iiently by the Jottlar, and no fur ne the 
jutfiar woe oonoemod ooidd not lie al- 
tered. When it liocamo known timt the 
■tatement wan not oorreot, the order wan 
modilloU.

oonditions of fhingt in Mjnuwori teluil, in order to deterauna whather the prindpla aUnded 
to applies or not. In South liyaaguri the land haa for yean bean under ooltirathNi ; tlMra 
baa Wn no inoroam in onltiration einoe the laat aattiamant, 1m there ie no onltunUe mete 
left to be taken up. There oompetition for land tempei^ l^’the ezistenoe of waste waittng 
to be taken up in the near neighbourhood, has indeed raiaed the rent payable by ohukanidan, 
bat we do find eomo uniformity in the rate of rent and a aettled oondition of things that 
warrant ua in oesuming the existing rent to he the fair rent, and in reooidiim the aama 
aa the Umit of demand during the pending settlement. In North liynaguii and Uhengmaii 
the state of ^ings is very different. A large proportion of waste existra at th^ last settlemmit, 
much of which has broui^ht under the plough daring the laet few years and u still 
held un^ the easy terms on wmoh the waste was originally let, while rates obtained by 
reducing the lump rent to the amount payable acre are direimnt ; oontiguoae 
holdings, often in the same jot, and of tbo same quality of land, paying anymng from Im. 
to Bs. 4 per oore. Here the objection does not apply, for we cannot assume* thu the existing 
rent is in any oas^ a fair one. As regards the second objection,^ it is tme that an order 
exists under which existing obnkani rants most be reoo^ed, with no option on the part of 
the Battlement Otiioer to vary them or on the part of the jotdar to enhanoe except after a 
regular suit; it is a question, however, whether this (^er has acy referenoe to snob oases 
as we find existing in North Mynaguri and Ubengmari. My first impression regarding 
cbukani tenures obtained after an examination of such papers relating to the past settlement 

as were available, was that the tennre is a permanent one,* 
hold under a written lease and at a fixed rate of rent. I 
thus described them iu my preliminary report to Govern- 
ment, and under this impression the order alluded to was 

1 )a8sed enjoining the record of existing rates:— “ Experience 
IBS, however, shown me that my mst impression was a 
mistaken one, and that, though theoretioally the tenure 
may bo such os I have desoribed above, in reahty it is of a 
different eharaoter. A written lease is apparently never given, and though the rough agree- 
ments under which blocks of waste are let os described above are oallod ohukanis, they are 
olearly agreements which involve no fixity of rate of rent. To leases of tbo latter description 
the orders alluded to were never intended to apply, for that there were chukaui tenures of 
this desoription, was not at the time understood or suggested. I would, therefore, limit the 
application of the rule to oases which fulfil the oouditious mentioned above ; that is, where 
there is a written lease defining tbo position of the tenant and fixing the rent payable by 
him, the above rule must be held to apply. I would also extend its apjplicability to oases 
in which there is no written agreement, b^t where the tenant has been for some time in 
possession at an unchanged rate of rent suflloiently long to indicate that he holds at settled 
rates. In bU other oases I am inclined to hold that the rule referred to dues not restrict 
the Bettlement Officer's power to sottlo a fair rent payable by the ohukauidar, even though 
iu doing so he may have to enhanoe existing rent. On tbo whole, 1 am of opinion that 
in many inafAu ccs the agreements in North Mynaguri and Cbcngmari entered into between 
the jotdars and their so-oalled ohukanidan, are not of such a nermouent nature os to 
bring them within the limitations imposed by the two objections aUudod to. While, however, 
h fihlin g that interference is, in many instances, quite permissible, I do not consider that 
it woum bo judicious on your part to interfere in every cose. The final settlomeut of a 
fair rent may very well be left to the parties Uiomsf '.vos, aud interference is to bo avoided, 
MfilwM Government mterosts are likely to suffer by delay in recording a fair rent, or unless 
the jotdar or ohukauidar invoke your interforouce. It may happen that, as pointed out in 
your letter, the existing rents paid by ohukanidars ore for some reosou so low that the aggre- 
'ate does not enable the jotedor to nay the Government rent assessed at the sanctioned rates, 
n such a case, if you arc oonvinooa that the euhanoed Government rate may properly he 
imposed on the jotdar, you should at onoo take step to assess a fair rent payable by the' 
ohukanidars, enbandiig the same to such an extent os to leave the jotdar a profit after 
paying the Government rout. In thus assessing a fair rent on the chukanidar you will, 
of oourse, bo guided by tbo rates paid for similar lands by other ohukanidars in the neigh- 
bourhood. The assessment, I may add, in coses of this nature must be made in oonsultaaon 
with the jotdar and his tenants. Enhancement, however, need not be insisted c^ if the 
jotdor objects ; for it may happen in the case of a tea-planter, for instance, that he is willing 
to forego profits and allow hu garden coolies to occupy at nominal rates for the sake of 
their servi^. In su^ coses, however, it must be olearly understood that enhonoed 
Government rent will be imposed on the jotdar, even though he may find it convenient 
not to insist on obtaining any enhancement from hie chukanidon. I shall be glad to kno# 
wbofi you have commenced to carry out revision of the chukani rents in the fight of these 
instructions, for after a oommonoement has been made, I wish to inspect the work done in 
o^or to 'Satisfy myself that the orders have been properly nndeistood. ” * 

17. The above instructions m now being acted upon so far as ^’ots in psrganas 
North Mynaguri and Ghengmari axe concerned. Aa regards obukamdars in pugana 
Boutb Mynaguri, the rents which thw are paying at fnesent nas been rectnrded as payabk to 
the jotdar, and no change will be made except by mutual consent; but there are some cases 
even in South Mynaguri in which dbukamdara are wying very insufficient rent for their 
holdiug^ and for whom I should be permitted to fiix a lair rent If we do not fix, this rent. 

I have no doubt that it will be tM^en by the jotdar without proceedmg to the oootta or

that the AukenidMe will he foroiblj ousted, and will have toreUnquiah their holdings in 
qpite of evetything that has been done for their proteoticn. 

18. asiosHing the revenue na^ble to Gov«mment bjr 
jotedars, the points which 1 have oonsidered are (1) situation at the jote, (2) its nearness to 
roads, markets and tea>gardens, and (3) the oircumstanoes of the jotechtr and his ability to 
pay the revenue every year with ease. A oonsideinble number of the jotedars of Mynaguri 
Tehail are Nepalese and others who reside in Korseoug, Tindai^ and other parts of 
Darjeeling district ; pleaders, tradme, and money-lenders of Jal^guii, Hooghly, Kuoh 
Bihar, om Ban^ur districts; and Muhammadans of the neighbouring estate of Bykantpur. 
The jotedars of Mynaguri have bam especially benefited by roa<u and markets w hioh 
have opened out evmy p^ of the tehail ; their crops ore easily sold, and with good profits, 
to tea-garden coolies; thdr^ jotes are well under cultivation and yield good crops, and 
their condition ispmperoiu in every respect. The tehail is well advanoed, and is at present 
the best oultivatod part of the Duars. The increase of revenue in the three paraanns of 
Mynaguri tehail by this settlement will not be below Ila 60,000, and will bo due ohie^ to the 
enormous extension of cultivation on nearly every jote in paiganas North Mynaguri and 
Cbengmari, as also in some talubof South Hyoaguri ; to the rooovery by the present eeltlement 
of the amount which was remitted nearly seven years ago under the reduction scheme which 
Oolonel Morton had reoommendod ; to the increased area of nearly cvoiy joto, thj additional 
land having been hold either surreptitiously by the iotodar or be rayment of capitation 
tax; and to the application of the rates which have noen sanotionod for this settlement. 
In coses in which the revenne has lioen high, chiefly in taluks of parganos North 
Mynaguri and Chengmari, the inoreftso has been spread over five years so os to enable (he 
jotedars to pay without difficulty, When Ijord Uliok Browne submitted Colonel Morton’s 
reduction scheme for consideration of Government, ho observed^ that Oolonol Morton hod 
expressed an opinion that “the mistakes of the lost settlement or, in other words, the caustw 
of the over asBossment were three vis., — . 

(1) Insufficient classification of land. 

(2) No nllowanoe being made for injury to crops by wild animals. 

(3) Too suddUn an increase in the total rent payable for a joto.** 

Remembering those points, I have token every care to avoid similar mistakes in (ho 
present assoasmont of the Goveniment rovonuo. 

19. Training amt utilisation of PatwirtM and AiiMnsi/oo*.— No patwitries or ICdonngocs 
exist in the Duars. . The Government revenue is oolleoted by tohsildars, who supply nil 
information which is required from time to time regarding jotos and their tenants These 
officers and the men who arc employed under them will have to keep (ho records of (he 
present settlement oorrccttsl to obviate another survey of the Western iMiors. 

20. 'I'hc annexed stiitemeuts furnish all particulars as to oost of the survey and settle- 
ment operations in the Western Diisrs fmm the beginning up to the end of Soptonibsr JH9]. 
Information regarding tho work done is also given, and I hope will be considered satis- 
faotoiy. 

21. In closing this report I would mention that my work lias boon considerably delayed 
in Mynaguri tehail by the number of oases of mutation of names whieli luul to lie di8|>os«d 
of. Chroat difficulty was also felt in making i>noplo pay tho fees fur mutation of iinmos in 
coses in which they bail got the survej^mfns to shew their names in tho new records ns 
owners of the joira without applyiu^^o tho Deputy Commissiotuir of Jaljsiiguri to have 
their names entered in the reconls. They hod liofied to escapo paying tlio foes, and they 
paid up only when threatened with resumption of tho jotos. Five hundred and fort.y-une 
coses of mutation of names were disposad of. Evidence os to powension was recorded in 
every case, and lis.

The cadastral survey of the Duars in season 1890>01 extended over the whole of the 
remaining jot land aroa in tte Duars, including much of the cultivation earried on by the 
Mechts and others in the waste lands of pargana East Madari and the estate of the lato 
Colonel Uidayat Ali.

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The area left for survey wdthin the limits origioally aasigned for cafloslral rme^atioiiB 
ooDsiMts of about 8 square milcH, and comprises a {Kirtion of taluk liudoemari Kolahori, 
in pargana Morsghat, which was omitted last seasim in conse^jucuce of ini|>erfect demar- 
cation and inability on the part of the jotdars to {K>iDt out their boundaries. A portion of 
taluk Qairkhuta, ifvnfiisting of 17 jots^ the existence of which, owing to want of information

2. IFerrfe eetefre under mrveff and retard of righto.— OtLO estate, called the Dakhin 
Shabfspnr estate, which is sit^ted in the island of Bhola. 

8. The parnoa of Dakhin Shabdspur comprieea two estates, of which the numbers 
on the revenue roll of the distriot are 1763 and 1764. The estate 1768, which is under 
the t^urt of War<h, and which was the estate iu whi<^ survey and record of rights 
were in progress during the year un^ repost, is made up of (a) seven annas share of the umd 
of the pargana of wnioh the greater part was separated irom the 9 annas share by a 
partition made before the Permanent Settlement, a small portion being, however, left 
ijmili, and (41 6a. 18()t. li. out of the 9 annas dhare. This ba. IBi/. It. %kr. share 
was purchased by the proprietors of the 7 annas subsequent to the partition of the land 
between the 7 annas and 9 annas shares. There has never been any partition of the 
lands of this 5a. iKi;. It. 2Ar. share from the lands allotted to the 9 annas share in the 
partition made previous to the Permanent Settlement, and hence it follows that the 
proprietors of estate 1763 possess rights which extend over the whole land of the pergunnah. 

4. The operations for the survey and record of rights of this estate 1703 oom* 
menoed in December 1889, and from the oommencement down to 80th Hoptember 1890 
the work which had been done is sltown below as accurately as I am able to give it. 

6. A professional surrey party under the orders of Colonel Kteel arrived on the estate 
in Deoember 1889, and remained there up to the following Juna They were engaged 
in the survey of the Dakhin 8hab4spur ward’s and of (Government estates in Daokergungc 
at the same time. The work done in the Dakhin Shabispur estate was the following 

(a) Traverse surrey of the whole estate, the area of which was found to bo 130'05 
square miles, comprised in 3 h villages. 

(4) Cadastral surrey cf 86 of these villages, comprising an area of 124' 66 
square miles. 

(e) Ehanapuri («>., filling up the first four columns of the khasra) with respect to 14 
of the smaUest villages in the estate comprising on area of only 17 68 
square miles. 

6. In June 1890 the party wont into recess at Borraokpore, and I am unable to 
state what work was done by its members from that month up to the end of September 
1890. All I know is that they Were engaged in calculating areas, filling up remaining 
columns of the khasra, preparing khatians and terijes with respoot to the 14 villajj^ 
of which the kbanapuri had been done on the field, inking up the mai>s, nud preparing 
tracings of the maps for the BetUemout Office. 

7. The party stayed at Barr. ->kpore until November, and probably were engaged 
in the above work up to that month, if not later ; but no rtatemeut has been sent to me 
to show what progroM was made, or when the work woe done, and the utmost 1 can state 
is that the survey party forwarded to the Settlement Officer in October 1890, khasra, khatian, 
terij, milan kbasro. area and crop statements and tnunngs of maps with ruspcct to four 
villages, and nmilar papers with respect to one village in November, five in January and 
four in May. The records of th^ hut four and of one of the five of which records were sent 
in Jonua^ were found to be incomplete, os the names of intermediate tenure«huldcrs hod 
been omitted and some of the papers were missing, so that a revisi($n pf the whole of 

. khanapuri work connected with these five villages became necessary. The nine villages 
of which the papers were received in a complete form from the professional party cover an 
area of 0’38 square miles only. 

8. In the absenoo of any information as to what (ho party did in each month of 
the period from June 1890 to May 1891, 1 think it probably will bo best to regard the 
reeess work of the party as for os this estate is oonoemed, os completed before 80th 
September 1890, sinoe only by doing this that 1 can furnish any figures aa to cost of 
the operations up to the end of September 1890. 

9. The totid oost of the work done in this estate by the survey party as reportoc^ by 

Colonel Strohan in his letter No. k m*?*’ dated 6th November 1891, to your address, is 
Bs. 36,046>7. No partieulars whatever have been supplied to show how this sum was 
arrived at, or how muob riiould be regarded ae cost of traverse survey, cadastral survey, 
khanapuri. or rrootd writing.

But this total is Bs. 2,6d9-l-6 less than the total given by Colonel Straban (Bs. 49,866>7) 
for the work on both the (iovernment estates and this estate. 

10. The question as to which figure is oorreot will form the sobjeot of separate 
eorrespondenoe. For the purpose. of the present rep<»rt I however assumo that Colonel Strahan's 
figures are oorreot, and, as it seems probable, that the mistake in the Deputy Superintendent’s 
figures is in the item of khanapuri and completion of records, the work which was done 
last, and of which the accounts must have been mode up more hurriedly thpn the account 
of the other works which were completed a full year before the figures were given by 
the Deputy Superintendent. I assume that the figures of (ho Deputy Miiperintendent under 
the head Khanapuri, &o., should be increased by lls. 2,639*i-6, from Its. 16,115-7 to 
Us. 17,664-7, 

11. The professional party did not, as fa** as I am aware, attempt to krep up any 
separate account of expenditure on account of the Oovemment estates iind this estate, 
and if there bo no soparnte account, 1 presume the distribution of the total cost (Bs. 49,886*7) 
betwi'cn the Guvernnu-ut estates and this estate can only bo made equitabl.r on the prin- 
dple of charging each item in proportion to area over which the work extended. Adopting 
this plan, however, the sum wnich 1 find should bo charged against this estate is much leas 
than the sum named by Colonel Strahau.

25. On account of survey to close of year under review the Settlement Officer spent only 
Its. 8,141-5-6, and bo will complete the work within the OBtimate. 

26. On settlement ho has expended to close of tho year Rs. 9,638-S-O, whioh leaves now 
nearly Rs. 10,000 for completion of the work. 

27. The settlement operations within the year under report have rosnltod in a net 
deorense of rents payable by Rs. 220-6-7. This, however, is but a nominal decrease. Tho 
villages of whioh the sotiloiuent work was ooinpleted had all more or less been subject to dilu- 
viou, and tho rent-roll of these villages was praoiioally a fiotitious one, os many of the tenures 
and teiinutH named therein hud disappeared. 

28. Actually I find the Mauoger of the estate 1763, as far as liis interest is concerned, 
was only able to realise from these three villages on an average Rs. 19-1-7 nor annum, 
although his rent-roll for tho villages was Rs. 202-3,1.

It seems to me, howeror, that the words of the heading roally mean cases in which final publication 
has been made, and if my view be eorroet, column 5 should show entries only against villages Badna and 
Chaiidrail anil column 6 should show entries only against rhurs Shambiinura, Oolakpura, Padma, 
ilardinge, and Kali, ami if. as I presume, the following column should only be ulJod np against the estate 
against which there are entries in columns 5 and ti, the entries against estates other than those noted 
above should be struck out. 

The headings are, however, far from clear, and it may be that, although I am right as regards the 
meaning of heading 6, that Mr. Duti’s view of the other headings is correct.

The number actually pending, aooording to the register whan His Honor was here, 
was 24. After the visit five eases were oompleted and 21 new eases added, leaving at the 
close of the year 40 oases pending.

Ik oontinuation of this office No. 2630L.R., of the 16th bstant, I have the hononr to 
state that the etatements A.and B submitted to you direct with the ha)f>yearly reports of the 
Settlement Offloere of the Qoremment and the wards' estates {vide letters Nos. 128, dated 
28rd October 1891, from Mr. Outt, and 188, dated 23rd October 1891, from Babu Feeri 
Mohan Bose) contained numerous inaccuracies which would bo most expensive to correct by 
telegram. Bovised statements A and B for the Qoverament estates showing therein the 
figures of eooh Settlement Officer in the district separately are herewith sent to enable you 
to correct their individual statements. 

2. You have not received the half*yearly figures of the Subdivisional Officer of Bhola, 
as he did not submit any half*yearly report, but I give his figures to enable you to use them 
if necessary. 

3. As the statements A and B submitted with Peari Babu’s No. 168, dated 23rd 
October 1891 of the wards’ estates do not require much correctiou, I simply nve below 
revised fibres for certain columns instead of submitting fresh statements. The figures are

Urobr orders received from the Qovemment of Bengal, and abo from the Board of 
Revenue, I have the honour to snbmit the following report of the settlements in my diarge, 
showing the results of the half-year ending the 30th September li^ 

2. The mehals of the fiurdwan Baj in this district, for which a snrvqr and settlement 
have been ordered, are five in number : — 

Tanai No. 128— Gobrah. 

„ „ 129— Maliba. 

„ „ 188— Hukumapur. 

„ „ 449— Panohberria. 

„ „ 449 — Cbandnihat, Ptochanderpur. 

3. The survey and settlement of the first two have been abandoned at the request of the 
Manager, as the Baj holds only an undivided fractional share therein, and as the other 
co-sharers have not joined in the application for survey and settlement. 

I.— Hukumapur. 

4. The state of the work at the end of the last official year was thus described in my 
annual report for that year :— 

"Para. 6. All applications for settling fair rents having been disposed of, and all dis- 
putes of the nature mentioned in section 108 of the Bengal Tenancy Act having been decided, 
all that remains to bo done is to finally frame the records in nocordanoo with the result of these 
apjdioations and disputes, and cause them to be published under section 105 (2). The records, 
of 11 villages have already been published ; those of 5 are entirely, and of 17 are partly 
ready for publication." 

0. The work here described as outstanding was finished on the 30th June 1891, on which 
day the records of the lost of the 88 villages were finally published under section 105(2), 
Bengal Tenancy Act. 

8. In addition to this, all the khatians have been fair-copied. During your inspection 
you recommended the condemnation of the originals owing to their blotched and dirty api)t>ar- 
anoe. Three copies had thus to bo made— one for the oolloctorate, the second for the landlord, 
and the third for the tenants. Forty-five of the orignol khatians, however, were considered 
by me to bo good enough fur the ooUeotorate record-room ; of these, I have caused only two 
sets of copies to bo prepared. Some difficulty was experienced in obtaining tho services of 
intelligent copyists at the contract rates sanctioned under the Board’s rulos. Before the copyists 
got accustomed to the work, little progress was mode, os much of the work done by them hod 
to be condemned. Besides a thorou^ comparison of -U fair copies with tho originals by 
mohurirs employed for the purpose at tlm contract t( tes, I have, to insure accuracy, caused 
a careful rooomparison of over 25 per cent of the khatians to be made by mohurirs of the 
regular eslablisiimeut. As far as 1 am able to judge, the fair copies prepared are correct. 

7. Tho records of 87 villa»es were made over to the collc^orate on and within 5th 
September. The Baj estate got copies of the records of these 87 villages by the 11th Septem- 
ber ; 2,554 tenants received their khatian slips up to the 30th September. That the nwt (about 
745 in number) are yet unprovided for is owing to their own indifference in the matter, 
for the khatian copies of their holdings are long ready in office, and notioes of distribution have 
been issued village by village. 

8. I havu not yet accounted for one village, the oiroumstanoes regarding which are some- 
what peculiar and require separate treatment. Tho records of this village were completed, 
and the 30th Juno was, by notice, fixed for their fintd publication. The records were pnb- 
lisbod as notified ; but such publication became irregular simply by tha filing of a dispute case 
under seotiou 108 of the Bengal Tenancy Act by the Baj, who claimed a large tract of 
nnsurveyml land as forming part of the villoM. These lands were then^ surveyed, and Uie 
case, after being severely contested by the nei^bourin^ zemindar, was decided as a mvil snit, 
and the records of the viUi^ repnblishod under section 105 (2) on the 6tb October 1891. 
All 'dtis illustrates the praotioal difficulty of working section 106. The words “ at any time 
before final publication^' are much too vogue. It would be desirable to substitute for them 
something to tho following eflbot:— " At any time before the issue of a notice under section 
105(2) lor the final publication of the records.” The records of the village oonoemed will be 
dii^sed of as soon as tho offices reopen after the vaoation. 

9. In my report for the year ending the Slat Match last, I spoke of having disposed of 
all disputes of the nature mentioned in Wition 106. The last application made by the Baj 
estate under section 106 during 181K)-91 was received on the 16th September 1890. But, 
besides the oaflo referred to in tne preceding paragmph, the Baj has put m two other applica- 
tions within the half-year under report, olaimiug nnmar relief under seotiou 106. The dispoesl

16. Foir-oopying of jlhatiana has been the prinoipal work done during tiie hal{«year. 

No leaa than 1,545 khaUana were reooixeetMl in ooneequenoe of 
w/eAmniMA* or agreanieiitB filed in ^^wal. Thta neoeantated the reooneotioa of the oonneoted 
papeta, khaatae, terij, &o. Oonaidomhle time was taken up in preparing the atatisticad 
atetementa ( Forma 60 (a), 20 (A), and 60 (e) ), village by village, and also in drawing up 
village reporta and eorreoUng village mapa. 

11. Now,’ aa before, me almoe of the managara or of aome effioient and duly em* 
powmed agent on their behalf eaneoa aerioua delav and inoonvenienoe. The loeal agenta have 
apparently no power to aettle dilutee amioably, althoo^ their diapoaition to protraot 
matteie ii notonoua. 


II. — ^Famcbbbrbu. 

13. The aettlement of this mehal (area 1,603 bighaal has been carried out within the 
half-year under report. The mehal eonaiata of the'vUmee Panobborria and 63 detaehed pieoea 
of hind aituated in 10 of the neighbouring villagea, me area of the largest piece being 831 
^baa, and that’ of the smallest 6 oottahs. The proceedings were hold on the spot and 
ocoopM four da;^a. The statna, existing rents, and other partionlara regarding the holdings' 
(326 in number, iuclnding under-tenurea) were recorded, and t3 disputes aa to the amount of the 
exiating rent, rent-free title, atatua, do., wore dispoeed of summarily. The Itaj estate 
appliM for settlement of fair routs against 89 of the tenants separately, all the caaee being 
then and there disposed of by amicable arrangement. 

13. This is the first settlement done on the lines propoaed bv you and ^proved of by 
the Board in their No. 404A, dated the 17th April 1891, toyouraddreaa, audlbelieve it has 
proved a complete suooeas. This result is duo solely to the presence and oo-operation of the 
Assistant Manager, Mr. Srinath Dutta. 

14. The draft records of Psnohberria have been published under aeotion 106(1) and tlu> 
period of one month after the date of such publication has expired. The Raj estate has llleil 
no objection or dispute care, but the tenants have put in— ' 

1 Objection under seoliou 105 (1) ; 7 disputoa under section 106 ; 2 implioations to set 
aside the orders made in 8 out of the 89 oases under section 104 (2).

Hairing p<^ble appeals, tbe disposal of tbit oose is the only thing that remains to be dune 
in oonnootiou with Panohberria.

16, The settlement of this insignificant mebal (area 12 bigbss) was completed during 
the half-year. As there was no apphoation for sottlemeut of fair rents, the existing rents oiilv 
were recorded and the prooeeduigs toiminated. In your No. 1048T.A., dated the ^K-th 
July 1891, to the address of tho Commissioner of the Burdwan Division, you wmo pleased 
to agree with me that a survey and record of rights of fwtty scattered oreae of this kind 
should not bo asked for. *’*.

WiiR reference to your Ciroolar No. IdTA., dated the i7lh October 1991, I have 
the honour to aubmit the following annual repoort for the period let October 1S9() to 30th 
September 1891. in connection with theaettlement of Uuhmapore in Birbhttm. 

2. A report for the year ending the Slat Match IttVi wae eubmitted to the t-ollectnr 

of Birbhum with this office No. 8. datra the 6th April 1 Hi' 1, and a remit for the half* 
year ending the 39th September last has been submitted to you with tnis office No. 329, 
dated the 14th Ootobwr. w • 

3. Two other petty mekah in Birbhum have been settled during the year under 
report, but as the wurk in oouueotion with them was done during the half>year ending the 
3Uth September last, and has been described in my report for that period, I may as well 
confine inmlf in Uie present report to Uukmapore. 

4. The sres of the estate as professionally surveyed amounts to 16,696*69 acres, its 
recorded area according to tlie revenue survey being 16,491 acres. This discrepancy may 
be accounted for by the fact that the extamal limita of villagos have nett, in the preaeut 
survey, been laid down by reference to the revenue survey mans, as also by disturbance of 
ptssession in the course of the lost 40 years, and is also procmbly due to iiinocuraoios in the 
old survey. The former figure does not iuolude an area of 216 acres clHimeti bv tlie Itaj 
in an application under section 106, Bengal Tenancy Act, as forming part of llukmAp«>re, 
but not yet adjudicated upon or surveyed. It, however, inmudes an area of 6.')i'H6 sores, 
whioh in oboaequeuoe of enquiries into Ixmndary disputes has been found to form no 
part of the Biudwan estate, and an area of 16 acres not vot adjudicated upon. 

6. Tbe records of Hukmapore oontaiu 37,387 kiwsra entries and 4,6lH khatian slips. 
A tabular classification of the latter is annexed. 

6. Uukmapore was surveyed at the end of 18*^8; no sett loroeut officer was ap|)ointed 
till January following, and no settlement work wss done till the middle of October lo89 
when I was placed in charge. 

7. I took charge of the settlement office on the 14th October 1889, and completed 
by tbe Slat March following a draft reeprd of tbe particulars required to be recorded under 
notification dated the 24th Septembm I88u, publisbcd in tbe 6'aMto tfciwY/c of the 26th 
September (Part I, pages 807>808). Applications fur euhancomont and additional root were 
mmo by the Baj, most of them being filed after the expiry of the period fixed under rule 
16 of Gliaptor YI of the Government rules. Tne tenants of certain groups of villages wore 
joined toother as defendants in 37 suits under section 104 (2) which covered 4he entire 
tenantry of Unkmapore. All these suits were ountosteil by the teoante, who filed written 
statemente in answer to the claims put forward by the iiaj. 

8. Tbe following plan was laid down by you for settlement of rents:— "Mr. tlcily 

will obtain from the settlement officer copies of khatians of villages of whioh the records 
have been made over to the sottlgnient officer, and see if he can effect an amicable 
settlement of rents with the ryots, so, he ehould report the arrangements whioh he 
proposes to make If Mr. Itoily snd the ryots do not oomo to an amicable arrange- 

ment as to what ore to be entered os fair rents, then the settlement officer will pro- 
ceed to settle fair rents according to the principles laid down in sections 27, Su to W, 
38, 51 and 62 of the Tenanov Aot.”A_,Uemo. on Burvey and Settlement of Butdwan Kbas 
Mehats, dated Bari, tfao 2Uth August 1889). Tbo Manager accordingly asKwl me for oopii s 
of the khatUns in April 1H90, and previous to doing so, reported certain proixisala tor 
introducing soil-class rates whiiffi reoeived the apprtivol of the Board of Iterenue. 8trong 
hopes of an amicable settlement in these terms were entertained till the end of October 
lt>90, when the Manager reported (Manager's No. 742K, dated 1890, to tbe Col- 

lector of Birbbom) that the tenants had played false with him. Meanwhile Mr. Baity hod 
been asking me demi-offioiaUy to piisb on with the oases, while his local agciite were cou- 
tinoally applying fur adjournments on the ground (among others) that an amiaible settle- 
ment was being arranged. These local agents were never preimrod t'l produce evidence, 
and oomplained of tho difficulty in obtaining witueesee in coniMKjucrice of a hoetile com- 
bination of the tenantry. Taking these circumstances into oonsidemtinn, and holding that 
an amioaUe adjustment was desirable in the intM^te of all concerned, 1 ^Id tho caaes 6v«r 
ontQ about the middle of Novemb>*r, when the Manas’s No. 742 K just referred to came 
into my hand. The Manager about the same time tmputed an officer with full iiowem 
and d^uite inatroctiona to treat with tbe tenaote. 'This was a wise step, and it MiHid 
me m<n<e than anything rise in getting through my work. It woe between Novemlssr 1^0 
and Febmary 1891 that the settlement cssee were disfi tsed of, although one case was 
settled in July nod four more between that month and October 1^99. • 

9. My work np to October 1890 wae to write up tbe records tor piiblioation under 
eeotion 106 fl). Tbe survey records with which 1 had to deal sbowed tbe outire area of 
Hnkmapore es ** rent-paying” and almoet the whole external boundary of tbe estarfo es 
**dii^ted.” Befcth tbe drafts could be published, 1 bed to dispose of 949 claitna to 



xe 


hold land os part of oth«r zomindatiM, oa rent-free or at aflzed reot,orM«AdiardN,fte. TIui 
I did in the nrst inetanoe aummarily in tiie manner laid down in paramph 4 of Appendix D 
of the Board's SeltUmnt Manual, The records had to he amended in aooordonoe vith 
the deoiaions arrived at in theae oases, as also aooording to 374 lists of diaormndes noted bj 
the attestation amins under paragraph 2 of A^ndix D of the Manual. These lists were 
abnormaliv heavy in oonsequenoe of the Mmaimri having been made' by amins un* 
acquainted with the looal language, and also beoaiue ibe tenants often did not attend on 
them to point out the limits of their holdings. The homestead sites were originally clubbed 
together, a detailed survey was made ^ tne Burdwan detachment of the Survey of Indio, 
and the records were received by me in July 1890. These bad to be worked into the original 
khatians before draft publication, which work was oompleted on the 17th August 1890. 

10. If otters shxid thus till the end of September 1890. Only five oases under section 
104 (2) embracing 129 tenants and 318 out of 846 dispute oases filed under section 106 
were dis]HMed of up to the end of that month. the end of Februaly last all tlm 37 
applications fur the settlement of fair rents had been disposed of, and at the end of Monh 
1891 the entire file of dispute oosi s under section 106 bad been cleared. 

II Two of the COSOS under section 104 (2) were tried oj* porfo, os the tenants, after 
filing written statements contesting the claim of the zamindar-plaintiff to enchancement and 
additional rent, did not appear at the trial ; throe oases wore practically withdrawn by the 
pleader for the Raj estate on the ground that the lands in question formed the debottar 
T)ro{wrty of an idol ; nine were dismissed under sections 102 and 158 of the Oodeof Civil 
Procedure ; t e habitual neglect of the Raj agents in appearing and in producing evidence being 
a Hoiiroe of constant annoyance to me and of hardship to the opposite parties, and rendering 
the adoption of such prooedure necessary. The rest of the oases wore tried and decided 
Bccordiug to law, a considerable number of the tenents filing nolehnamaht or agreements 
by amicable arrangement with the Raj These iolehnatnvdis were not drawn up in accord* 
aucc with Mr. Heily’s terms, but stipulated os follows : — 

(1) An allowance of 3 oottah por each standard bigha in calculating areaa of 
holdings. 

(2} Aooeptniioo of patnidar's papers (showing areas and rentals) and kabuliyats os 
correct. 

(3) Assessment of excess areas (if any) at the average rate payable for the rest of the 

holding. 

(4) Amicable ac^ustment of the petitions filed by the Raj estate under section 106 

disputing tho right of tho tenants to hold lauds rout*free. 

Af(i>rn sonrohing examinatiim of all the records in Mnroh lost, you were satisfied os to 
the hona-fitlf chameter of these tolehnatnaht. On that oocoaion you recorded the following 
observation: — 

“ If tho principle of oomTiromiso which was ultimately adopted hod been put forward 
at the boginning, it is probable that it would have been readily oooepted by the ryots, that 
the settlement proceedings would have been completed iu a shorter time, and that much 
i>xponso and labour would have been saved.” 

HioBO words exactly express my own view of the matter. If a duly qualified offioer 
with full powers nud insiruotions ha>t lieen deputed by the Manager in October 1889 
instead of 12 raontbs lator. th>< result would oertaiuly ^ave been most satisfactuiy. As a fact, 
the atfuira of the estate in eonnection with the settlement wore left in the hands of a number of 
inoliiotont subordinate olHeials. These men were vested with no powers (wisely as I think) 
to treat with the tenants, so that in each case reference hod to be made to the Manager, whu 
was away at Burdwan, nr in some remote part of the Burdwan estate. As regards those 
tenants who did not flio sgreimieuts, 1 put the Uaj os plaintiff tostriot proof of me grounds 
of onhanoement and additional rent olmined. As a result no enohanoement was decreed by me. 
Tho Raj produced measiiremeut papers and kabuliyats obtained from the late patnidor to prove 
its claim to additional rent under section 52 (l)u. In sdme oases these papers were not 
proved and were not admissible iu evidence. These oases wwo dismissed, the existing rents being 
adhered t>. In some oases the papers produced wore proved by oompetent witnesaea. The 
evidence adduced clearly proved that the previous measurements were made with a cubit of 
19t inebes. and the areas were consequently calculated aooording to that standard. Sudli 
calculation showed exoeaa area in tho majority of oases; iu a few instances it shosred defioienoy, 
and in fewer instances it showed no alteration of area. Where excess area was provM, 
evidence was forthcoming that the excess consisted of new lands enoroaohed upon hy tha 
tenants such lands being designated uoafiadi or “newly cultivated,” and the prevailing rata 
for such lands being proved to vaiy iu different villages from 4 annae to 10 or 11 anoaa 
fier big:ha. The excess areas srere assessed accordingly. The tmiants have not appealed 
against such assessment. When tho evideoee proved defioienoy in area, abatement waa 
allowed, iu the absouoe of proof of the yearly value of the land los^ aooording to the latter 
ptortioD of section 52 (4) of the Bengal Tenanoy Act. No iteration in rent wae made in thoaa 
cos'is iu which no alteration in area was proved. The reault of the setUemmit baa bean an 
inoreasa of He. 2,073 over the previous jamabandi. 

12. Not the least portion of mv work was the disposal of 861 “ dispute ” eosee under 
section 106 filed up to March last,— *639 of them being contested and tried aa civil anita. 
Must of those were merely revivals of the 949 oases I had summarily disposed of nnder 



Mngnpk 4 of App^ix D, oa^ wore fU«d bj tiio Ba|. At Tarioiio itogM in tbo muim of 
trial the agonta withdrew or abandoned 135 of the eaaaa. Of the reet. 6A were diamiaaed 
under aeottona 103 and 1&8 of the Oiril Prooodure Code. The Agenta appliod under aeotioa 
103 of the (^Ttl Proeedure Code for ordere to eet aaide the diamiaeale under aeotion 103. They 
erentuaU;^ withdrew 33 of there applieetione after notioea were aerred on the defondante, aa 
provided in aeotion 103. Civil Procure Code. Tbe«e airoumatanoee are mentioned to a^w 
the hapbaaard mannwr in whioh the oaaea were oond noted, and the tronble it entailed on me 
bjoompelUng me to m over the aame ground eeveral timee All thia would not have happened" 
if a oompetent man had been on the epot to repreeent the Manager from the beginning. In 
Hukmapnie the plainte under aeotion 106, Bengal Tenancy Aot, were rweived on pliun 
paper. The new role by whioh court-fee etampe of the value of H annas are to bo levied 
on Buch applioationB u likely to have a aalutaiy effect in checking indiaoriininate inetitutiona 
of the kina referred to. 

13. llatteae stood ea followa at the end of March 1801 ; — 

All applications for settling fair rente having been disposed of, and all disputes of the 
nature mentioned in section 106 of the Bengal Tenancy Aot having been deoided, all that 
remaine to be done is to finally frame the record in acoordanoe with the result of there appU- 
eationa and disputes, and cause them to be published under section 105 (3). The raooras of 
11 viUagee havealroiuly been published ; those of 5 ure entirely, and of 17 are partly ready for 
publication. 

14. The work here described as outstanding was finished on the 30tb June 1891, on 
whioh day the records of thelMtof the 88 villages were finally published under section 105 (3), 
Bengal Tenancy Aot 

' 15. In addition to tbis,ali the khatinns have been fair copied. During your inspection 
you recommended the condemuaiion of the originals owing to their blotnheil siul dirty a|>T>oar> 
ance Three onpieshsd thus to be made, — one fur the colu‘otorate, the second for the landlord, 
and the tliird for the tenants Forty-five of the original khatians, however, were oonsidored 
by me to be good enough for the colloutorate reoord-room; of these 1 have caused only two 
seta of oopies to bepre{iarod. Home diflioalty wu experienced in obtaining (he servioee of 
intelligent copyists at the contract rates sanctionod under the Board's rules. Before the 
uopyista got aooustomod to the work, little progress was made, as mnoh of (he work done by 
them had to be oon'iemued. Besides a thorough oumparisou of all fair oopies with the origiusis 
by muharirs employed for the puqKise at the oontraot. rates, 1 have, to unsure aoouraey, eausod 
a careful reconiparison of over 25 raroent. of the khatians to be made by nmharrirs of tlie 
regular establisument. As far as 1 am able to judge, the fiur oopies prepared are ooiTe<4. 

10. The records of 87 villages were made over to Uie Colleotorate on and withiu the 
.5th September. The Ifaj estate gut copies of the records of these 87 villages by the lltb 
September. Two thousand five hundred and fifty-four tenants received their khatiau slips up 
to the 30tb September. That the rest (about 745 in number) ure yet unprovided for is owing 
to their own indifference in the m^ter, for the khatian copies of these holdings are 
long ready in office, and notices of distribution have Imm)u issued, villsgu by village. 

17. Besides the 801 otwes under section 106, referred to in paragraph 12, 3 more oases 
were instituted by the Raj later on, claiming cortuin unsurvoyodaress tm port of Ilukmapiire. 
Of these, one has been disposed of and two are {ending. 

18. During the period under report 1 have been in camp for 84 days.

No demarcation work was done during the 
period under report. The Surrey Department are now correcting the boundaries of mary rlllages, which 
shows the boundaries of villages as first laid down by them, on which they based the surrey, to hare 
been wrong. 1 therefore beliore that no demarcation work was properly done on the surrey of the 
pargana if done at all. This is unfortunate, as the alteration of the village boundaries now by the 
Surrey pepartment is causing much additonal work in this office. 

{U) Tne surrey had been finished in the pargana before my arrival here. 

(r) The records of 72 rillages in the {mrgaiia (66 mal and 6 lakhiraj) had been all receired 
before the period under report. The khasras and traces of 60 villages are now with Surrey Department 
who are noting the tauzis therein and correcting the boundaries of the villages. 

(d) The ahanapuri had also been finished before the year under report. 

(e) During the year under rejiort the rents of tenants had all been fixed by agroemont of the parties. 
The existing rents had been determined before the settlement of rents by mo. 

(() No fresh assessment of land revenue is being made. 

Statement No. IV. 

No stops hare yet been taken to train the local officials. It is iutended to teach the gumishtas the 
rudimeuts of surveying at the end of the settlement.

Prftiminarff , — The reoords of 31 villages, besides of six non«ront paying ones, had been 
made over to me on my arrival to Kajlagar as Settlement Offioer, t.r., on the lOth February 
lb90. The attestation work and the settlement work regt^ing all those villages were oom* 
pleted by the end of May 1890. The montlis of June, July, August, and a part of ^ptem* 
oer were employed in disposing of applications and suits under seotion lUO of the Bengal 
Tenancy Act, in oomnlcting tho correction of the reoords for errors as found on applioatum 
by the raiyats filed niter attestation, and in tho preparation of the jamabandis ana decrees 
regarding the 31 villages according to my decisions in the settlement suits. Seven hundred and 
twelve such applications wore disposed of cither summararily or by framing them into suits, 
as oirouiustauocs required. It is a siugulor fact that none of those applioations, as far as 
1 can see from the register of applications, was filed by the landlord who reserved his 
objections till after the publication of the draft records.

Notices were issnod for the settlement of rents in those villages, and the settlement work 
regarding these rillagcB was taken up in the middio of September IH'.tl, tho work of atlas* 
tatiun having been o<)mmnnce<l a month hofore its being redone in my prescDeo, There were 
disputes affecting 3 330 holdings filod^fore me at thie attestation, which were decided by 
mo, resulting in the com^ction of thoj|^>rds affnoling 2,f>38 raiyats and 9,200 plots. There 
were besides snia'cy errors regarding SsiR holdings and 1,440 plota. 

After deciding those disputes 1 took up the settlement suits which had been instituted out 
spplications by the landlord. I was hearing these suits rcganfiug tho 32 villages simulta- 
neously with carrying on a oorrcsiiofldouoo with Mr. Iteily fur afletiing an ami'-ahle snUlement 
between the landlord and tho raiyats. Fievural pnqiosals vircro romlo, and Mr. Koily was 
prevulod upon to agree to certain tenus which he ha«i proposed at the liegiiining of the settle* 
ment, the essence thcrotif being that tho survey areas bo assessed at the existing rates* after 
a deduction therefrom of 25 [H>r cent. lie, however, at last withdrew thw torras and pro- 
posed fresh ones which tho raiyats would not accept. 

Things had reached this stage when llis Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal 
visited Miduapore, and after inspeiitiou of the workproprwod that tho landlord should not look 
■ fm an enchancement of rents in the present ouudition of the raiyats. Mr. Kinucano visited 
Bujamutha on the 20lh March, and after looal inspection recommended to the Board the 
compromise on the basis on which I had so long bsen vainly trying to bring about an agree- 
ment. Lala Ban Behary Kapar was directed by the Board to oomc te Hujamutliatogive fffitfl 
to the oompromiM recommended by Mr. Finuome. He came here in April and went away 
after filing in general terms agreements with the raiyats, the ossenoeof which was that. the 
iiTiat.iw g rente he held as fair, leaving it to me to wotx out the oompromtaes as to naob indivif 
dual ruyat in a form which ^ gave to me.

I wrote to tha Oolleotor demi'offlciaUy about it in my letter dated the 13th June 1891, 
htpt 1 got no loply..

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unhelped by the Sub-lCnnager, who Mtid inpetitioni with eome raiyate that he waa tnepared 
to help me ill followed the plan of wooing them out in the form laid down hv the Xaoagw. 
Tbia waa in a manner diotatmff to me the oonrae I ahould adopt, aa it implied that teleaa I did 
80 the Sub-Manager would not Wp me in working out the oompromiaeai aa waa eviden^ hia 
duty to do, ureapeotive of the oonrae I waa adoplmg, whioh if he or the Manager did not 
approve of he mi^t repreaent to the Director in the meantime. Tbia I believed waa unream- 
able, the more ao oa the working out of the oOmpromiee in the manner indicated waa v^ little 
neceaaaiy, and that too for the purpoae of enabnng the aaminder to object to Mibdiviaiona of 
holdinga to which ho ought never to have thought of objecting at all in a oaae like the preeent. 
Thia oonrae too waa altogether impracticable, aa the identification of nearly 80,000 aiOTcy 
plota with zamindai^ ohitta plota would be herculean work and could not be done in a 
reasonable time, aa u proved op the fact of the landlord’s having been doing thia work with 
an average of 16 well-paid amine for nearly eight montha and not yet half finishing the work. 

On the 25th June 1 saw Mr. Finuoane in Oaloutta and related to him the whole oaae. 
He asked me to go with him to Burdwan to meet the Manager, wMcdi 1 accordingly did. 
There at the Conference he entirely agreed with me regarding the inoompleteneaa of the 
coffipromiaos and the cumbrouaneas of the form in which the landlord ptopooed that they 
should bo worked out, laying down at the same time that it was not sufficient for the landbid 
to file compromises in general terms, and that it was the landlord who should work out the 
compromises, in whioh view the Commissioner agreed. It was also arranged tliat the Survey 
Department would now note the taiusia in the khasras and mark them on the traces, and 
that I should then enter them in the khatians. 

The landlord now took up the working out of the compromises and the Survey 
Department took up the work of entering the teuzis in tlie record. I waa at the same time 
helping the landlord with a part of my establishment in preparing the latwari rent 
Rtatements and deciding suits and freshly raised disputea, and was havmg the records as 
complete os they could be before publication, viz. completing the correction of the records for 
errors, writing .up the Kaohomehal customs in each khatian as required, and the filling up 
(if the blank columns of the khatians, which had hitherto been loft blank. This work was 
contiuued up to the end of September 1801.

Thu detaehmdnt vraa to have been absorbed into No. 8 Party (Oriaaa), but owing to 
repreeentetion made by the Manager, Burdwan Baj Eatate, it waa deoided to retain the 
sarvioee of Mr. Hhaw and a small staff for a further period of one year. 

The work allotted waa— 


(a) Belaying of old thakbust boundaries in district Bankora of 21 manaas ad* 
mitted by the Manager to have been leased in patui. 

(h) The central survey of all lands in district Burdwan that bad been omitted 
from measurement during previous seasons. 


Field office was opened at Baniganj on the 20th December 1890, and until the arrival 
of instruments on the 6th January 1801, the nooetsaiy eom|^son of old revenue survey 
maps, thakbust maps, and boundary sivv^s executed in 1889*00 were being undertaken 
prior to starting t^ demarcation in distriot Bankora. 

The relaying of boundarios of the 21 mauaas was completed on the 20th January. 
Tlie demarcation of each villas waa tested by indcMndent surveys of the boundaries of 
mausa on the 4* soole. The salient points on the boundarios of the mausaa so relaid 
were marked by 4U0 drainage pipes, of tl* diameter, obtained from Messrs. Bum and Com* 

E any of Baniganj. The oost of the pipes, as well os the cost of embedding them, was bomu 
y the Baj management, and forma no port of the amount shown as survey expenditure, 
although the work was done by the detaohment. 

Much unsatisfactory delay was caused in starting the field*by*field survey of lands 
omitted during previous operations owing to the ignorance of the Itaj officials about the 
situation and extent of the lauds to be measured. The lands are very muoh soattored, and are 
situated in 99 villages extending from Oulna on the Ilooghly river to Baiutbia station on the 
East Indian Railway loop line. 

The average size of the blocks measured is 4*73 acres only and that of the flelds n-;i4 of 
an acre. 

The cost of surveying such small and scattered areas has necessarily been high, being 
Be. 1-4 an acre, ineluding maps, records, traoee, Ac. 

The lands were known to bo situated io nearly IU9 villi^s, but os they were pointed 
out for measurement in a most desultory manner by the tahsildars, it was not known what 
the area would ultimately prove to be. lire lands, too, are situated in villages not in khas 
possession, and tenants were with difficulty got U> attend for the necessary entries in tike 


khosras. ^ 

The oost and difficulties of thii^ork cannot, therefore, be gauged by those of similar 


operations in other parts of the country.

The measurement of the smaller blocks and isolated fields was tosled by an Inspector 
in the fi eld, through the larger blotdts test lines were run after receipt of the majHi 

in office. , 
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During; rocoM the work undertaken by the detaohmant wai iomewhat different from 
that usually performed by cadastral parties. 

In (listnot Midnapore the l^urdwan Baj owns 6G Tillages, which constitute pargana 
Suiarnutha. These villages, however, although all belonging to the Baj, are made up of 13 
difforont tauzis or properties, seven paying revenue to Government and six revenue-free. 

The Manager pointed out at the meeting on the 30th Juno, previously alluded to, that 
those had all beon measured as one estate, and that the reoo:i^ of rights had been similarly 
treated. It was necessary, ho said, to have these separate tauzis marked on the survey maps 
and the khatians con*ccted to agreo with the maps. The Manager further brousfht to notice 
that the boundaries as pointed out by the Baj officials at the timo of oadastrol surv^ in 
1888-89 did not in all cases oorresiKind with the boundaries os they existed at the time of 
thakbust survey ill 18;H, and that the zamindari papers were based on limits of villages 
as they existed at this latter mentioned period. 

'I'ho old boundaries wero oonsoquontly entered on the original plans and on the traoes 
supplied to the Settlement Ofrict^r and the Manager. The diiforent tai^s were also shown 
on the traoes by moans of distingxiishing c3olours in accordance with the thakbust maps. 

This method of showing different tauzi on the traces, as also revenue- free, ghatwali, and 
other lan<Ifl marked on the thakbust maps, was extended to districts Burdwan and Bankura, 
the old thakbust boundaries being likewise shown on the traces. 

Although in district ISurdwan the boundaries of mauzos now pointed out differ in 
many places from the old briundaries, yet the number of mauzas has remained the same, 
but in district Bankura very few indeed of the mauzas now recognised on the ground 
correspond with those shown on the old revenue survey and thakbust maps. The comparison 
r>f boundaries and colouring of tauzis in district Burdwan have all been completed ; and 
it was anticipated that the same would have beon done for all the mauzas of Bankura, 
but the difficulties iu this district wero greater than was expected. The mauzas are so 
mixed up that portions of six, seven, and sometimes ton original villages now go to form 
one village as lately pointed out to the surveyors.

With nferenoe to y«ar (nmilar No. 15T.A., doted 17th instant, I Imve the honour to 
auhmit the annual report of surrej and settlement of the Sorail oetate for the period lit 
Ootoher 1890 to 30tb September 1891. 

2. From the tvro statements mbmitted herewith, it will appear that the total area 
under annrej was 180,664 aores, oonaiatiug of 299 viUa^. The survey was oommenord 
with by a detaohment of Party No. II of the Survey of India in the month of NovemW 
1889,' and up to the month of Sejitember 1890 the party finish^ the whole of ^e traverse 
survey, 166,882 acres of kiatwsr survey, and oompleted the k^napnri or record writing 
with respect to^ 126,696 acres. The Survey Department not having made over to me the 
papers of a single village daring the hrst sixmont^of the operations, I virtually did no 
aettlement work during the period. Up to the 30th September 1890, they sentto me the records 
of 31 villages onl^, oompnsing an area of 3,378 aqros. Out of these 31 villages, the records 
of 26 villages havmg been received in the month of September 1800, the setUoment opera* 
tion aotuallv began m November 1800. Daring the last 12 months, that is, from 1st OcbW 
1890 to 30th September 1891, 1 recorded the rights and settled fair rents of 16,773 tenants 
holding an area of 37,080 acres. The villages I have settled oontain a total number of 
20,864tonant8, out of whom the rents of 6,001 tenants have uot been sottl(>d,as they have 
no direct relation with the Court of Wards, bat hold lauds under patnidar and o t her 
proprietors. 

3. Tho offcot on tho aimiudar’s ront-roH by the settlement of the above villagos has 
been an inorease of rent to the extent of 22'2 per cent. The increase is, however, liable to 
alteration, and is likely to bo roduoed after the publioaiion of tho draft jamalmudi and dis* 
poeal of objections under sootions 103 and 106 of the Tenancy Act. Tho incroase is chiefly 
due to the excess quantity of lands found in the i>ossession of raiyats by the uiiereaolimfut of 
fallow lands. In assessing rents on excess lands, an ollowanoo of 3^ gandns per katii, or 
about 17 {MiT cent., has been made in favour of raiyats fur ails of flolds and dust* mwimmient. 
In a very small number of iustoncos the rate of rent has been enhanced to the prevailing 
rate after personal local enquiry and satisfactory evidence addunwl by tho landlenl. 

4. The total cost of survey up to 30th Soptemhor 1891 has boeh lU 99,168, out of 
wlvioh Hs. 27.876 was spent daring the lost 12 months. The asttloraont oxponsos from 1st 
October 1890 to 30th September 1891 have been Us. 10,633, and tho area settled 47,002 
acres, so that tho avemge rate per aor<« for the last 12 muntlia has buoti found to be 3 annas 
7 pie per acre. In villagos wliioh still remain to bo settled, the bulk of tho attestation work 
has been com]>Iotcd, so that at the closit of tho settlement proooediiigs the rate per acre for 
tho whole work is likely to bo considerably rodaowl. Tho sum of Us. 3,()(l(> spent up to tho 
30lh September 1890 for settlement expotuicH in fact went for untiling, tbo actual suftlement 
operatioiu not having begun before OutoW 1890, owing to the nun-Meoipt of papers from 
the Survey Department. 

6. So far the settlement work 1ms proceeded without any hitdi, aiul both tho landlord 
and tenants seem to bo satisfied with the proceedings. I, bowovor, bod to undergo great 
diftiouUies in making settlnment^^iug to tho nmuerons iiiiuscurauios which luid erejit into 
the survey impors, tho khaliaus iiut%ving boeu locally compared by tbo Survey Department 
in tho {trcsenco of raiyats and landlords’ agents. Tim pargana consists of throo largo 
xamiDdoris and a largo mtmbur of small rovonuo-jiaying and rovnnuH-froe estatcMi tho 
lands of which are intermi.v<sl albiost in every village. Tim Surwy Dojiartnmnl imving 
measiirtsl tlie lands of one ostoto sSi ap|>ertaining to another, greal jiuius hud to bn taken in 
correctiug tho mistakes. 

6. Another dilUoulty mot with while proceeding with tho sottlomont Work is fim great 
variety of rates in tho same village. A Tillttg<.t is generally dividmi into (ivo or six bainlas 
’ Thb !;• nut »fa«t 1 oa* voM »ti Ui« Or patchee of land, and somutimos <aior<‘, and in each 

banda different rates* are found to prevail, With a view to 
determine rents, it was found necessary to ascertain tlio nilo 
payable by raiyats for every plot of land in tlie same baiida,t 
which was a tedious task an<l oecupic'l a good deal of time.

In aooordanoe adth the inetruotioua oonvoyetl in OoTemment Circular No. 4d5Tlt, dated 
24th September 1891, I have tbe honour to eubmit the following report with statemeuta 
A and B regarding the eettlemont oiteratione of killa Kiyaug for the half>year ending 
30th Septemmr 1891. 

The settlement of killa Kujang is made amicably, and tbe principle which is assumed ' 
in adjusting the rent is a calculation ut the village rates of rent on the land asoertaitt^ 
by measurement by 20 dustr podika in which a mftu is equal to *73 of an oore, found in 
occupation of a tenant, with the several kinds of crops, referenoe being at the same tiino 
to tbe description of tenure under which the land is held and oultivated. This, tugetlier with 
the class of soil as asosrtained, forms tho basis of assessment of rent of tbe raiyati tenures in 
the eetate. 

The snbstitntion of 20 dustv podika for that of 16 dostv, throui;hout the esUte except 
Chokra, under Board's order, bad caused a reduction in tho rental iu pruportiuu to the 
deorease in the area of the bolding. Tho janiabondies made out on this proouduru bad, 
however, to be overhaidod and oorrooted, in acourdauue with tho iustruotious subsequently 
received. 

There are certain class of lands oalled palandaa. These palandos are sold evorv year 
by auction to the highest bidders, who sublet them to tho raiyate fur cuUii^atiuu as well as for 
pasturages after the crops aro -roaiud. Many of those palaudas have been brought under 
cultivation by tbe tenants for more than five years, who got their names noted in kbasra. 
These lands were settled with the raiyats under the orders of tho late kfaua^rer, Mr. Iteily. 
But as tho rout so assossod was found to bo less than tbe amount ranlizablo by tbe palaudas 
being put to auction os usual, the lands in question have, under tho orders of tho presunt 
Manager, been shown iu the naiuo of tho Raj ostato. The former rental has thorofuro been 
noted in khation as tho prosont rent. 

These circumstances ncoossitatwi a revision of most part of my works, which took a long 
time during tho half-year. 

No attempt bos been made to resume tho lakhirnj tenures that aro entered in tho land' 
lord's register or in the road cess paiwr. I seltlod only suoh lauds as rout-fruo as aru 
noted in the register supplied to this otiico by tbe 8ub-Miuiagor, tho figures .of which tally 
with thoso of the first rood oess^turn of 1980 , tho excess lands being resumed. Tho 
service touures were settled oooonAg to tho utbali paper received from tho 8ub>Maoager’s 
oilioo. It was not uccossory, tberefmo, to go into details of suoh tenures. 

During the half-year under review, my timo was mostly devoted to settling tho rent-free 
tenures and in recording the rent of the under-raiyats in tho khatiau, most of whom cultivate 
lands of tbe l&khirajdurs on tho balf-[iroduoe system. There was much of misoollaneous work 
besides, connected with the revision of tho jamabundies and the preparation of fresh stnto- 
menta, in which all of my subordinates hod been employed during tbo latter three mouths 
of the period under report. Early part of tbo half-year tbe muli^rrirs were employed in 
preparing jatnabatidiee and in helping me iu taking signatures of tho raiyats iu khalion and 
the amins in checking dassifiuatiou of soil and correcting kbasras and kbatinus. 

My English'stan consisting of two clerks was fully engaged, one being in charge 
of tbe oorrespoudeuce, whilst the other oonstfintly acoumiianied me iu my tours for tho bench 
work, and prepared the different periodical returna and statements. The bulk of tbe 
woric having run short, tho services of one of them was dis[>oasod with from the ist June 
last. 

My head quarters is at Marsaghai, a place within tbo estate under settlement, where 
there is a tahsil cutcherry. 1 was away from it on tour for 97 days during the half-year.

Daring the year undor review the rent of 28, 841 tenants and 3,000 ander>rai^a, moat of 
whom cultivate lands under half produce system, was recorded, leaving 7,014 to be dealt with 
in the following year. The entire 146,804 acres were surveyed previous to the year under 

Z rt, but the khaaras and khatians of mousahs were not prepued and made over to this 
» till the year in question. 

There were six coses of bonndoiy disputes pending in my office from the previous year 
and four cases were instituted daring the year. Out of these 10 cases, ^ nine were decided 
and one pending at the close of the year. Besides those, 2,738 caa<« relating to tbe mutation 
of names, classinoation of soil, riyati tenures claimed as rent>freo, and about titlo of ront>froe 
tenure-holders were disposed of. 

1 was away iirom tne hood-quarters for 181 days durinf the period undor report. 

I have completed the settloment of killa Kiyang, and am now arranging the records and 
drafting the completion report, which 1 hope to misb soon.

I HAVB the honour to eubmit half-yearl;j' Progreu Report, No. II, for the period ending 
trith 80th September 1891, as called for |n Govemment letter to the Board of Revenue, 
No. 455TB, ^od Darjeeling, the 24th September, oopy of nhioh was demi-offioially received 
on the let instaut. 

2. As tl^ is the first half-yearly report, it would not be improper to give a brief 
account of wow done in connection with survey and settlement up to the begimiing of the 
period under report. 

3. The estate has been under the management of tho Court of Wards sinoe 1864, and 
soon after it oamo under the Court, a regular settlement of it was taken in hand and completed 
in 1871. Sinoe then there bos twon only a revirion, which was made in 1880.81, and in 
which the new lands were assessed and the -papers of 1865-71 copied. As about 20 years bad 
elapsed sinee the settlement of 186.0-71, afreshsettlemeat, with the help of professional survey, 
was decided upon in 1888, and tho work of survey was oommeneod that year. 

4. Before tho traverse party oamo to the estate whioh it did in 1888, the demarcation 
work was completed and most part of the estate was traversed by May 18^9. About 40 
villages were also oadastrally surveyed before recess that year. Survey work was resumed from 
DooemW 1889 and oumplcted by Juno of the following year. The settlement work was 
entrusted to Mr. Datta, who joinM this estate early in February 1890, and oontinned in this 
appointment till 14th May 1891. During this period of fift^n months he was able to do 
some preliminary work iu oonueolion with settlement and recorded rents of 7,957 tenants. 
The Bottlemout of no single village was, however, finally completed by him, and even attesta- 
tion of lakhny and tonki numbers in most of those villages has not been done. 

5. Tho total area of the estate according to present survey is 282,240 acres. The 
total area of 632 villages cadastrally surveyed is 177,920. Tho i>apen of 577 villages con- 
taining an area of 158,179 acres have been received, the details of whioh are given below:—

9. Of the period under report, Mr. Datta was in charge of this settlement from 1st 
April to 14th May 1891, and from 15th May to 2ud July I was in charge of tho oitioe, pend- 
ing receipt of orders about tho iipjiointmoat of Mr. Datta's successor. Oii 3rd J uly, orilors of 
the Oourd wore received, dirivitiiig me to carry on cettlemeiit work iu addition to raanage- 
Tuent duties. To relievo me of monagemout, uu A- distant Mauager has boon appointed, who 
has joinetl sinoe 28th J uly 1891 

7. The luuonnt of work done by Mr. Datta in April and May is shown iu the annexed 
statement. Mr. Dnttu's diiiry-totik not being iu tho office, an aoeount of bis touring cannot 
bo eorrootly given. hVom tho c(^>py of his travolUng allotpuioe bills, however, it appears that 
ho was out for 10 days iu April aod not iu May. After Mr. Datta left, assessment work was 
stoj'pcd, but attestation was continued fill 18th July, and during this period 101 villages were 
attostoi^ containing 40,672 khnsra entries, at a cost of Rs. 3.)6-12.5. After IKth July tho 
country was Uuodtri ttu<l uo attestation was possible. This work cannot be resumed much 
before Deeombor, ns till then Helds will mostly remain under water. 

8. As stated above, I was in ehorgo of tho settlement from Ifith May till the end of 
Beptembor, but till the rec'cipt of orders on the 3rd July, I was priufipally employed on 
monagemout dutira. During the first period (15th May to 2nd July), 1 was out—

The 
Aul Kqjp bea, however,''pomiaed to grt out a pleader, duly authorieed, and it ia hoped aome 
amicable eettlement will he arrived at in November next. 

(3) OhatteperlBatate.— •There wme diapntea all along tbo common boundary line

good deal of enquiriee and measurement.

In aoooidance with the above inatructiona, I have prepared a rate etatement for 611 
villagea out of 677, of whioh paperahave been reeeived from the Survey OffiM. A copy of toie 
atotement whioh ia under preparation will ahortly be eubmitted. The reault obtained in theae 
511 villagea ia an inoreaae of Ba, lu, 470*7*9 in the rental and 8,464*16 aorea in area. The 
old area and rental of theae 611 villagea were 78,325*68 aoree and Be. 89,344*13*3, and the 
area and rental now obtained are 80,789*83 aorea and Ra. 99,816*6. 

^e Board*! inatructiona quoted above would explain why no actual aettlement has been 
made by me.

2. A oopy of Ban^ Oorcmment latter No. 48ftTB, dated 24tb September last, was 
demi«offioially reoeiyed on the 1st ultimo^ and in aooordaaoa with the instmotions oontained 
therein, the report for the half>year ending SOtb S^tember last was. sttlM|utted,with this 
oiSoe No. 116, dated 7th ultimo. There was no mention made i/x subigisaion of this anonal 
report, and io fact the .Goyemment letter refemd to above calls for no ou<di report jhom the 
Settlement Offioars. The dronlar No. 16TA, referred to in your tdemm under reply, was 
reoeived fttom the office of the Settlement Officer of Orissa only on the 7th instant, i.«., after 
receipt of the telegram. Hence the annual report now called lor oould not be anlnnittad 
earlier. 

3. During the period under ren^ Ifr. Datta waa in charge of settlement of the estate 
from 1st Octobw 1890 to 14th Kay 7891, when he left the estate and I was, pending appoint- 
ment of a successor to Mr. DatU, put in charge of the Settlement Office. The Boara’s ordera 
directing me to carry on aettlement work in addition to management duties were reoeiyed on 
3rd July last, and since then I haye been doing aettlement work of the estata 

4. In the half-yearly report submitted noth this office No. 116, dated the 7th ultimo, 
full details bare been giyen of the settlement work during the period 1st April to 30th 
September 1891, and an account of work done during the 1st oidf-year, yis., let October 1890 
to 31st March 1891, has been included in the anniul report submitt^ by Mr. Datta with 
his No. 62, dated 20th April Ihst, and as in these reports, ris., annual report No. 62, dated 
20th April 1391, and half-yearly report No. 116, ^ted 7th October 1891, full information 
has been given, there is little left to be inoluded in the annual report now called for. 
However, os a report has been called for, one is being submitted, giving a brief account of 
what has been done during the period 1st October 1890 to 30th September 1891.

6. A short account of work done during the period -oovered by the report ia'giyen 
below: — t 

From Mr. Datta’s annual report No. 62, dated 20th April 1891 (paragraph 4), it is seen 
that by the end of March 1891 he was able to settle rents of 176 villages with the total 
area of 26,873 acres, and obtained an inorease of about 16 per cent, over the old rental. Of’ 
these 176 villages, 80 were settled in March only. The progress in this month waa mwdi too 
n^id. The test of his report describes his diffioultiea, his procedure of work, and otto 
matters. The total qiantity of settlement work done by the time he left the estate, via., 
14Ui May 1801, is drown in the statement B annexed to this report. 

The work done since 14th May to been fully desoribed ih the half-ysaily rspoct 
recently submitted, and is only briefly noted here *

With reference to Ooremment order No. 466TB, dated the 2<}th September 1881, 
a oop 7 of which wae forwarded to me the Simretarj to the Board of Revenue with hie 
memorandum No. 1102A of the 30th idem, I have the honour to eubmit herewifli mj 
progreae report on the anirer and aettlement of the Mollatpore eatate, diatriot Birbhum, 
for the aiz montha ending 30th September 1891. The report waa due on the 16th inatant;, 
hut I regret that acme delay unavoidably oeourre4 in compiling the atatiatioal reenlta given 
in paragrapha 21 to 28. 

2. Otneral deieriptioti of tkt trerf.—Pargana Mollarpore, deeignated on the diatriot 
tauei aa No. 460, compriaee 46 villagea, and containa an area of 23, .080 acrea, or-SOTS 
equate milea. It ia a permanently-aettlea eetate, and ia owned by Mohnnth Gopal Daa aa a 
patnidar. It ia aubdivided into 14 huddaa, or blocka, each hudda containing a group of 
villagea for convenience of collection. The weatem portion of the pargana ia overrun 
with jungle, and ia inhabited by Sonthals ; the remainder ia im extenaive and unbroken 
■beet of nee land, fringed round by villagea and foliage. Some of ‘the villagea in the eaatem 
portion of the pargana la liable to inundation. 

The tract ia a purely agricultural one, rice being the chief ataple. Aman rioo aufficea 
to feed the population and allowa of aomo export. Along the bank of the river Dwarka, 
which Itowa for about 3 milea through the* pargana, vegetiroloa are raiaed in great abun- 
dance. There ia a amall production of kodo and makai in the Sonthali villagea, and 
tbeae, with aome mulberry and augarcane cultivation, comprise the whole resources of the 
pargana. 

8. Soit. —The soil of a portion of the pargana is affected bj its preximity to the 
iron bed, and containa a great quantity of day in its compoeition. 

' 4. /rnyafion.—Tbe tank area is lai;ge, and water plays an important part in the irri« 

cation of the pargana. There are no leas than 1,241 tanka, of whidi 1,025 are used for 
irrigation purpom : the remaining 2)6 tanka are reaerved for purposes of drinking*water 
andfor the rearing of fish. Out of the 1,025 tanks used for irrigation, 505 are in tderably 
good condition, but the remaining 400 arand in need of thorough repair. They are almost 
silted up, and water dries up in them shortly after tb4 rainy season. Although they have 
not yet produced a markedly injurious enecit on the af^oultural operations, there can be 
no doubt that it will give a great stimulus to agrioultural improvement if they ore repaired 
and made available for irrigation purp<^. Many tanks are in khas possesdon of the 
landlord, Mohunth tiopal Dos, who over since his suoce'sion to the estate by purchase, has 
been too busy in fighting out his quarrel with his tenaijr? to think of making any improvement 
in his aamindari. Some of the tanks are owned by n, iyats^ who are not to well off aa to be 
able to bear the cost of their ro>exoaTa(iou. 

6. Ora tint) grevsd.— The area of the graung ground ia not so large as compared with 
that under plough. 

6. Condittm of iht people. —The material condition of the inhabitants of the eastern 
portion of the pargana is said to have much inmroved of late years owing to the enhance* 
ment of the prices of snicultural products. Tnis is due principally to better means of 
commnnieation with the great oommennal centre of Calcutta since the opening of the East 
Indian Railway loop lino. 

7. The Irohthals are, however, poor on account of their habits and euatoms. Tliey 
are mnerally in debt to the mah^an, or village money-lender. Who advance mon^ or nain 
on we aeourity of next <wop. Though rents are low and the produce of the land goo<^ the 
Sonthals are in constant difficulties, chiefly from improvidenoe. They are, however, veiy 
usefuLiu clearing jungle and keeping in cultivation the waste lands which abound in the 
west ra the pargana known aa Jungle MehaL 

. 8. The nuyota of the estate bad to fight out their auarrol with their landing Mohunth, 
for . nearly 18 years, whose men tried to squeeso as muon aa they could out of the raiyata. 
Scuhe of the leading raiyata farad ill in the fight, having lost tb«r jotee which the Mohunth 
cauaed to be sold in execution of decrees for arrears of rent obtained against them. 

8. Fitcot i>«/orjr— Mollaipore derivee its name Atom Moltar Sing, who wae its origiad 
proprietor, a religious and popular man. It ia aaid that be wae imposed upon by a ponon 
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wbo^lold Itim tliai th* Bai|tdi of NMoniatandad to buIm him odoiiA iho nI^od of llahoand. 
Ho took it 00 nmoh to hooii dut without 0000117 as to ito troth ho pot himoolf to dootk. 
(Hi JUo daath the parfonoah fril into iho hano of the Ri^ok of llalooti» whoso o oo otoio r sold 
it to the Ibhatajah of Bordwon, odw is its pnooit pomotor, 

10. !nbo Maharajah lot out tho pstgunoah f^iisiva of a known at Joaglo 

Ifahil) in potoi talok to Umaoondaii t>aa^ and Khetra Komari Bifai at a yoarijr imital of 
Bo. 26,600. But the latter goTo a darpotni loaaa of her 8 annas diaro in tho talok to 
Umasondaii Daoiya. who agrmto pay bar Bo. IjOOO as profit, hooite the lontU payaUo by 
her to the Maharaja for bar 8 annas oharo. ^ns Umaaundari Daaoya baoanio tho am 
m^ik of talok. which aha held for 26 yeara, to 1278 (1846 to le72 A.D.). 

11. In 1278 (Tmammdwi Daaoya sold her poini and darpotni right to Mohontk 
Oopol Das, who is the praaent talukdar. 

12. The weatem pc^n of the pargana known aa Jungle Mahil did not form part 
of tho potoi and darpotoi laaae of Umasondari Daaqra. The Jungle Mahil was then 

as a sopatate potnvtuok by one Kedar Math IGtra, whoae intaieot in it was S(dd inoxaootion 
of a deoree against him and pnurdiased by Mdiunth (}<^ Das for Bs. 7,000, ^ oont 
payshle to the Maharaja being Ba. 3,232. 

18. It will ba tnoa aeon that Hohonth Qopal Das holds the whole estate, which is 
identical with pargana MoUarpore, ondsr the Mahsrajn of Bnidwan, at a total rental of 
Bs. 28,832jper annum. 

14. I^e present mofossil oolleetion of tho Mohunth from the whole estate, including 
Jungle MahAl is Bs. 41,196. Deducting from this amount Bs. 28,832 payable by tho 
Mohonth to the Maharajah of Burdwan and Bs. 1,000 to Khetra Komari Bibi, it leaTss to the 
Hohonth a jnroflt of Ba. 12,364 according to his own papers. But the amount of existing 
rent asoertainod under role 26, chapter vl of the Ooremment rules under the Bengu 
Tenancy Act is Bs. 37,(i3;j<6>l61 gundahs, which is leas than the amount shown In ins 
Mohnnth’s rent>roU by Bs. d,663>9«3}. The differenos is doe to the fact that the Uohunth’e 
rent'roU shows coUootions on aooount of h&t, saer, nij^jote, fte., which do not appear in our 
khatian. Besides, nearly a eum of Be. 1,0U0 was excluded from the existing rent as it 
appeared to be doubtful and disputed. The Mobimtb’s agent is trying to sstabliah his 

. to this amount in tbs oases for the settlement of rent. The Ooyernment rorenne of 
the estate is Rs. 17,74l>9^ 

16. Origin of ditpule Seiween tho landlord and /saoii^s.— When TTmasundari Deisya 
wanted to dispose of her talukdari right, she oould not obtain a good price, ae her proflt 
(about Bs. 2,871) was so small that nobMy oared to purchase it. She therefore oaused a set 
of papers to be prepii(cd raising the nuyate* rent at the rate of 2 annas, and in some cases 
4 aniitts, per rupw. Tho Mohunth without suffioient enquiry ae to the oorreotneee of the 
papers, parchaeed the estate at Be. 74,000 and called upon the tenants to pay him rents 
accordingly. But, as might be expected, the raiyate refused to Tpay anything over and above 
t^ rent actually paid by them ; and bonce the split. Ths Mohuntn has been at fend with his 
tenants for the last 18 years, each party spending much good money on bad adrios. Things 
went on from bad to worse, and several breoohoe of the peace ooourred. To remedy the evil 
the local autkorities recommended for a survey and ssttlement of the estate under s^on 101 
(2) (ti) of the Bengal Tenancy Act. 

16. Oovemmtnf Xot$/lcttfion tianefioning the sarrsy. — ^Tbe Ooverument was plsassd to 
sanction the survey and record of fights of the estate by its notification dated the Oth Nov* 
ember 1889, and 1 was placed in OTirge of the work. 

17. Oonmencoment of the opemioM.— The preUminaries having been settled in Deoem* 
ber 1889, the survey oommimoed in Januaiy J890 under my supervisioo, in addition to my 
duties as settlemont officer of the Dubalbati estates in the distriot of Bejstaehi. 

18. Progren of the tumey and aHikmenU—ftho survey and kbanapnri haring 
been finished in October 1890, the work of bojbanit or loosl explanation of entries in the 
khssra and kbstians to tho pai^es oonoemed, and the office auties, such aa oomparison 
and psasbg of boundaries, computation and passing of field areas, oheoklng the tutu ares 




19. JDiffieuUg in carrying on the eurvey and attitude qfthe people.— hnt the inexperience 
and inoomprienoy of the field entablisbmeot to oope with the work without oloee enperri* 
non, and the difficulties experienoed in seonring the attendance of tiie tenants before the 
aipfns to point out their lands, not a little arrwted the progress of tbs snrvey. Of the 

who had worked under me in Dubolhati, some had been tranaferrsd to Dnmim and 
Dinajpore, and others had been diaobsrged before 1 rsoMved orders to eomn^enoe the 
sorvey of MoUarpore, and so new men bad to be trained and employed in survey work. 

20. The attitude of the landlord and tenante was not on tne whole favourable jto the 
aurvey in the beginning. It must be remembered that the eorvey in a maimer ha| been 
foroed upon th^ Neither the landlord nor the tenante appli^ftv them. The landlord 




at first regarded the survey with apathy, ae they laboured under the impression that the 
enreey was mo^ at the instance of the Mohunth to reeume their ient*free lands and enbanee 
Milt Tluqr w«e, however, disabused of their wrong tmpieasum os the survey pip* 
giewea. They now take pains to see that entries in the khstiaiu. regarding their lonoe and 
rente have been eonectly mode. • 

21. Ctm^eaUen of 6«6/(iig.— The otteetation woric of the MdliQion estate wee 
flashed during the period under report, end a record of righie of oU tenants, inehtding

80. BaphuiafioH of erpeniUtare Hltelg to he incurred ia txertn of the rs/imats.— The 
i^ual charges of the survey have been annas 4- 1 0 per acre, but the cost of settlement is 
likolv to be higher than would appear to be desirable. This is due to a variety of causes, the 
chief among which are mentione<i below 

In the first place, the Mohunth’s men caused a large area of land of tho neighbouring 
estates to bo demarcated os belonging to llollarpore estate, which gave rise to seveim 
boundary disputes, wbi; h had to bo disiHwed of after local enquiry into eaob case. As it 
wai proved that the Mohunth had lieen out of possession of the land for a long time, hia 
ulaim was disallowed, thoi^h the cost inoidtmtal to their demarcation and survey and to thm 
exclusion after local euquirpr had been incuned. In <me of these cases it was necessary to 
^e the s a mindar of a neighbouring estate Ba 60 for having destroyed boundary tnai^ 
in order to deter others from following his example, and my order was confirmed on appeal 
by the Special Judge. 

The total number of boundary disputes reported was 31, which have all been disposed of. 
Of these 5 were dhposed of before and 26 daring the period under report.

la tha thud plaoo, the attempt mada bj tha Mohuath to naama raat*fraa laada haa 
^▼aa xiaa to numaioaa dUputaa ralatiDg to ooonpaaaf of lead aad xUit fraa*taovraa. Tha 
raal atmjggla batwaeu the llobunth and hia tanaata ia not ao muoh for anhanoamant aa for 
naumption of rent-fraa landa. Tha Hohunth’a man would aot admit tha aziataaea of any 
xant>lrea laadh in tha aatata. They haea objeotad to evacy plot of land alalmad by ton 
tonanta m iant>frae. 1 hava xajeotad tba ICohuntb’a obiaouoa in almost all aaaaa, aa tha 
tananta’ ukbraj titla ia supported by long, unintanrupted poBaeaaioa» and in aavaral aaaaa by 
good dooumentaiy aTidenoe. 

31. fiUtiHff to oecopmieif tf land aad tmana,— Tba total number of 

diqmtaa relating to oooupanay of land and rent-free tonuiaa diaposad of up to 30th September 
li^ was 818, leaving 118 pen^ng on tha lat instant, and of these 818 dilutee, 3b8 uara 
di^NMed of before and 466 during tha half-year under report. 

32. JpptieatiTH for teWemeot of rwal.— The total number of appUoaHona for the 
aettlemant of fair rent waa 133, of whioh 43 were disposed of, leaving 90 pending at the aloaa 
of the pariod under report. 

3o. Erptanaiion qf deUty in the eetiUment of rent.—Tha dispuiaa relating to rant-ftaa 
lands stood in the way of seltlemeDt of fair rout. It would be worae than uauaaa to settle 
lair rent arithout dispoaing of olaim to rent-fraa lands, aa ike laada whioh the ndyata bhumed 
to hold rent-free were alleged by the Undlorda to be rant-paying. It may be eaid that fair 
rmt of a village should have bMO aettlad as soon aa daims to reni-frea lands were disposed 
of in it. But this oould not be done in If oUarporo, wbaro raiyats make lump payments, 
tbouffh the lands oomprised in their respective holdings lie soattered in two or more vUlagM 
in the hudda. 1 have in numerous instailoes found that the raiyats ouliivating land in 
one village have got their rente entered iu another in the semindari papers. This mattsr did 
not esoape the notioe of the Director when he inspeoied thooAoeon the iHh February last In 
paragrrah 9 of his memorandum of inspection the Director observed 

*'The result of the present measurameot cannot at present be compared with anas 
bl^own in the Mohunth’s papers generally, beoause these papers do not show the area of eadi 
raiyat's holding in eaoh village, but the total area hdd by the Miyat in all the villagea of 
the estate.’* 

34. It was therefors oonsidersd advtsdde to prepare jamabsndi of the estate 
after sdtlement of disputes ralatiag to ooouzwooy of lana and rant-free tenures. Now that 
tbs majority of such disputes have been oedded, oasee for settlement of rent have been 
taken up and are being disposed of with all possible speed. 

35. Prqpotal for amicabk erttUnunt of fair rmf.'^Aa I have pointed out in previous 
reports, the settlement of Mollarpora requires delteato handling. The relation between 
the landlord and tenants is strainM in the highest dbgrae, and ws have to proceed with 
caution and to employ muoh persuasion for redadng the bittornoss of feeling and for 
sffeoting amicable settlement as far aa possible. The eases were at 6rst postponed at the 
instanoe of the Mohuntb and his tenants, to enable them to see if they could oome to an 
amicable arrangement, as suggeste^l^ tbs Direotor in his memorandum of iospeetion referred 
to. They did not, however, oome j| terms, though sufficient time was allowed to them 
as anpliM lor by them. The Uffiants said that they oould not aooepl the torms^ of 
oom^mise witbout an assuranoe from the Ifohunth that be would not oontest their olainm 
to rent-free lands. The Mohunth’a agent alleged that as the tenonts ba<l oii^gerated their 

' claims to rent-free lands, he oould not 6nd himself in a poiition to admit them alL 1 
ibarefore set about settling olaims to rent-free lands in view of paving way to amicable 
aettlement of fair rant. As soon os a number of thoM oasea was diNp«>sM of, raiyats began 
putting in petitions sooepting the terms of oompromiae. I was arlutratiiig and liy^ 
to arrive at terms which both parties would consent to. It was a case of compromise, 
of oonoiliation, of give and take. But it now appears that the Collector dimpprovee of the 
terms of oompromiae on the ground that they are likely to enhance the existing rent of 
tlM nuyats,. and that in his opinion the Mohnnth is ned dssorving of such enbaoooment 
But I respeotfully beg to poiut out that additionat rent tor addiaonallani is no enhanoemont 
ia the eye of law. 1 have pointed out in my previous reports that there are no grounds 
for enhanoemont of rent under section 30 of the Bengal Tenancy Act. It appeared to mo, 
however, that grounds for alteration of rent under eeotion 52 {a) existed in a Urge number 
of instanoea. It is true that in many cases ths Mohunth enbanoed the nuyats’ rant by 
arbitrary ezeroise of pn^rietary power aad bp^ abuse of the rights of oontract, which M to 
the formutiion of amrian league against Imn. But it would, I fsspectfully submit, bs 
absurd to suppose that in settling fair rent of holdings, eaass of enaroaebmsnt bp raiyats 
r^on uawtivstsd sad unoocupisd land of their landlord wonld not oome to light. Of 
oourse^ in a mors advaaesd and more settled patt of the oountir, where there is little or no 
waste, where tbs fields are tolerably well demiurosted by ails, and every field has a well-known 
ownar, it would bs diffioult to grt good and sufficient evidenoe of the ezuteace of emu land 
in tlw ooenpstion of raiyats. But such evidence would be forthcoming in several milages 
of the MoUarpate ssCats, when a eonsiderabls ares uf land lies fallow or waste, tbs oppor- 
tanity and tamptotion to enoraochment era greater, sad the boai ftde oaaes of euenoobmant 
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an oonieqoently wusmtoos. Tlwt • oosiidMiAl* am ol land haa lean tvoa|[;I>t into 
onltivaiion eTen within nz montha altar tiis preaant anrv^ maj ba aaan on tha i|K>t. And 
it ia for the aaaaaamant ol andi axoaaa land tb^ tha tanna of oompromiaa wara aoggaatad. 
Tha dutj of a Sattlamant Offioer will no doubt and with aattling rant aooording to law. Bat 
it will not only fail to raatore ^[ood foaling hetwoan tha landlord and tenant, but will inwolwa 
them in a heavier ooat of litigation. Oartainly tba coat of aorvay and adamant ia only 
a fraction of tha total ooat to the partiaa in the diana of faea to mookbtan, plaadata, oonxt> 
faaa, prooaaa faea, ]^ymant to witnaoaaa, aznenaea of appeal, do. But an amioabla aattlamant 
of diaiiutaa, whidi ia a pledge of rood faitii betwoMi tna oontending partiaa, .enaUea them 
to avoid the ooat of litigation and ereataa mutual oonfldenoe and mutual relianoa on one 
another which bind them together in a common bond of aympatiiy and fellow feeling. 

36. The terma of oomjiromiaa propoaed give tha OaWamant Offioer entire bharty of 
notion to fix in avaiy individual oaae what he conaideta to ba a fairxent..and aaotimi 36 
of the Bengal Tanani^ Aot ampowem him to rafuae anbanoementa,^ wherever axiating 
rente an exoeaaive. Of oouna amioabla aattlement of diaputaa oannot be made an azouae for 
prolonging the operationa, and ao the oaaea are being decided oooording to law. 

37. Wor/t aapeeM to be completed. — 1 hope to be able to finiA Ibe oaae worii by 
end of January next, when my aervioaa may be available for aettlement of Bukaole and 
other villagea belonging to the Qu^a Faotoiy in Ohamparan. But it may be neoetaaiy, 
to ratam a portion ol the eatabliahmont up to the end ol Maroh next to arrange reoorua 
to diatribute khatiana, do., and the next half*yearly progreaa report will ba my final 
oompletion report. 

, 38. Total ooet per aefe.»The total ooat of aurvqv and aattlement from the oommenoe* 
ment of the operationa to ita oompletion ia eatimatea at Be. ]6,180>2*6, or annoa 10>10 per 
aore, exoluaive of Ba. l,ld0-9->6 on aooount of the prioo of office furniture, printed forma, ao., 
whioh need not be inoluded in the aurv^ expenaea. They will be diaposed of after the 
oompletion of the work and tha prooeeda nreditra to the aetata. 

39. Coort‘feea, proceet-feee, 8fe. — A aum of Ba. 1,680 baa already been realiaed on aooount 
of prooeaa-feas, ooart<laoB, and oopving feea, and a further aum of lie 1.5ou ia expected 
to bo reoliaed on theae acoounta before the oompletion of the work, making a total of 
lla. 3,180, which oiuat be deduoted from the total ooat of the prooeeding to be reoovored 
under aeotion 114 of the Abt. Deducting Ba 3,180 from the total ooat of Ba. 16,180-3^6 
the ooat per aore ia reduced to annaa 8-0, that ia to aay, 9 piea in exoeaa of the rate required by 
Buie 46, Ohapter VI of the Government Bulea under the Bengal Tenancy Aot ; and tbia, 
1 truat, will be oonaidered aatiofoto^. 

4(1. 17eiic/u«|oa.— In oonoluoion, I beg to add that daring the period under report a 
portion lof my time waa oooupied in preparing my final oompletion report on the aurvey 
and aettement of the Dubalhati eatate. 1 alao went to Ohamparan in September laat and 
tcated the aurvey^ of a village belonging to the Hurdia Favtory, oa will appear from my 
memorandum of iuadeotion, a oopy of which waa forwarded to you with my memoranduiu 
No. ^ , dated the 2^ September 1891.

In oontinnation of my No. 62, dat^ the 27th nliimo, I have the honour to aubmit a 
aepamte annual report oovering the period hrom the lit October ISttO to 30th September 
1891, ai oalled for in your tel^rram of the 4th inatant whioh baa been juet reoaired. 

9. OenenU demiptiotnf iAt tract . — Pargana Ifollarpore, deaiguated on the diatriot 
tanai aa No. 450, eompriaaa 45 rillagea and ooutaina an area of 23.530 aorea, or 36*76 a(}uare 
milae. It ia a p^anently-aettled eatate, and ia oprned by If ohantb Oopal Daa aa a patmdar. 
It ia anbdiridea into 14 huddna or blooka, each budda oontaining a group of viUagea for 
eonrenienoo of ooUeotion. The wcatem portion of the pargana ist overrun with jungle 
and ia inhabited by Sonthala, the remaiader ia an extensive and unbroken shoot of rice land 
fringed round by villages and foliage. Some of tlie villages in the eastern portion of the 
pargana ia liable to inundation. 

The tract is a purely agricultural one, rice being the duef ataple. Amun rice sulBoes to 
feed the population and allows of some export. Along the bank of the river Dwarka, 
whioh flows for about 3 miles throuah the pargana, vegetables are raised in great 
abundance. There is a small produotion of kodo and makai in tlie Soul ball villages, and 
theas with some mulberry and augaroane cultivation oomiwise the wbolo resouroea of the 
pargana. 

3. dbi/.-^The soil of a portion of the pargana is affootod by its proximity to the iron 
bed, and contains a great quantity of day in its composition. 

4. IrrigatioH —The tank area ia large, and water plays an important part in tbs 
irrigation of the pargana. There are no less tlien 1,241 tanka, of which 1 025 are uand for 
irrigation purposes ; the remaining 216 tanks are reserved for par|)ose8 of drinking water and 
for the rearing of fish. Out of rae 1,025 tanks used for irrigation. 565 are in tolerably good 
oondition, but the remaining 460 stand in need of thorough repair. They are almoat silted 
up, and water dries up in them shortly after the rainy season. Although they have not yet 
pr^uood a markedly injurious ofiTcot ontbesgricultural operations, there oan be no doubt tW 
It will give a great stimulus to agricultural improvement if tlioy are repaired and made 
available for irrigation piuposes. Many tanks aio in kbaa posaesaion of the landlord, Mobaoth 
Oopal Das, who over linoe nia auecoasion to the eatate by purchase baa been too busy in 
fighting out his quarrel with his tenants to think of making any improvement in his tomiudari. 
^me of the tanks are owned by raiyats, who are not so well off as to be able to boar the (VHit 
nl tbeir re-excavation No fsoility ^or irrigation existe in Sontbali villages, and the crop 
is entirely dependent upon rainfall. > 

5. Orating yrvMtff/.— The area ottbe graxing ground ia not so large as compared with 
that under plough. 

6. Condition a/ the pegpk.-^Tha material condition of the inhabitaiils of the eastern 
portion of the jpargsna ia said to bavo much improved of late years, owing to the enhance- 
ment of the pruwa of agricultural products. This is due priuoipally to bettor moans of 
oommunicatiou with the great oommercUl centre of Oalcutta since the opening of tlie ISast 
Indian Railway loop line. 

7. The Mntluds are, however, po^ on aceoant of their habiUi and oustoms. Tltey arc 
generally in debt to the mohajan, or village money-lenders, who advaaoe money or gram on 
the aeottrity of next orop. Though rents ore low and tho prodnoe of the land good, the Aintiiala 
ate in oonalant difficulties chiefly from improvidenoe. They are, bowevor, very useful in 
riearing jungle and keeping in cultivation the waste lands which abound in the west of tho 
patfona known as Jungle ICabaL 

8. The raiyats of the eatate bad to fight out tbeir qnarrel with their landlord, Mohantb, 
for nearly 18 yean, whose men tried to aqoeeee as much as they could out of the raiyats. 
8ome of the leading raiyote fared ill in the fight, having lost tbeir jotos, which the Mohapth 

to be sold in execution d deorees for arreara of rent obtaino<l against them. 

9. liaeal AMtory.— MoUarpore derivaa its name from Mollar Bingj^, who proa its original 
propiiatm, a raligiona and popnlar man. It ia said that he was imposed upon by a persoir, 
who told him that the Bigah of Nagore intended to make him adopt the religion of 
i ffylwned , He took it so mnoh to baart that without cnoaiiy m to its truth be put lumself to 
daatti. On bia d— the pargana fell into the bonds of Uajab of Ifalooti, whose suooeaaon 
aold it to the lldhan^ of Murdwan, who is its present proprietor. 

10. The Ifahoraja let ont the pemneoh (exolmuve of a m^ion known u Jutmle 
ifaiiaij in patni taluk to Umaanndari Dari and Khetxa Kumaii Bibi at a yearly reataTof 
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Bf . 25,600. But tbs latter gere e darpetoi lease of her 8-aima diate m tbs taluk to 
'Dmaeandari JUaei, who agreed to pay her Be. 1,000 as profit, besidae the reotd payable W 
her to the Habaraia for her S-anoa ahaie. Thoa TTmaeandairi Daai heoame the aiNe ouduc 
of the taluk, wbioh die held for 26 years, 1252 to 1276 (1846 to 1872 ^D.). 

11. In 1278 TJmaeundari Dad sold her patai and darpatni right to Ifohanth Gopal 
Das, who is the present talnkdar. 

12. The western portion of the pargana known as Jungle ICahal did not form part of 
the patni and darpatni lease of Umasnndati Dasi. The Jangle Mahal was then hdd as a 
separate patni taluk by one Kedar Nath Hitter, whose interest in it was sold in exeoution of a 
deoree against him and purohaaed by Mohanth Ch>pal Dae for Bs. 7,000, the rent payable to 
the Mduraja being Bs. 3,232. 

13. It will be thus seen that Hohantii . Oopal Das holds the whole estate, udiioh is^ 

identioal with pargana Mollarpore, under the Ibduraja of Burdwan at a total rental of 
Bs. 28,832jper annum. « 

14. llie present mof umil oolleotioo of the Hohanth from the whole estate, iuoln^biig 
Jungle Mahal, is Bs. 41,196. Deduoting from the amount Bs. 28,832 jmyable by tM 
Mohanth to the Maharaja of Burdwan and Be. 1,000 to Khetra Kumari Bibi, it leaves 
to the Mohanth a profit of Ba 12,364 aooording to his own papits. The amount of ezistuig 
rent ascertained under Buie 25, Chapter VI of the Oovemmeut rules under the Bengu 
Tenancy Act is Bs. 37,682-6* 161, whioh is lem than the amount shewn in the Mobanth’s ' 
rent-roU by Ba 3,563-9*3}. The differonoe is due to the faot that the Mobanth's rent* 
roll shows ooUeotion on aooount of h&t, sair, nij-jote, do., wbioh do not appear in our 
khatians. 

Besides, nearly a sum of Bs. 1.000 was esoluded from the existing rent, as it appeared 
to be doubtful and disputed. The Mobanth’s agent is frying to establish his claim to this 
amount in the oases for the settlement of rent. 

The Oovemmont revenue of the estate is Bs. 17,741-9-0. 

15. Origin of dhpute betveen landlord and trnanfr.— -When Umaaondari Dasi wanted 
to dispose of her talokdori right, she oould not obtain a good price, as her profit (about 
ila 2,871) was so small that nobody cared to purohase it. She therefore caused a set of 
papers to be prepared raising the raiyats’ rent at the rate of 2 annas, and in some cases 4 annas 
per rupee. The Mohanth, without sufficient enquiry as to the correctness of the papers, 
purohased the estate at Bs. 74,000, and called upon the tenants to pay him rent aooordingly. 
But, as might he expected, the raiyats refused to pay anything over and above the rent 
actually paid by them ; and hence the split The Mohanth has been at feud with his tenants 
for the lost 18 years, each party spending much good money on bad advice. Things went on 
from bad to worse, and several broaches of the peace occurred. To remedy the evil, the looal 
authorities rooommended for a survey and settlement of the estate under section 101 (2) (6) of 
the Bengal Tenancy Act. 

16. Oom'iment nol\fim(ion tandioning the mrveg . — ^The Qovemment was pleased to 
sanction tho survey and record of rights of the estate by a notification dated the 5tii Novem- 
ber 1889, and 1 was placed in charge of tho work. 

17. Cmmwrmnt of the operation.— Tho preliminaries having been settled in December 
1889, the survey commenced in January 1890 under my supervision, in addition to my duties 
as Settlement Officer of the Dubulhati estates in tho district of Bajsbohi. 

18. Progrena of the 'mrtey and aettlenmd —The survey and khanapuri having been 
finished in October 1800, tho work of bujbarat or low', explanation of entries in tho khusra , 
nud khntian to the paries concerned, and the office dt ‘ies, such as coipparison and passing of ' 
boundaries, computation and passing of fiehl areas, of checking the total area of villages by 
summhtion of field, do., were mostly done during the first hauof the year (Ist October 1890 to 
Slat March 1891) under report. 

19. JK^cultg in carrying on the tunry, and attitude oj the peegde. —“Btit the inexperienoe 
and inoompetency of the field establishment to cope with the work without dose supervision, 
and the difficulties experienced in securing the attendance of the tenants before the amins to 
{mint out their lands, not a little arrested the progress of the survey. Of the amins who bad 
worked under mo in Dubulhati, some had been transferred to Dumka and Dinajpnr, and 
others had been discharged before I received orders to commence the survey of MoUarpoie, 
and so new men had to be trained and employed in survey work. 

20. The attitude of the landlord and tenants was not on the whole favourable 
to the survey in the beginning. It must be remembered tbot the survey in a manner 
had been foroed upon them. Neither the landlord nor the tenants applira for it. The 
landlord viewed the work with distrust as likely to lessen his infiuenoe over the tenants. 
The raiyats at first regarded the survey with apathy, asthey laboured under the impreesion 
that the survey was made at the instance of the Mobimth to reeume their rent-free 
lands and enhance their rent 1%ey were, however, disabused of the wrong impression as 
the^ survey progressed. They now take pains to see that entrise inthe khatians regarding 
thdbr landji and ranta have how comotlT mado. 

24. AitettaUon and dtMifieaHm tf AoMiegc.— The khatians of 41 out of 45 viHesw 
were attested during the fint baU of the year ending 31st March 1891, and those the 
remaining 4 villages during the seepnd half-year ending 30th September Iwl. 

Out of the 3,997 tenants in the estate, rent ana status of 3,006 were reoorded during 
the first halfr and those of the remaining fijll during tiie seoond half ,of Uie year ante 
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TC|»ort. TIm aabjmed atatemeot givoa details of the diflersat oUases of toants in the 
estate:—

I >rietor is 6,228 acres, or 26*4 per oent of the wholn area. But this is nut his private 
and within the meaning of Chapter X of the Bengal Tenanoy Act. 

20. IteiU-frex area. — ^The area of rent-free land in the estate, such os brahmuttor, 
perpal, debutter, chakoran, &o., is 2,S40 oores, or fl’6 per oent. of the whole area. 

24. Rent-paying area — The reut>payiug area is 10,01)2 aoms, or 07'7 per cent, of 
the whole area. 

26. Aooo^l^ng to present survey the area of onltivatod land is 13,71)1) aorea, or 68-fi 
per oent. of the whole area is oultivated, and 41 ’4 per cent, is unoultivated.

27. Aterage area of raiyati AoWisy.— The average area of a raiyati holding is 14 
bighas, or 4'6 acres. 

28. Arerage size of field,— Tha average area of the field is found to be 2 bighas, or 

‘66 aores. • 

20. Co»t of turrey and »cUlement.’—Tha autual eost of survey and settlement from 
the ooinmenooment to 30th Septemlsv 1801 amounts to Its. 12,V88>0-H, of which Its. 7,126 
are for survey and Its 6,K63'0>3 are for sottlement. The total cost during the year under 
report amounts to Its. 6,621>11>4, of which Ks. 6.68->2'l ore for survey and Its. 6,803.0~l for 
settlement, ns detailed in statement A. 

30 Tho actual diarges of the survey have been 4 annas and 10 pies per aoro. 
But tho oust of settloroont is likely to be higher than would annear to lie desirable. 
This is due to a variety of causes, the chief among whioh are muntioneo below 

In the first place, the Ifohaatb’s men mused a largo area of land of the neighbour* 
ing estates to be demarcated as belonging to Molmrpom estate, which gave rise to 
several boundary disputes, which had to bo disposed of after local enquiry into oooh.oase. 
As it was proved that the liohantb had been out of imsscssion sif the laud for a'lopg 
time, his ch^ vras disallowed, though the oOel incidental to their demarcation apd survey 
and to their exolnsion after local enquiry bad been incurred. In one of these oases it was 
ueomajj to floe the semiodar of a noighbonrin^ estate lls, CO for having deetroyod boundary 
marks in order to deter others from following bis example, and my ormir vras oonfinned on 
a]^peal by the Speoial JodM. 

The total number of ooundaiy disputes report^ daring the year was 31, which have all 
been dispoeed wf. Of tbeee, 6 w«e disposed of daring the first half, and the remaining 26 
dunng the second half of the year under report. 

r 
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In tho aocond plane, in aevend villagw detached lands of other estates are sitnated. 
Those lands wore demarcated at the instume of the Mohanth and his friendly tenants as 
bclonnog to the liollarnoro estate. Bnt the proprietora of these estates are now eontesting 
the Moliantb’s claim. Too lands are not ntuatM in s^arate compact bhxto marked off by 
ileflued boundaries, but are all interlaced with raiyati land of uie Hollaipore estate, and 
much time is taken up in excluding them after local enquiry into ea^ plot. In the third 

S laco the attempt mode by the Mohanth to resume renUfree lands has given rise to numerous 
isputos relating to occupancy of land and reot>free tenures. The real struggle between 
the Mohanth and his tenants is not so much for enhancement as for resumption of rent>free 
lauds. The Mohonth’s men would not admit the existence of any rent-free lands in t^ 
mtato. They have objected to over^ plot of land claimed by we tenants as rent-free. 
1 have rejected tho Mohanth’s objection in almost all oases,' is the tenants’ Ukhiny title 
is BupiM>rted by long uninterrupted possession, and in several oases by good documentary 
oridenee. 


31. JhKjmtvt ri'htiintf to omijmtey of lawl ntul rmt-free tetmrti.—TUku) total number of 
disputes relating to occupancy of land and rent-free tenures disposed of daring the year 
was Hlft, leaving 28 pending on the let October 1891. Of these 818 disputes, 352 were 
disposml of from let October 1890 to dlst March 1891, and 466 from Ist April to 30th 
Heitiomber 1891. 

32. ApiiliniUon for wHUnneot of rent. — The total number of applications for tho settle- 
ment of fair rent rowive*! during the year was 133, of which 4^1 were disposed of, leaving 
!M) ponding at the close of tlio year. 

33. JixplumtioH of iMay to ihr wUlemetd of rent. — The disputes relating to rmit-free 
lands stood in tho way of settlement of fur rent. It would bo worse than useless to settle 
fair rent witiumt disposing of claim to rent-free lands, as the lands which the roiyats claimed 
to hold rent-free were alleged by the luidlord to bo rent-paying. It may be said that fair 
rent of a village should have btjon scttletl as soon os claims to rent-free lands wore disposed 
of in it. But this could not be done in MoUorporo, whore raiyats make lump payment, 
though tho lands oompriscsl in their respective holdings lie scattered in two or more villages 
in the hudda. 

I have in numerous instances found that the raiyats cultivating land in one village have 
got their routs entered in another in the zamindari papers. Tltis matter did not escape the 
notice of tho Director when he inspected tho uHW on the 9tb February last. In i>aragraph 9 
of his memorandum of inB|>ection tho Director observed:— 

“ Tho result of tho present measurement cannot at present be compared with areas shown 
in tho Mohanth’s parwrs generally, tsionuso thest) papers do not show the area of each raiyat’s 
holding in each village, but tho total onia bold by the raiyat in all the villages of the 
estate.” 


31. It was thoroforo considered advisable to prepare jummabundi of tho estate after 
settlement of disputes relating to otxMipancy of land and rent-free tenures. Now that the 
maiority of such (lisputes liavo been dtHiided, cases fur settlement of rent have been taken up 
and are being disposed of with all iHmblo speed. 

35. J'roimna/ for itmiath/r mitkinriit of fair reHt.--A.% I have pointed out in previous 
reports, tho settlement of Molinpore re<juires delicate handling. The relation between tho 
lanillord and tenants is strained in the higlu)st degree, and we have to pivxieod with caution, 
and to employ much persuasion fur n<dueing the bitUimoss of feeling and for effecting 
amicable sotth'ment ns for as ^lussible. Tho easos were at first postponed at the instance <n 
tho Mohanth and bis tenants to enable thorn to see if th<iy could come to an amicable arrange 
meiit, as suggoste<l by the Director in bis memorandum of inspection referred to. They did 
not, however, (X>me to terms, though suiliciont time was allowed to them as applied for by 
them. Tho tenants said that they could not accept the terms of eompromiso without an 
Hssurnnoo from tho Mohanth that be would not contest their claims to reni*froe lands. The 
Mohnnth’s agent alleged that us the tenants had exaggerated their claims to rent-free lands, he 
could not find himself in a position to admit them Ml. I therefore sot about settling daims 
to root-free lands in view of paving way to amicable settloment of fair rent. As soon as 
a number of those oases was disposed of, rai^ata began putting in petitions accepting the tenns 
of compromise. 1 was arbitrating and tr^ng to arrive at terms which both parties would 
consent to. It was a cose of coinpronuse, of conciliation, of give<nnd-take. But it now' 
appears that the Collector disaftproves of the terms of oompromisev on the ground that ths^ 
oro likely to enhance the existing rent of the raiyats. and thsd in hts opinion the Mohanth w 
not deserving of such enchancement. But I respectfully beg to point out that addtiioml rant 
for otUidottttt land is no enhancement in the eye of law. I nave pointed out in my previous 
reports that there ore no grounds for enhancement of rent under section 30 of the Bengal 
Tenancy Act It appeared^to me, however, that munds for altwatioD of rent under seotion 52 
[a) exu^ in a large number of instances, ft is true that m many oases the Mohanth 
ennauoed,the i^at’s rent by arbitiury exeroiso of proprietary power and by abuse of the rights 
of eontraot which led to the formation of agrarian leajpie against him. Bnt it would,! rsqpeot- 
fully submit, be absurd to suppose that in settling fair tent of holdings eases of enoroadiment 
by raiyats upon the unoultivatMand imoooumed land of their landlord would not oome te 
light. Of course in a more advono^ ana mors settled part of the oountiy where thsre ia 
little or no waste, whore the fields are tolerably well demaroated by ails, and evaiy field has 
a well-known owner, it would be difficult to get good and sufficient evidence of theeadstsBoe of 
«nvM land in tho oooupation of raiyato. But gSdi evidenoe would be fortihooming in aevsnl 
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vflUgw qI the IfoUermie eeteie, iriwfe a oonaderablo am of land liea fallow or waste, the 
opportamty and tempution to encroachment are greater, and the bond fide cam of cmoroaoh* 
mmit are eonaequenfiy nttmeroua. That a oonndontUe am of laud has been brought into 
cnltivatioa even witiun six months after the present survey may be seen on the ^t> And 
it is for the aaseaament of suoh excess land that the terms of eompremim was suggested. 

The duty of a settlement officer will no doubt end witli Mining rent aooording to law. But 
it will not only fail to restore ^ood feeling between tho landlo^ and tenutt, but will itivolvo 
them in a heavier cost of litigation. Certainly tlio oost of survey and soitlenient is only a / 

fraction of the total cost to the parties in the shape of fees to mookhtean, pleaders, oourt>ft<«s, 
prooesa feee, * payment to witneeses, expensca of appeal, do. But an anuoable w^ttlemont of 
deputes, which is a pledge of good faitli between the oontending partiee, enables tliem to avoid 
the oost of litigation, and ereates muttuil oonBdemv) and mutual reUiuioc on one iiiiotlKitr, 
which hind them together in a eouunon bond of sympatliy and fellow feeling. 

36. The terms of oompiomieo proposed give the setUemont officer entire liberty of 
action to fix in every individual case what he considers to bo a fair rent, and sectum of 
the Bengal Tenancy Act empowers lum to refuse ouheuoements wherever existing routs are 
exoessivo. Of ooorso amioable settlement of disputes cannot be made an oxeuso for ftroloiig' 
ing the o])erationH, and so the oases are being decided aooording to law. 

37. fTork expected to Ik’ eoiupieted — I hope to be able to finisli the case work by «*nil 
of January next, when my sorvioes may be available for settlemcut of Uuksole and other 
villages belonging to tlie Hurrlia factory in Ghaiunaron. But it may bo mHHwsary to retain 
a portion of the establishment up ht the end of March next to arrange nHjurds, distribute 
khatiaus, do., and the next lialf-yoorly progress report will be my final coinplotion report.

8. The rente im generally admitted to be reasonable and fair, and the small number of 
obi^ioM aa regards measurement and olaasifloation is good evidence that the work has been 
weu and oarefuUy done. 

A The inoro^ of rei^t aa oaloulatml in aooordanoe with the rulea it about 86 per cent 
but It muat ni»t be underatood from oolomns 11 to 14 of statement B that all rents entered 
therein w^ finally settled within the half-year. As regards a oonaiderable nnmbsr of 
nllagm the ronts wow only provisionally settled, i.e., subjeut to wvision on obieotiou at the 
time of explaining the khatian. The ultimate iucreuao may thewfuw be something loss than 
what is entered in column 18, but so for tho rovisioii has not as a rule affeoti^ the totol 
rental of the village oouoorned, and it is not probable that thew wUl be any ooiisidemble 
reduction of the aggregate total. 

6. I am now on tour in the Sonthal Parganas, my chief objeot being to look into 
settlement work ; and during the past week I have travelled with the Deputy Oomroissionor 
over a oonsidemble traoc under seitlomOnt in the Dumka subdivision. I have inspeoted the 
Assistant Settlement Offioer'e records, and have personally visited several villages and spoken 
to tho rai^'ats, and have been on the whole favoiirablv impressed by the way in wbiob the 
work IS being done. Tho Dumka oirolo ooiitains 420 villages, and tho kbatians bavo been 
now explained in 400 of these, and most of the objections, which wore generally not serious, 
have boon disposed of.

I have called for .^port from the Subdtvisiunal Offiow ol Itajm^al but 
donbilees owing to tho Subdivisional Jjffioor’s absence on leave, this hss boon delayed. 1 wili 
not detain my report for it, but seng it on when it reaobes me. 

2. Tho mam settlement wtwk of the year has been that being oonduoted by Mr Craven 
SetUemont Officer. This work was undertaken under the orders of Ooveniraent passed 
at various times, for l« private cetetes, imduding those of Wiirds', cornprising 1,480 villoges 
I neod not lengthen this renort by a detailed acnouot of tho work, but think it enough t.«i 
say that by the Slst March last the whole area oomprisbg 411,610 a(g:os, of which 20;j OltJ 

uncultivated, had boon measured, aud a total ttoel hod been 

The payment token from tho proprietors was st the rate of 8 annas pr acre for pulti- 
vated, and 3 annas for uncnltivatod land, a little over Be. 146,200, so that there was a balauoe 
to oredit in the estimate of Its. 46,744. 

3. The principal iwint remaining for determination woe the rules for fixing rente and 
these were drafted and published after the visit Hie Honour tho Lieutenant-Ooveinor 
paid to Dumka from the 8th to tho 11th April, within the half-year under report. He also 
issued instructions tor Mr. Cnveo’s guidance. 

4. The first work to be done was the oalettlation of the rente in aooordance with the 
rales. The old calcnlatioDe bad to be revised and the rente in many cs f VH t alteied As 
this had to be done for some 65,000 holdings, whose land was cUwifieil under five 

eaeh with ite own rates, this was a oonsidenblo addition to the recess work of cbiy kiDg 
khaans of the last season’s field work, oomprisiDg 411,300 plots. Frtim the rough 
fair kbatians wew written out.

6. Besides supervising the workoftbe offioe. <vir. Craven was engaged (o) in drawing 
up prooeedings fixing the assessment in the 1,430 villages; (b) maHng enquiries sato tlm 
fit]i 60 t of cortoin hoftwioiie 

6. Prom tba fith Aognat Mr. Craven having fixed oeottea tor the putporo, a liat of 
vrtdoh waa submittod to yon and approved, began the work of explaining the khatiaos to the 
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villag6f8. He etiurtod in the Dt iink a Oiwtey with hit Maietuit Bftbu J. G. Bluujoi then 
went ou to the Ooddft Ciioloi where he etaxted Bebti Baah Behary Dutt, end tbra went on 
to Heoghur, where he had his assistaat Bahu B. D. Gupta, and taught him. He then 
haodod over the Jamtara part of his work to the asnstant and retaineu in his own charge 
the Deoghur part, wbioh is, owing to the nature of the rsiyat^ the most troublesome. 

7. As desired by His Honour, 1 spent a eertoin time with each of the four parties, and 
had an opportunity of seeing the way in which the work was done. In my opinion it has 
t)c>en done ou a very good me^od, and any mquixy at which I have been penouany present 
soernod to mo to be mode with patience, intelligence and thoroughness. 1 must Wve been 
with or in the noigbourhuod of omcen explain!^ rents fur about three weeks in all. There 
<lid not seem to me to bo any excitement or objemon to the amounts of the rents, which have 
been quietly accepted. Not only has every ryot been told what land he has and what rent he 
has to pay, but every korphadsr also has b^ told. 

8. Theru have been objections, chiefly on the part of the persons who,drom>various 

were absent at tlie time of moosiuemeut and who claimed that their lands have been recorded 
in the names of others. The objections to olossifioatioa or measurement have been wonder* 
fully few. Serious objeutions of a general character there ai)pear to have l^n none, if we 
except a petition that was filed Itefore me^ at Deoghur, suggesting that the old settlement 
should be maintained and the new not intruduci^. The orders were that all objections 
should be onquired into ou the spot, before the olflcers left the neighbourhood, and I believe 
these orders have been generally acted on. Tho number of objections filed in aU was 1,051, 
and of those 002 have been ^iKwed of by the end of September It is obviously not 
IHiHsiblo to give an unlimited latitude os to filing objections, if we ore to hope for a s|)eedy 
close of the work. 1 cousidor that the Settlement Officer and liis assistants have been careful in 
dis|Kisiug of olqcotions, and have given satisfaction thereby. Except as regards the removal 
of headmen dcolared unfit, no objections to Mr. Oraveu’s proeoe«liugs have os yet W-u 
reouive<l by me, nor have 1, while touring about, as 1 have lieen, in or near every part of the 
area under settlement, beard any exprereion of distrust or dissatisfaction, except such ns is 
always to bo exiioctod from tho mahajau*riyats near Deoghur. There is a class of men there 
who would grumble at anything whatever. 

b. Tho progress made in explaining the khatiuns was up to tho end of the half-year 
571 vUlagos, leaving Hot) villages remaining to be done, 'nie progress has boon satisfactory, 
except in the Uodda Division, where it has been slow. It is not likely that tho work will 
bo olused within tho mouth of October, as originally desired by Ilia Honour, but it is to be 
hoped that there will bo no great delay. I will, when 1 see the Settlement Officer in a 
day or two, proporo an estimate of the time tliat will still bo necessary to finish tho work, 
and submit it. It is never possible to say exootly how long a work of this kind will 
toko, and my iiistructious have always been rather tu oxooed tho time than hurry on the work 
and leave it iuiperfoot. Tho work lias boon .somewhat delayed by wont of forms, indented 
for in February oud not yet suppliisl by tho Stationery Uffioe. T\> my personal knowledge. 
Mr. Graven and most of his subordinates, both gazetted and ministerial, have been working 
wry honl, and spared uo effort to Wing the work to a completion. 

It). As regards the financial positum, the expenditure during the half-year was 
U.S. 22,1)22-2-10, bringing tlio total oxinnuliture up to Its. l,2d,U78-2-lo, so that by tlie end 
of tlie half-year we hiul still a sum of Us. 2d, 122 to credit, enough to carry on with fur six 
months more, if neoussory, besides the value of the tents, ^uruiture, and instruments. There 
is, therefore, uo present fear of exiienses out-running t> "estimates.

I HAVB the honour to eabmit my annual report of aettlemeut operations in this distriot 
for the period 1st October 1890 to 80th Septeulwr 1891. 

2. The field work that remained to be done at the close of the field season I889»90 was 
Oie survey and mchsuremeut of 420 villages. On the 1st November 1890 I took the Hold 
with two assistants, *Babua Bos Behory Dutt and Jogendm Ohandra Bhanja, to oumpleto 
this work. 

3. Thero were three field parties, one being under my immediate ohar^ and the tw<» 
others under the two SMistauts, while I exercise also general supervisiou, In the middle of 
Deoember, a third Assistant Settlement Otlicer, Babu Balaram Das Clupta, was apjiointed 
to relieve me of the jkersoual charge of my party, which was then working in the Jamtara 
subdivision. The supervising stsif was further strengthened in February last by the appoint- 
ment of a oanoongoe to each party. 

4. The party working under Babu Ras Behary Dutt, in the Oodda subdivision, 
surveyed the boundarins and measured in detail the fields of 170 villages, covering au area of 
31,709 acres of cultivated land and 12,753 acres of uncultivated laud, comprised in 103,900 
plots. 

The Dumka party under Babu Jogendra Ohundor Bhanja surveyed the ls>undAries 
and measuied in detail 60 mausos, oonsivting of 13,000 acres of eultivatud land and 20,000 
aor(>8 of uncultivated land ; the whole area being oomrpiseil in 97,400 plots. 

The party in Jamtara under Hebii Balaram Das Gupta surveyed the boundaries and 
measured in detail 178 villages, with an area of 29,160 acres of cultivated laud and 49,376 
acres of uncultivated land, Mmsisting of 210,000 plots. 

5. The boundaries were survxyed with plane table, compass and chain, and the ilolds 
measured with 30<f«*et ohaiu. 'The writing up of the khasras and Iho plotting of tho fields 
was done on the field as the work procccMUHl. 

6. Tho field work of tho three parties was completed on tho dates below mentionod >

work, and (11) adminutrativo, for tho period from tlio let Ootolier to dOth 
Scptoinber, containing a full octant of the profftoM of Hurvoy and sottlemont 
work in Die Province. It was laid down that thoTattor rouortsliould. ordinarily 
bo duo to tho Hoard on tho loth Novombor, and to tho J.«ooal Qovomnwnt on 
the 1.5th Docemlwr. As tlac Director was al^ut on privilego leave until early 
in Novombor, nunctual submission of tho first report wos not oxpectod, but 
ho was dcsiroa to proporo it as soon as possible after his roturn. Instruo* 
tions wore .given in tlio Govommont Resolution of tho 38th Septombor 
1891, on Mr. Finucaiio's annual report for tho financial year 18U0>01, wiUi a 
view to tho preparation of tho report in tho manner required by Govommont. 
The present report, which is tho first Administrative Settloinont Report furnished 
under the now system, is a great improvement on the reports {nreviomdy 
laid before Government. It b^s, however, so lute a <lato ns tho l8th March 
1893, and was not forwarded bv tho Hoard until tho 14ih April. The Liouto* 
nant-Govomor is aware that lb. Finucano has boon constantly on tour since 
his return from leave, and it Apears that be has boon unablo to obtain tho 
matenal required by him froeg the Deputy Surveyor-General and several of 
tho Settlement Officers. It is anything out satisfactory that tlio survey rofiorts 
for Jalpoiguri, the Burdwan Raj khas mahols, Cbittogong and Soroil, were 
not received by Mr. Finucano until the 11th to 30th of January (although 
they referred to the survey year wliich ends on 30th Septombor), and that 
no report was furnished for Orissa. His Honour trusts that, with tlie 
appointment of Colonel J. E. Saudeman as Director* of Hengal Surveys, 
all such iiTogulaiitios will cease. No explanation has been oifurod for the 
delay in the local sotU^ient ropiirts. Sir Charles Elliott is willing to make 
due allowance fmr tho change of system, wd he amreus with Mr. Finucano 
in hoping that, timely notice liaying been given of adiat is recjuirod, tho diffi- 
cultios lately encountered will disappear, and that tho next annual repesrt will 
be submittea on the prescribed date. f 

2. Mr, Finucane has followed an intelligent order in dealing consecu- 
tively with (1) Goyenunent estates and temporarily-setUed tracts, whi<^ are 
necessarily the most important settlmnent operations from A revenue point .of 
view, (3) Wards’ estates, and (3) mvate estates. In accordance* with the 
orders on his last annual report, the Ifirector has placed his account of the 
Orum> CSuttagmig and Jalpaignii settlements in tho forefront of his report. 
Apart from tlm special position to be assignods to the Orissa, Chittagong and 
Jldpaigori operations, Government also dosired that an intelligent geographical 
order dioula be adopted both as regards tho dvil divisions and ttie dirtricts 
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and estates in those divinons. These instructions appear to hare escaped notice» 
for the order obsenred has been as follows

It is evident that geographical order has not been carefulljr or consistoatly 
maintfwod, and the Oeutenant-Oovemor trusts that it will not be necessary 
to again repeat his orders on this point. The appendices have been properly 
totoUod 08 desirod by Government. 

9. (Mms.— T oo Survey Department, as already mentioned, has furnished 
no report of its work in Orissa, mt it appears that 361 square miles were oadas- 
trally surveyed by the end of September I860, and 687 square miles between 
that date and the end of SeptemW 1891, total 1,048 square miles. The total 
expenditure on the survey u stated to have been Bs. 2,16,031, or just Rs. 209 a 
square mile. This is a oonsidorablo increase on the rate, Rs. 163 per square 
milo, previously reported. It is mentioned that Mr. Pattersonf the survey omcer, 
unfortunately overlooked- the survey rule whidi requires pareha$ or jamabandi 
slijM to bo given to the raiyats at the time of survey; also the errors and 
inaceuracies of the khasras prepared by the Survey Doi)artment delayed tl^ 
work of attestation, and even now the records of all the villages measured by 
Mr. Patterson before lost rains have not all been sent in. With regard to these 
and other matters which have come to his notice, the Liontenant-Qovemor 
thinks it right to put on record his opinion that Mr. Patterson Iras entirely 
unfit for the position in which ho was placed bv the Survey Department, and 
that a hopeless block would bare ensura had tnat officer not left Orissa, and 
had Colonel Sandoman not come in to sot matters straight. Mr. H. R. Reily 
was in charm of the settlement since ho joined on 16th February 1891 to 
the end of the year under report. Uo was ossisV^ . by Mr. Walsh, a Civilian of 
experience, Mr. Ambica- Charon Son, Mr. Tahiinddin Ahmed, and Mr. Buoda 
Charon Mitra, Statutory Civilians, Babus Hurisn Chandra Roy and Chaku I^ 
Sarkor, besides others who from ill-health or other causes did not remain long in 
the Department. There wore six circles and nine Assistant Settlement Officer? 
in charge of them at different times, who were, it is said, in the field on an 
average 63 days each. This information would have been more valuable if 
the time during which they were on duty had also been mentioned. In 'future 
the Director snould state for each officer the number of days (a) on duty, 
(^) on leave, (o) on tour. The six circles have lately, in March 1892, been 
re-arranged under eight officers. The demarcatiim winrk has been trannerred 
to tlie Survey Department. Up to 30th September the status of 29,190 tenants 
was dotormmod and their rents recorded, and 138,042 plots were attested over 
an area of 83,752 acres. Jamabandi sl^ are now being distributed by the 
Survey Department, and it is hoped uat in futuro each officer will be i^o to 
iittost doily many more than 600 mots, which is the standard of work laid 
down, and. to some extent attainoa, in Chittagong. No rents were settled and 
no laud revenue assessed. Out of the 464 patwiw is in Orissa, 277 were trained 
in survey, but their work is found to be more expetuave than that of amfna. 

' Arnmgements have be«i made also for the utUiaation of the kdnungoa aa 
required. The expenditure on settlement during the portion of theynar ending 
30th September 1891, during whidithe work was in progress, was lu. 43,598. 

The survey and settlement of Banki, in CuttaMsk^ wore oonmkted before 
March 1891, at an average cost of 7 annas aro 10 pies pm acre. Tbs estiiaate 
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forli BOO-prid^oiia] mxmy and for aoHleniaiit wt» Bi/l^)4U fw tiie 
T6y800 aocM of ^ estate: the actual oost of a nrofosaional sutTW has been 
Bs. 35,097 and of setHraient Bs. 13,598; total 87,095, the inerease of 
revalue obtained beiiv Bs. 7,974. The final report of> the prooeeduigs has not 

SS ‘ 'em reeaved. The laeutenant*Oovenior has already diaraoterised Uds 
as ve^ nnsatisfaetoiy ; a fall explanation vrill be required from die 
iment Offioer. 

4, C4iMMMy.>*Mr. Slack was in oharae of the operations till the llUi 
of July, and Mr. C. Cl. H. Allen for the rest of the year under report. They 
were assiated by Mr. Atul Knshna Bat (for one month only), Baba Durga 
Charan Ghose, Babu Bomosh Ghundw Das, as Assistant Settfemont Offioers. 
The deniaroatien of the Sadar sub'diviaion was completed with the ezceptimi 
of the hilly portions, the weak done oompriung 465 'vUlagos. The oadosbrat 
survey of 380 square miles had hem accomplished by September 1890, and 
daring the season undmr report 848 sqnare miles were done, bemdes 113 square 
miles of topographical work. After September 1891 534 square miles of 
cadastral and 353 of new topographical survey remained, besides some impor* 
tant traverse work. Arranmments have been made to aoedorate the rate 
of progress. Since tbe4st January 1891 the work of ^paring the reo^s 
requiim for attestation in the Sadar Bub<d[vi8ion has been made over to the 
Settlement Department. The records of 313 villages with an area of 305 
square miles were lianded over for settlement work. The Khanapuri of 477,683 
plots was oomplot^, and tbo entries regarding 300,463 plots wore revised, la 
the Sodar sub-division the status of 33,079 tenants was determined and thoir 
existing rents were recorded. . No fair-rent decisions wero passed, and no land 
revenue was assessed. A scheme has been sanotionnl for strengthening and 
utilising the k|ias tahsil establishment for the maintenance of the records. 

In Old Thdna Banm the survey had been completed by September 1800> 
The settloinont work was mainly condactotl by Babu Jogoiidra Kumar Boso, 
who completed the attestation, dealing with the lands of 15,389 tenants, 
disposed of 558 original suits and 1,002 objections, and passed eight fair-rent 
decisions. Fair-rent decisions have boon passed in 43 of tho 50 villages in 
Bamu. Soil class maps arc now in preparation and statoTnonts of the rovenuo 
assessable on tho avero^ soil clam rates are being drawn up. Tho soHlo- 
ment expenditure amountodi during the year, to Hs. 68,803 in the Sadar and 
Bs. 15,389 ill Bamu, tho cost of tho survey being Bs. 1,32,540 in the Sadar 
sub-division. A reasonable standard of work expected from each omln ond 
Assutant Settlement Officer has been drawn up in Chittagong, but from tho 
monthly progress reports received, Uis Honour has reason to fear tW the 
standard ^uirod is not attaindL 

5. By tiie c|hof the year underreport 705 square miles 

had been codastrally surveyed, beink proctioally tho wholo of tho area under 
setdement. B^des this 174 miles ca forest ana 61 of waste lands had been 
surveyed, leaving 290 of forest and 3|B of waste lands for the snrvey work 
of the ennent year. Tbo records of 8,430 jotes were made over to the Settlo- 
ment Offioer. An area of 163,063 acres in 8,507 jotes in the Mainaguri tahsil 
was assess^ during the year, giving an increase of Bs. ’3<t,310rovenao, fnit 
the revised aasessmeht has not boro finally passed by tho Commissioner. 
Hr. Sunder was in charge throughout the year, and was on tour for 217 days. 
He records the constant struggles of his subor^natos with fever; ho bos 
at different times had five assistants, but the cUmato of tho Duars lios noccssi- 
tatod several ohangos among them. The throe men last appointed have been 
employed in parsana Mora^t in eollocting information proparatory to the 
setUemrot of the rates on jotes in the Falakata tahsil. It is unsatisfactory to i^ud 
Biai some of tihe Igtor records of the Survey Department were so carelessly 
prepared toat thw had to bo returaed for revision, The increase of revenue, 
amottirting to Bs. o0,000, expected in the Mainaguri tahsil, is chiefly dim to tho 
extromon of cultivatioa bn nearly every joto, to tho recovery of tho amount 
which .was ramittedsevro years ago under the reductiro scheme then advocated 
and apparantty sanctioned under miaai^h^ion. and to the aiiplioation of 
,the ratea improved for this settlement^ Considerable delay has been oaui^ 1^ 
the noce sa wy ai vequiiii^ the people to record the mutations of ownenliip and 
to pay tito lees dne on this account. The cost of die snrvey during the year 
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is leporatelly stated to hare been Be. 1,03,65$ or Rs, 1,10,784, Sudi disorep’ 
Midos should bo cleared up bdoro this annual rejport is laid before Goyemr 
ment. The expenditure on setUemmt was Rs. 30,459. 

6. The srork done in the settlenient operations in progress, other than 
the important proceedings mentioned in the |Hreceding mragranhs, has been 
sufficiently summarised in the Director’s report, to which rexerence may be 
made. As the details have been redewed for tne financial year 1890-91, it is 
not necessary, especially at this late date, to review them again. - A veiy few 
enervations only are now required. In future the Administrative Settlement 
Report for the year ending 30th September will be the main report of 

J roar, and the principal 'comments of Government will be reserved for the 
iosolution on it. The Srinagar-BanaUi settlement, which has beeii«completed, 
will shortly come under separate review. The lieutenant-Govesnor understands 
that the dispute as to tho standard of measurement in pargana Akberabad in 
the Malda district has been settled ex parU* In Backergunge there were 87 
Government estates under settlement under the Tenancy Act, and up to the 
close of the year under report tho proceedings bad cost Rs. 30,015. The 
Director does nut mention the enJianced revenue to bo set against this expen- 
diture, but from the statements fum^ed by the Collector of Backergunge it. 
appears that an increase of revenue to tho amount of Ks. 5,639 has already 
been obtained from seven of tho villages, 1.0., estates, and that a total increase 
of Rs. 85,114 is oxpectod from tho 27 estates. An ei^lanation has been given 
of tho discrepancies noticed in jiaragraph 11 of tho Government Resolution of 
tho 28tli September 1801 in the number of estates under settlement. It 
is a matter for satbfaction that the compromise accepted by the Manager and 
the raiyats in Sujamutba has been worked out ana brought into effect. The 
Lioutenant-Govornor concurs with tho Director that tho number of days spent 
on tour by the Sottloniout Officer, Dwijendru Lall Roy, viz. 05, in spite of 
tho orders repeatedly given to him to go into overy village and dispose of 
objections on tne spot, was utterly inadequate. The Manager of tho Burdwan 
Raj will ^ informed of tho want of co-oporation on the part of tho Raj c^cials 
which has entailed delay and extra ox]X)nse. 

7. Tho total area of Government estates and temporarily-settled tracts under 
survey and settlomout daring tho year was 9,090 square miles, of which 2,381 
miles had been surveyed prior to, and 1,397 miles were surveyed during, the 
year under report, total 3,778 square miles ; tbo total expenditure on survey 
and settlement, from tho b(.>gmtung of the operations to the end of tbo year 
being Rs. 13,04,875, and tho increase of revenue actually obtained being 
, Rs. 1,10,078, or 8'44 per cent, pn the outlay. This amomit does ngt represent 
anything like the increase that mil bo obtained ^;ion tho settlement oiierations 
are completed in Chittagong, Orissa, and Jalpaijmri, wliioh are oxpectea to yield 
an increase of revenue, amounting to about eiglii lakhs of rupees in addition to 
what has been actually obtointri. Tho total area of wards’ estates under 
settlement is 2,220 square miles, of which 1,945 square miles had been 
surveyed prior to, and 50 square uiihte were survoyod during, tho year under 
report, total 1,995 square miles; tho increase of rental actually obtained 
amounted to 0'96 per cent, on the outlay. The total area of private perma- 
nently-settled estates under survey and settlement was- 815 square miles 
(inclusive of the Sonthal I’arganas estates), the increase of rental obtained 
e being 42*49 per cent, on the outlay. 

l>om a revouuo point of view, these results may be considored to be 
satisfactory. There has nowhere b^n any serious opposition to tho proceed- 
ings, nor bos any serious dissatisfaction with the results Seen expressed, on the 
pi^ of either tho landlords or tenants concerned. 

.8. Sir Charles Elliott agrees witll the Board that much labonr has been 
bestowed on tilie preparation of tho Director’s report, and thal valuable 
resnlts will bo obtaiitod from the operations under notice. He has hod occasum 
more than once to state the importance which be attaches to snrv^s and 
* settlements on administrativo ana statistical grounds, and bis views are 
corroborated by everything that 'oomea bofoto him, especially in a P^vinoe 
dominated, as Bengal is, by the permanent settlement. The work done by . 
ITnucane in supermug the Settlement Department again mmith the admow- 
ledgments of Government.
